W elcome to San Francisco, or, if you are a resident of 
the Bay Area, it’s time to log off, get outside, and 
enjoy some of the numerous, diverse activities 
scheduled for Pride weekend. 

As any local Pride guide will tell you, these next few days 
are saturated with both officially sponsored and community- 
organized lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgender happenings, 
including the San Francisco Lesbian and Gay Film Festival, 
the legendary Dyke March, and the 30th annual Pride Parade 


and Celebration. Pick up Inside Pride at local businesses 
around the city to get the scoop on events for leatherfolk, 
trannies, religious people, athletes, and youth. 

This Saturday, June 24 is opening day for the official Pride 
Festival, and according to Pride Executive Director Teddy With- 
erington, the weekend is scheduled to go off without a hitch. 

“Were not only in good shape, we’re in great shape,” With- 
erington told the Bay Area Reporter. 

Saturday’s Pride Festival is a multicultural array of perfor¬ 
mances, vendor booths, and community spaces. The festival 
engulfs the city’s Civic Center - from Market Street to Turk, 
between Van Ness and Leavenworth - and includes a market, 


a kid-friendly family area, and a Faerie Freedom Village com¬ 
plete with gender-bent contests and a “no-talent” show. 

Saturday’s main stage at City Hall opens with an anti-hate 
crime presentation at noon. “Stand Against Hate,” sponsored 
by Community United Against Violence, will feature speak¬ 
ers and performers and demand an end to anti-LGBT attacks. 
After defending your right to live without persecution, you’re 
invited to celebrate your love life with a 1 p.m. commitment 
ceremony. The ceremony will be presided over by Assembly¬ 
woman Carole Migden (D-San Francisco), author of the 
state’s new domestic partnership registry, and San Francisco

Senate passes hate 
crimes legislation

he claims are coming! The claims are 
coming!” 

Executives at the Paul Revere Life 
Insurance Company must be sounding 
the alarm after a unanimous California 
Supreme Court ruling issued Monday, 
June 19. In a groundbreaking decision 
hailed by AIDS and disability rights 
groups throughout the state, the court de¬ 
clared that the company violated state law 
when it denied disability benefits to a Los 
Angeles-area man who was diagnosed 
with AIDS in 1994. 

Mark Galanty, of Studio City, had test¬ 
ed positive on an HIV-antibody test prior 
to applying for a disability insurance pol¬ 
icy in the fall of 1988. Prior to January 1, 
1989, companies were not allowed to law¬ 
fully deny disability policies based on an 
HIV antibody test. Paul Revere awarded 
the insurance policy to Galanty in March 
1989 without asking for an HIV-antibody 
test or for a copy of his medical records. 

The company began paying benefits in 
1994, when Galanty developed AIDS-re- 
lated neuropathy - causing numbness and 
pain in his hands which forced him to quit 
work as a court reporter. But the company 


ceased payments for about two years after 
discovering Galanty’s earlier HIV test, 
falsely claiming that the unconfirmed test 
amounted to a pre-existing condition. 

“I was trying to be responsible when I 
accepted a sales agent’s pitch about this 
policy, and I was shocked when years later, 
my claims were rejected,” Galanty, now 
52, said after the decision was announced. 
“This ruling comes as a great relief to me 
today.” 

Overturning two lower court decisions 
with its 7-0 ruling in Galanty v. The Paul 
Revere Life Insurance Company , the court 
said that the company violated a Califor¬ 
nia statute known as the “incontestability 
law,” which creates a statute of limitations 
preventing companies from refusing to 
pay disability claims two years after grant¬ 
ing a client a policy. The ruling makes no 
exception for companies that, after the 
two-year period has elapsed, uncover ev¬ 
idence that their client had tested positive 
on a diagnostic test taken before applying 
for the policy. 

“In short, the incontestability law con¬ 
trols,” wrote Justice Kathryn M. Werdegar 
for the court. 

“This case makes clear that it isn’t al¬

F ederal hate crimes legislation that in¬ 
cludes gays and lesbians passed the first 
time that it came up for a recorded vote 
in the Senate, Tuesday, June 20. The margin 
of victory was a surprisingly strong 57-42. 

“We went in this morning with 50 votes,” 
said Winnie Stachelberg, political director of 
the Human Rights Campaign, “and never 
stopped working. Thousands of calls and 
faxes went into of¬ 
fices. It was an 
amazing effort on 
the part of the entire 
coalition” of civil 
rights, religious, and 
gay organizations. 

The measure this 
year was called the 
Local Law Enforce¬ 
ment Enhancement 
Act of 2000, with 
primary co-spon¬ 
sorship by Senators 
Ted Kennedy (D-Massachusetts) and Gor¬ 
don Smith (R-Oregon). It was adopted as an 
amendment to the appropriations bill for the 
Department of Defense. 

The measure would add gender, sexual 


orientation, and disability to protected class¬ 
es under current federal law. It would offer 
legal grounds for federal assistance with these 
types of crimes where local authorities re¬

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Every smile 
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Bakersfield police sued 
for targeting gay men

I t has come to the point where 
warning men about undercov¬ 
er sting operations in public 
restrooms just isn’t enough any¬ 
more. 

A federal class-action lawsuit 
filed last week against the Bakers¬ 
field Police Department on behalf 
of Bakersfield resident Roger 
Hartley claims that Hartley’s con¬ 
stitutional rights were violated last 
year when an officer lured him 
into a public park’s restroom and 
arrested him for lewd conduct. 

But Hartley, who was charged 
with soliciting a lewd act when he 
entered a stall to urinate, didn’t 
have to do anything to be consid¬ 
ered an offender, according to the 
officer’s very own report. 

As documented in the police 
report for Hartley’s arrest, the of¬ 
ficer approached Hartley in Bak¬ 
ersfield’s Central Park on June 
19,1999, and struck up a conver-

sation. Hartley at first ignored the 
officer, but eventually agreed to 
talk with him. Then the officer 
suggested that the two engage in a 
sexual act. 

“I stated I preferred bathrooms 
and that a blow job in the park 
was probably not that dangerous,”

A h, youth. Although the lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgender 
community seems to worship the culture, those who actual¬ 
ly qualify as young people continue to be left out of Pride 
events, particularly where coming out is concerned. 

“Queeriosity Killed the Cat,” now in its third year, provides a 
space for questioning, closeted, and out youth to share their expe¬ 
riences in a fun and supportive environment this Sunday. Spon¬ 
sored by Lavender Youth Recreation and Information Center, 
Youth Speaks, and ODC Theater, Queeriosity is a post-Pride cele¬ 
bration on June 25 that features Youth Speaks poetry slam champs 
Kassy Kayiatos, Tiger Walsh, and Mario Balcita, and a number of 
other youth performers in an intimate, drug-free cabaret setting. 
Audiences of all ages and sexual orientations are invited to join the 
celebration of young people who have come out, and to help cre¬ 
ate a safe space for others to do so. 

Queeriosity will be held at 8 p.m. at the ODC Theater, located in 
the Mission, 3153 17th Street, at Shotwell. Tickets are $10 for gen¬ 
eral admission and $5 for those under 20 years old, and are available 
by calling (415) 863-9834, or by going to Tix in Union Square, or by

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the police officer’s report reads. 
“He told me he did not like doing 
things in public.” 

Hartley entered the restroom 
after the conversation, was inter¬ 
rupted mid-urination, then ar¬ 
rested, allegedly for holding his 
penis in his hand. 

Hartley is joined in his lawsuit 
by a handful of other men who 
were similarly targeted and arrest¬ 
ed in the same three-week period, 
according to attorney Geoff Kors 
of San Francisco’s Wotman, Kors, 
and Cloutier, the law firm repre¬ 
senting the men. The suit was filed 
June 15 in the United States Dis¬ 
trict Court for Eastern California 
and demands a jury trial to ad¬ 
dress what Kors said is a violation 
of both the federal and state con¬ 
stitution with regard to privacy, 
discrimination, maliciousness, 
and probable cause. 

“There are two legal issues. 
One is that the Police Department 
is targeting one group of people 
because of their sexual orienta¬ 
tion,” Kors told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “And the other is that even 
if crimes were committed - which 
they weren’t - it’s the officer who 
is doing the soliciting.” 

Kors believes the department’s 
targeting of gay and bisexual men 
is just a transparent attempt to 
keep them in the closet and out of 
public. 

“The effect of this operation is 
that gay men don’t want to go the 
park, even to read a book,” said 
Kors. “And the department knows 
that this is the effect it’s having.” ▼

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Poll: Californians now 
favor same-sex unions

J ust in time for Pride, a new 
poll released Wednesday, 
June 21 shows that a majori¬ 
ty of California voters - particu¬ 
larly younger voters - now believe 
that committed relationships be¬ 
tween two people of the same sex 
should be legally recognized. 

Fifty-two percent of those 
polled said they favor “recognizing 
the legal union of two people of 
the same sex in a committed rela¬ 
tionship,” while 41 percent were 
opposed. This is a remarkable 
shift from a similar poll taken in 
April 1999, in which just 43 per¬ 
cent favored same-sex unions, and 
51 percent opposed them. 

The new polling data seems to 
confirm a much-predicted cultur¬ 
al shift towards acceptance of not 
only same-sex unions, but equal 
rights for gays and lesbians on a 
variety of fronts. 

“We’ve seen a tremendous 
change in the last year alone as 
we’ve gone from a majority op-

posing same-sex unions to a ma¬ 
jority favoring it,” said Bob Mead¬ 
ow of Decision Research, which 
conducted the 1999 and 2000 sur¬ 
veys for the San Francisco-based 
Horizons Foundation and the 
Human Rights Campaign, a na¬ 
tional lesbian and gay political 
group based in Washington, D.C. 


Late night club 
fans stage rally

L ate night club fans are cir¬ 
cling the wagons to fight 
what they believe is a con¬ 
certed effort to put the clubs out 
of business. 

Last Saturday, June 17, the San 
Francisco Late Night Coalition 
held a rally from noon until 8 p.m. 
at Piers 30 and 32 The event fea¬ 
tured speakers, live bands, and 
deejays. 

Organizers said it was planned 
before the recent troubles at the 
1015 Folsom club but the tough 
new mandatory security proce¬ 
dures implemented at 1015 were 
at the top of their concerns. They 
fear those policies may eventually 
be mandated for other clubs. 
There were 19 narcotics arrests at 
1015 over the Memorial Day 
weekend, including seven from 
the gay circuit party, Mass. 

“What happened at Mass was a 
big wake up call for everybody,” 
SFLNC’s chairperson Stephanie 
Tucker told the Bay Area Reporter. 
Many of the Mass patrons had 
complained that 1015’s security 
was too aggressive. Some said they 
would boycott future events at the 
club. 

In a settlement reached with 
the San Francisco Police Depart¬ 
ment and the City Attorney’s of¬ 
fice, 1015 agreed to set up an ex¬ 
tensive security camera system to 
monitor every part of the club ex¬ 
cept the bathrooms. The tapes are 
kept for seven days and must be 
surrendered to city authorities 
when requested. The club also 
must submit weekly lists of all 
deejays and promoters involved in 
1015 events. The club also agreed 
to arrest anyone found with even a 
small amount of drugs. 

Tucker said SFLNC has print¬ 
ed up cards to inform clubbers of 
their rights. She said it was impor¬ 
tant to get the word out that pa¬ 


trons have the right to withdraw 
their consent to be searched at any 
time and walk away. 

Tucker believes the tough new 
rules at 1015 set a bad precedent 
for other late night club venues in 
San Francisco and may take away 
part of what makes the city excit¬ 
ing. 

“I’m a native San Franciscan, 
the phrase ‘only in San Francisco’ 
applies to a lot of things I’ve done 
my whole life and it would be re¬ 
ally a shame if ‘only in San Fran¬ 
cisco’ doesn’t exist any more,” 
Tucker told the B.A.R. 

Tucker said SFLNC is planning 
a club summit to address some of 
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Conducted in April through 
telephone interviews of 1,200 reg¬ 
istered voters, the new poll also is 
being touted as evidence that 
while the No on Knight/Proposi¬ 
tion 22 campaign failed to defeat 
the anti-gay measure at the ballot 
box in March, the campaign did 
succeed in educating many voters 
about the inequities faced by 
same-sex couples. Proposition 22 
codified into law that only mar¬ 
riages between a man and a 
woman are to be recognized in the 
state. 

“These polling numbers show 
that whenever these issues are de¬ 
bated, our community moves for¬ 
ward,” said Mike Marshall, who 
managed the No on Knight cam¬ 
paign. “It shows that the strategy 
of the religious right to use the 
marriage word as a wedge issue is 
backfiring on them.” 

Interestingly, only 50 percent 
of poll respondents admitted vot¬ 
ing for the Knight initiative, and 
10 percent said they couldn’t re¬ 
member or declined to say how 
they voted on the measure spon¬ 
sored by state Senator Pete Knight 
(R-Palmdale). The initiative was 
approved in March by 61 percent 
of the voters. 

Among the poll’s other find¬ 
ings, some of which were released 
to the media last week: 

• A 6 percent increase in those 
who strongly favor allowing gay 
and lesbian marriage outright, 
and a 7 percent decrease in those 
who oppose it. 

• A 10 percent increase in those 
who believe gays and lesbians 
want to marry in order to express 
love and commitment, and a 6 
percent decrease in those who be¬ 
lieve they want to marry to pro¬ 
mote a “gay agenda” and 
“lifestyle.” 

• A 5 percent decrease in those 
who believe that homosexuality is 
morally wrong, and a correspond¬ 
ing 5 percent increase in those 
who strongly oppose denying civil 
rights on the basis of homosexu¬ 
ality. 

• Fifty-four percent believe that 
homophobia is morally wrong, 
and 69 percent of voters believe 
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Gay Men’s Health 
Summit set for July

T he second annual Gay Men’s 
Health Summit is set to take 
place July 19-23 in Boulder, 
Colorado. Organizers expect this 
year’s summit to draw 500 health¬ 
care professionals, activists, pub¬ 
lic health officials, policy makers, 
researchers, journalists, and oth¬ 
ers. The summit is open not just 
to gay men, but to anyone inter¬ 
ested in gay men’s health and well¬ 
ness. 

The first Gay Men’s Health 
Summit, held at the same time 
last year, aimed to expand the 
scope of gay men’s health beyond 
HIV prevention and AIDS care. 
Underlining the need for a broad¬ 
er focus, a survey of over 1,750 
people conducted by the Web site 
GayHealth.com in April found 
that depression was the primary 
health concern for a third of the 
gay men who responded, more 
than those that cited HIV/AIDS; 
other major health concerns were 
hepatitis, sexually transmitted 
diseases, and prostate and testic¬ 
ular health. 

Over 150 workshops and pre¬ 
sentations are scheduled for this 
year’s conference. Among the 
many topics to be covered will be 
heart disease, domestic violence, 
tobacco use, cancer, suicide, de¬ 
pression, hearing loss due to loud 
music (which the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter reported on extensively ear¬ 


lier this year), relations between 
gay men and their healthcare 
providers, and the impact of com¬ 
puter technology on health, sex, 
and sexuality. 

Recent research from the San 
Francisco Circuit Party Health 
Study will be presented as part of 
a track on the circuit scene and 
the use and abuse of party drugs. 
Among the more intriguing work¬ 
shop titles: “Strengthen your Spir¬ 
it by Loving the Land: A Work¬ 
shop for Rural Gay Men and 
Urban Gay Men with Rural Spir¬ 
its,” “Fisting 101: Pleasure and 
Safety with Handballing,” “Hot 
Times, Hot Topics: Glory Holes, 
Rent Boys, and Public Sex,” and 
“Getting To Know Your Primary 
Sex Organ.” 

Several presentations will ad¬ 
dress issues of interest to specific 
populations of gay men, including 
men of color, seniors, youth, deaf 
men, disabled men, incarcerated 
men, bears, leathermen, male sex 
workers, bisexual men, FTM and 
transgendered gay men, and rural 
and working-class men. Following 
feedback from participants at last 
year’s conference, there will be an 
emphasis on wellness, spirituality, 
and alternative and holistic health. 

Pre-summit institutes - focus¬ 
ing on health policy, spirituality, 
organizing a gay men’s health pro¬ 
ject, young gay men, men of color, 
barebacking, and an experiential 
workshop entitled “Manifest 
Love” - will take place on Wednes¬ 


day, July 19. A reception will be 
held that evening, followed by the 
opening plenary. Other events in¬ 
clude a beach party, a bar night, 
12-step meetings, and a spirit rit¬ 
ual conducted by San Francisco 
Metropolitan Community 
Church pastor, the Reverend Jim 
Mitulski. 

A key goal of the conference is 
the creation of local, grassroots 
gay men’s health projects and re¬ 
gional health summits; several 
workshops will be devoted to the 
logistics of setting up such pro¬ 
jects and events. Eric Rofes, part of 
the eight-member organizing col¬ 
lective, said that he expects this to 
be the last national summit, and 
hopes instead for many regional 
conferences in subsequent years. 
Said Rofes, “Our aim is to inocu¬ 
late the nation with grassroots 
campaigns promoting gay men’s 
health and wellness.... This sum¬ 
mit is about energizing people to 
go home and take Boulder with 
them.” T

California Legislature passes jury bill

B uilding on a recent state 
court decision that prohibit¬ 
ed dismissing potential jury 
members on the basis of their sex¬ 
ual orientation, Assemblywoman 
Carole Migdens (D-San Francis¬ 
co) new bill could soon codify that 
ruling as law. 

Migdens AB2418 passed the 
state Senate last week with a bi¬ 
partisan vote of 25-7, and now 
goes to Governor Gray Davis for 
his signature. The bill, if signed, 
would ban the practice of dis¬ 
missing jurors simply because 
they are perceived to be gay. It is a 


policy that is long overdue, con¬ 
sidering what happened here in 
San Francisco during two recent 
murder trials where the victims 
were gay men. 

The public may remember 
when both Edgard Mora and 
Steven Nary faced charges of mur¬ 
der in San Francisco Superior 
Court last year; both of their vic¬ 
tims - Brian Wilmes, and Juan 
Piffare, respectively - were gay 
men, and both of their attorneys 
automatically excused potential 
jurors whom they perceived to be 
gay or lesbian. As a result, the jury 
did not benefit from the perspec¬ 
tive of a person who is often the 
target of misconceptions about 


sexuality. In the Mora trial, for in¬ 
stance, the word “faggot” was 
never universally accepted as a 
derogatory term, so Mora’s alleged 
use of the word during his attack 
was not a factor when the jury 
considered a verdict. The case 
ended in a mistrial and eventual 
plea bargain for involuntary 
manslaughter. 

In the Nary trial, the defense 
built its case on a “gay panic” mo¬ 
tive; prosecutors called the de¬ 
fense’s bluff and the young man 
with a knack for bludgeoning was 
sentenced to prison.

his is it. San Francisco’s 30th annual 
^ Pride Parade and Celebration is this 
< 1 weekend, and we look forward to an¬ 
other of those “only in San Francisco” days 
for which the parade is known. Hundreds 
of thousands of lesbians, gays, bisexuals, 
and transgenders, and straight people are 
expected to converge on this city of great 
tolerance in a show of strength that proves 
that the LGBT communities have come a 
long way since the first “Gay-In” and pic¬ 
nic in June 1970. 

It is said that a picture is worth a thou¬ 
sand words. For our special section this 
auspicious year, we decided to dig up old 
photographs of previous parades. Some, 
from the late Crawford Barton that we ob¬ 
tained from the Gay, Lesbian, Bisexual, 
Transgender Historical Society of North¬ 
ern California, have never been published 
before, archivists tell us. Others were 
drawn from our files. All tell the story of 
San Francisco’s rich history of LGBT pride. 

We did the retrospective to show what 
we take pride in, for our history tells a lot 
about where we’ve been and who we’ve 
been. One of the enduring features of Pride 
is that has always been a part of the gay lib¬ 
eration movement. Parades over the years 
have been full of political statements of the 
day, whether in fighting for an end to dis¬ 
crimination (still not over), denouncing 
the latest homophobe (still not over), or 
demanding an end to the AIDS epidemic 
(still not over). The fact that these goals 
continue to elude us is reason enough to 
get to Market Street this Sunday to either 
march in or watch the parade. We must 
continue to show the world who we are, 
while having some fun, because after all, we 
do know how to celebrate. It’s also impor¬ 
tant to recall how far we’ve journeyed and 
the laughter and tears we have shared along 
the way. 

We’ve achieved remarkable successes 
over the past 30 years, and San Francisco 
often has led the way. There are now gay 
and lesbian elected officials, appointed offi¬ 
cials, anti-discrimination protections, and 
other hard-fought victories of which we 
can be proud. We’ve also had horrible 
tragedies - the assassination of Harvey 


Milk, the AIDS and breast cancer crises, and 
anti-LGBT violence. Through it all, howev¬ 
er, we’ve largely been able to unite every 
June as a community to celebrate. 

It’s important for communities 
to have special days to celebrate; 
it’s part of human nature. And 
we in San Francisco have a spe- 
cial role because our Pride event - 
is an example for people around 
the world. As former grand marshal 
Candace Gingrich told us, “Nobody 
does Pride like San Francisco.” 

In Kansas or Iowa, some 
teenager will see coverage of 
this event and know that 
somewhere in the country people are cele¬ 
brating who they are. Many of us have left 
places of repression to live here, but even 
in San Francisco, we can feel the sting of 
homophobia, biphobia, and transphobia. 



And that’s a reminder that our work is 
not over. There are still people and institu¬ 
tions to educate, laws to be passed, and 
freedoms to win. 

This year’s theme, “It’s About Free¬ 
dom,” is fitting in that respect. And 
as we watch the parade contingents 
on Sunday, we must still bear in 
mind the vast amount of work that 
lies ahead. The LGBT communities 
have more support than perhaps at 
. any other time in history. In this, 
the first parade of the new 
millennium, we should cele¬ 
brate, but also commit our¬ 
selves to righting some of the 
wrongs in society as we march on toward 
full equality.

Reflections of a Native American

I moved to San Francisco in 1975 from 
Nevada, leaving behind my tribal home¬ 
land: Pyramid Lake Indian Reservation. 
Like so many young lesbian and gay Native 
Americans, I moved here to continue my 
higher education at San Francisco State 
University. 

During my summer breaks, I was em¬ 
ployed at the American Indian Center on 
Valencia Street. It was there I met many les¬ 
bian and gay Native Americans like myself. 
For the first time in my life, I felt safe to be 
myself and free from ridicule and harass¬ 
ment for being different as a gay man. Be¬ 
sides working at the center, here in the city, 
I met other Native Americans - of mixed 
heritage - representing over 500 Inter-Trib¬ 
al nations. 

So it was easy for me to organize the Gay 
American Indians (GAI) organization. GAI 
was the first lesbian/gay Native organization 
in the United States and Canada. GAI was 
formed to give emotional, practical, and 
cultural support for lesbian and gay people 
living in the San Francisco Bay Area. 

At one time, GAI membership reached 
over 1,000 strong. Never in my dreams did 
I ever imagine meeting so many queer peo¬ 
ple living here in one place. Every year, I 
looked forward to marching in the gay pa¬ 
rade behind our homemade banners. After 
these marches, lesbian and gay Indians vis¬ 
iting from out of state would wander over 
to the outreach table to sign up to be a 
member of GAI. Those were the days of 
having good times, having fun, and less po¬ 
litical correctness. 

During the mid-1980s, the AIDS epi¬ 
demic began to take a toll on our member¬ 
ship. I remember the media reporting of the 


“gay plague” killing homosexual men in 
New York and Los Angeles. Then, I knew it 
was only a matter of time before it would 
come our way - to take away our special and 
talented warriors. At the time, our local In¬ 
dian leadership and community members 
were convinced that AIDS was only a white 
man’s disease. There was rampant AIDS- 
phobia. GAI members felt that we had to 
challenge our own peoples’ ignorance and 
fears about this deadly disease. 

GAI started the American Indian 
AIDS Institute, a group devoted to 
providing emotional, practical, and 
spiritual support to those living 
with the virus. It was not easy to 
address AIDS because we not only 
had to deal with the urban Indian 
families, but those Native 
families who live on iso¬ 
lated Indian reservations 
throughout the country. 

During this time, many Native families did 
not know or understand how the HIV virus 
was transmitted, let alone that their children 
were homosexual and dying from a new 
foreign disease. 

Looking back, I have managed to deal 
with HIV/AIDS with a lot of patience, 
prayers, and by going to Native ceremonies. 
Not only was I able to address HIV, but it 
also gave me a chance to re-educate our own 
people about our rich traditions as lesbian 
and gay Natives living among our tribes 
with a renewed respect. 

To this day, it is my belief that we are all 
placed on Mother Earth for a short time to 
make peace with ourselves and eventually 
enter into the spirit world. Having wit¬ 
nessed the loss of so many to this killer 
virus, AIDS has made me a stronger person 
in dealing with my own fears about death 
and dying issues as the relate to HIV. 


Currently, I’m employed as a nurse assis¬ 
tant at San Francisco General Hospital. My 
biggest fears now are with hepatitis C, the 
new silent killer, and other risk factors that 
accompany this disease. It is my hope that 
we can move beyond our own personal 
agendas and continue to support the indi¬ 
gent people who need our love and support 
in these times of “prosperity,” regardless of 
their sexual orientation. 

Having spent much of my adult life as a 
community advocate for San Francisco’s di¬ 
verse communities, it is sad and frustrating 
to see so many people profiting 
f rom this AIDS crisis. I don’t see 
the AIDS epidemic as over, espe¬ 
cially as this virus relates to the 
Alaskan Native and American 
Indian tribes throughout 
the United States. 

It is my dream that our 
younger lesbian, gay, 
transgender, and bisexual youth read our 
stories, acknowledge our cultural diversity, 
and learn from the past histories and not re¬ 
peat the mistakes we have made as we 
march into a new millennium as ... one 
people. T

They say that “nothing fails like success.” Hydie 
Downard [Mailstrom, June 15] takes a misty-eyed 
view at the past through rose-tinted spectacles and 
suggests that Pride is not what it used to be. This is, 
undeniably, the case. The organization and the event 
are in much better shape these days. 

We have the strongest and most diverse program 
base in the history of the organization - 10 stages this 
year including, for the first time, a youth stage, a stage 
showcasing Asian and Pacific Islander talent and cul¬ 
ture, a swing stage, an Imperial Court stage, and a 
Radical Faerie Freedom Village. We have kept partic¬ 
ipation for small-budget community organizations to 
a minimum and, in some cases, zero cost. The board 
is the most diverse it has ever been and membership 
is at an all-time high. A record number of people 
voted (public voting was introduced last year) in the 
grand marshal ballot and we return more money to 
the community today than at any time in the history 
of the event. 

Hand in hand with higher standards of commu¬ 
nity engagement has come higher standards of fiscal 
responsibility. In the past two years the organization 
has operated with a positive balance sheet and eradi¬ 
cated the legacy of debt which it inherited in 1997. In 
their responses to our survey last year, 99 percent of 
people said that they are satisfied with the event and 
that the organization had found its way, at last. 

The Pride Committee can be proud of 
its achievements in this, the 30th anniver¬ 
sary year.

Another lesson, another attack

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Gore replaces national 
campaign chair, again

& 1 umerous polls, including 
Pti the latest survey from the 
1 H Los Angeles Times, continue 
to show Texas Governor George 
W. Bush with a lead over Vice 
President Al Gore, causing some 
worry in Democratic circles. In 
the latest effort to jump start his 
flagging campaign, Gore had yet 
another campaign shakeup last 
week, this time replacing national 
campaign chair Tony Coelho 
with Clinton Commerce Secretary 
William Daley, a respected cam¬ 
paign expert and brother of the 
mayor of Chicago. 

The change at the top of the 
Gore campaign came 
amid continuing con¬ 
cerns among many De¬ 
mocrats about Bush’s 
steady lead over Gore in 
the national polls that 
started after the two 
all but won their 
party’s respec¬ 
tive nomina¬ 
tions in March. 

However, al¬ 
though Bush is leading in most 
national polls, strategists in both 
parties say that the polls this early 
in the campaign are virtually 
meaningless and that many of 
these same polls will no doubt 
change following the summer 
nominating conventions. 

The L.A. Times released its lat¬ 
est poll over the weekend showing 
Bush solidifying his lead in the 
presidential contest, with a new 
lead of 50 percent to 40 percent, 
and the rest undecided or sup¬ 
porting another candidate. There 
were reports out of Bush’s Austin 
headquarters that the presumptive 
GOP nominee is now turning his 
attention nearly full time to 
choosing his vice presidential run¬ 
ning mate and is said to be plan¬ 
ning to release the name of his 
choice as early as 10 days before 
the GOP convention officially 
opens on July 31 in Philadelphia. 

With some prominent Republi¬ 
cans such as former President Ger¬ 
ald Ford urging Bush to consider 
an abortion rights advocate as his 
running mate, the more right- 
wing, conservative leaders of the 
GOP are threatening to bolt if Bush 
doesn’t adhere to the national party 
platform that has long included a 
strong pro-life plank. Bush cam¬ 
paign staffers say the Texas gover¬ 
nor has whittled down the veep 
short list in the past week and some 
say it definitely includes Pennsylva¬ 
nia Governor Tom Ridge, a mod¬ 
erate, pro-choice Catholic, who 
happens to come from a political 
swing state that has the fifth-largest 
bloc of electoral votes. 

While many centrist Republi¬ 
cans believe Bush could send a 
powerful signal to swing voters 
who abandoned the GOP in the 
past two presidential elections (par¬ 
ticularly women Republican voters) 
if he were to choose a pro-choice 
running mate, the recent Times poll 
reveals that probably just as many 
pro-life Republicans might either 
stay at home or bolt to one-time 
Republican Patrick Buchanan, 
now the presumed nominee of the 
Reform Party and a man who will 
make his pro-life stance a strong 
point of his campaign. 

Indeed, the Times poll showed 
that 13 percent of those surveyed 
said they would be less likely to 
vote for Bush if he were to choose 


a pro-choice running mate, while 
only 8 percent said they would be 
more likely. Nearly 40 percent of 
voters who consider themselves 
conservative religious fundamen¬ 
talists - still an important base of 
the Republican Party - and about 
one-quarter of voters who identi¬ 
fy themselves as conservative Re¬ 
publicans, say they would be less 
likely to support Bush with a run¬ 
ning mate who supports legalized 
abortion. 

By contrast, the same poll indi¬ 
cates that such a selection would 
help Bush little with groups such 
as Democratic women, indepen¬ 
dents, and self-identified moder¬ 
ates; no more than one in 10 in 
each group say they would 
be more likely to sup¬ 
port Bush if his run¬ 
ning mate supports 
legalized abortion. 

So, what does 
Bush do when it 
comes to tackling the 
issue and making the 
hard choice on 
his vice presi¬ 
dent selection? 
It makes sense 
to me that in the end - while Bush 
remains solidly pro-life, and 
would obviously like to appease 
those Republicans who feel he 
must reach out to voters like pro- 
choice GOP women - Bush plays 
it safe. That means that Governor 
Ridge, despite the current hype, is 
out, and a midwestern, pro-life 
U.S. senator like Nebraska’s 
Chuck Hagel (who, incidentally 
has a war record that almost 
equals that of John McCain) or 
conservative Ohio Representative 
John Kasich (although this guy 
might just have waited a bit too 
late in life to get married to please 
some Republicans) or Oklahoma 
Governor Frank Keating, likely 
will move to the head of Bush’s 
short list well before the GOP 
convention. 

Regardless of who Bush picks as 
his running mate, and again, it is 
reportedly what he is currently 
concentrating on nearly full time 
with his father and former Defense 
Secretary Dick Cheney, it makes 
good political sense for Bush to an¬ 
nounce his running mate a week or 
so before the GOP gathers in 
Philadelphia; it would allow Bush 
to generate a round of news cover¬ 
age, make highly publicized joint 
campaign appearances around the 
country for several days, and then 
ride together into the national Re¬ 
publican convention. 

Frankly, I can’t even thinklike a 
Republican, but if I had to bet 
now on who Dubya eventually 
chooses, I’d probably bet that the 
Republicans will come out of their 
convention with a Bush-Hagel 
ticket. 

Politics and people 

More than a few nurses are 
wondering what the California 
Nurses Association could have 
been thinking about last week 
when the 31,000-member organi¬ 
zation endorsed Green Party can¬ 
didate Ralph Nader for presi¬ 
dent. 

Two who definitely won’t make 
it to their respective party’s veep 
list this year: GOP Senator Fred 
Thompson of Tennessee (he’s sin¬ 
gle and reported stories about his 
dating are said to be too distract¬ 
ing for the Republicans), and De¬ 
mocratic Secretary of Energy Bill 
Richardson, a Latino, who was

thought to be on Al Gore’s short 
list. Richardson’s chances went out 
the door along with those nuclear 
weapons secrets at Los Alamos 
National Laboratory; even some 
top Democratic congressional 
members have called for Richard¬ 
son’s head on this one and have 
suggested that the Energy Depart¬ 
ment suffers from “a culture of in¬ 
difference” about security. 

However, on veep possibilities 
- how about Reform Party nomi- 
nee-to-be Pat Buchanan saying 
that homophobic talk-show host 
Laura Schlessinger is on his 
veep short list (it figures), along 
with the likes of Alan Keyes and 
Oliver North. 

N.Y. Senate candidate Rick 
Lazio got caught with his foot in 
his mouth recently when CBS 
News asked him about negative 
campaigning. Lazio: “I think you 
have to be decent, but that doesn’t 
mean you have to be a pansy.” 
Lazio’s votes on gay issues in the 
House, incidentally, earn him a 
lousy 18 percent rating from the 
Human Rights Campaign. 

The only openly gay Republi¬ 
can officeholder in the South lost 
that designation last week when 
David Schwacke, the chief pros¬ 
ecutor in Charleston, South Car¬ 
olina, was narrowly defeated in a 
GOP primary by an opponent 
whose slogan was “For our Fami¬ 
lies.” Schwacke lost by only 265 
votes out of nearly 30,000 cast; he 
was seeking re-election for the 
first time since making his sexual¬ 
ity public three years ago, after 
local Republican officials asked 
state police to investigate accusa¬ 
tions that Schwacke had down¬ 
loaded pornography on his office 
computer. Schwacke was cleared 
of any wrongdoing, but was out- 
spent 4 to 1 by his opponent who 
ran television ads vowing to “get 
tough on child molesters.” 

Gay dogs beware! George Fin¬ 
ley, 58, of Ocala, Florida, was 
found guilty last week by a jury 
who convicted him of killing his 
wife’s neutered male poodle who 
reportedly tried to engage in sexu¬ 
al activity with another family 
dog, a male terrier. Prosecutors 
said Finley hit the dog in the head 
and hurled it against a tree, caus¬ 
ing the dog to lapse into a coma 
and he had to be put to sleep. “He 
felt that the dog was a queer-type 
dog and it made him angry,” said 
Sheriff’s Captain Mike McQuaig. 

A usually reliable City Hall 
source tells me that termed-out 
Supervisor Barbara Kaufman is 
already looking forward to the 
next mayors race. 

Another source informs me 
that former Sheriff/Supervisor/ 
Assessor/Police Chief Richard 
Hongisto is set to announce for

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The arrogance of 
sexism still exists

T he National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force, one of our move¬ 
ment’s leading organiza¬ 
tions, recently welcomed a new ex¬ 
ecutive director to replace Kerry 
Lobel. Not only is Elizabeth Toledo 
the organization’s sixth consecutive 
lesbian leader in the last decade, 
but she’s also the third woman of 
color to hold NGLTF’s top slot. 
One gay male journalist recently 
complained that this amounts to 
reverse discrimination, but in my 
view, it’s just good policy. 

Reading Toledo’s resume 
(available at www.ngltf.org), it’s 
hard not to be impressed with her 
background and leadership skills. 
Like many other lesbians, she 
came out through her work in the 
women’s movement and after a 
heterosexual marriage. Her last 
job was as vice president-action of 
the National Organization for 
Women, where she organized the 
Lesbian and Women of Color 
summits. She has substantial 
fundraising and media experience 
and is a powerful speaker. I felt a 
rush of emotion when she took 
the podium at the rally of the Mil¬ 
lennium March on Washington 
and proclaimed herself a proud 
Latina lesbian mother. 

Yet, despite her considerable 
qualifications, journalist Rex 
Wockner pitched a fit over her hir¬ 
ing in two of the editions of his 
news roundup, “The Wockner 
Wire” (www.planetout.com). 
“What are the odds,” Wockner 
questions, “that six times in a row 
the best applicant was a female?” 
And, he adds, a feminist and 
woman “of color” to boot (his 
quotation marks, not mine). 

When readers called him 
misogynist and racist, Wockner 
switched gears, emphasizing in¬ 
stead Toledo’s newness to the gay 
movement. “How many times has 
she been to the Michigan 
Womyn’s Music Festival?” he asks, 
concocting a bizarre and anachro¬ 
nistic marker for true lesbianism. 
I myself have never been to Michi¬ 
gan, though I’ve been out and ac¬ 
tive for almost 20 years. 


Normally, I wouldn’t bother to 
give up column space to com¬ 
plaints like Wockner’s, but I think 
they reflect larger problems in our 
community. The unabashed arro¬ 
gance of sexism still astounds me. 
Sure, the argument goes, maybe 
one or two women could be qual¬ 
ified for such a high-profile and 
important job. But six? There 
couldn’t possibly be that many 
bright, dedicated, politically 
savvy lesbians (either white 
or of color) out there. Obvi¬ 
ously, Toledo couldn’t have 
gotten the job on her own 
merit; she had to have been 
chosen over someone 
much more qualified! 

(Read: a white man.) 

The first problem 

with this kind _ 

pf reasoning 

is, for lack of a _ 

better word, 

“feminist-phobia.” During my or¬ 
ganizing days, I met too many 
white gay men who would share 
Wockner’s outrage at yet another 
feminist-identified lesbian rising 
to the helm of one of our top or¬ 
ganizations. “Feminism” for many 
gay men (and women, unfortu¬ 
nately) is as dirty a word as “ho¬ 
mosexuality” is to the religious 
right. But, the feminist move¬ 
ment, which has actively tried to 
eliminate the gender roles that 
bind both women and men, 
helped pave the way to the lesbian 
and gay liberation movement. 

Second, there’s the continuing 
problem of how narrowly we de¬ 
fine our politics. One of my angri¬ 
est gay male readers once advised 
me that “if you’re so interested in 
women’s issues, go work for 
NOW!” In effect, lesbians should 
be able to neatly compartmental¬ 
ize the discriminations we’ve ex¬ 
perienced as women and as 
queers, even though they’re con¬ 
nected. If we can’t, well, we just 
should shut up and not bother 
men with problems that presum¬ 
ably don’t have anything to do 
with them. 

It’s sad to think that some in 
our community will take NGLTF’s 
hiring of Toledo personally, as a 
sort of a calculated slap in the face 
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of white gay men. Instead, it 
should be viewed as smart (she’s a 
catch), politically astute (she’s a 
recently out mom), and totally in 
keeping with that organization’s 
goals (she’s a long-time progres¬ 
sive activist). 

Remember, NGLTF is the only 
national lesbian and gay organiza¬ 
tion that consistently makes con¬ 
nections among different kinds 
of oppression. It was the only 
one of our national groups 
to call for a federal investi¬ 
gation into the killing of 
Amadou Diallo, an unarmed 
West African immigrant, by 
four white New York City 
cops. And it remains the 
only one whose platform 
of lesbian and gay issues in¬ 
cludes not just 
the standard 

_ ones, like 

overturning 

sodomy laws, fighting AIDS, and 
obtaining same-sex marriage 
rights, but also commitment to 
racial and economic justice and, 
yes, to affirmative action. 

In addition, with Toledo’s hir¬ 
ing, NGLTF practices what it 
preaches. Last fall, the organiza¬ 
tion’s Policy Institute sponsored a 
roundtable for a racially diverse 
group of lesbian and gay leaders to 
discuss how race affects the direc¬ 
tion of our movement. Part of the 
problem, observed the Policy In¬ 
stitute’s director (and former 
NGLTF chief), Urvashi Vaid, is 
that “very few [GLBT organize 
tions] have crossed the color line 
in leadership positions” even 
though talented leaders of color 
“abound.” 

It’s admirable, then, that 
NGLTF snapped up the amply 
qualified Toledo, who brings to 
the job a welcome breadth of ex¬ 
perience and perspective. ▼

late for these two local murder tri¬ 
als, but its significance was heard 
loud and clear around the city. The 
February ruling, from the state’s 
Fourth District Court of Appeals, 
said that gays and lesbians were a 
“cognizable” group and therefore 
could not be dismissed from a jury 
for their membership in that 


group. The decision related to a 
case known as People v. Garcia, a 
burglary trial in Orange Country 
in which two lesbians were not se¬ 
lected for the jury because of their 
sexual orientation. 

Migden’s bill seeks to put that 
ruling into writing, rather than 
rely on other justices to follow the 
state court’s example. The Legisla¬ 
ture’s enactment of the decision 
will make it clear to all courts that 
lesbians and gay men can have a 


place in the jury box, even during 
a gay-themed trial. The bill will 
also codify rulings that prohibit 
jury discrimination based on race, 
gender, religion, and ethnicity. 

“The gay community should 
never be excluded from a judicial 
system that relies on verdicts from 
a cross-section of society,” said 
Migden. “It’s discriminatory, plain 
and simple.” 

Governor Davis has until June 
27 to sign the bill into law. ▼ 
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The history of New 
York’s gay community

June 27, 1969 (31 years ago this 
month): Police raid the Stonewall 
Inn in New York City. 

H istorians date the gay libera¬ 
tion movement to a few 
nights in 1969, when New 
York City queers took to the 
streets to protest police harass¬ 
ment of gay bars. But the city’s gay 
community can actually trace its 
roots back at least 100 years. 

In the last decades of the 
19th century, many young 
people came to New York 
City from small towns, 
rural areas, and Europe, 
looking for the economic op 
portunities that the coun¬ 
try’s largest city of¬ 
fered. The new resi¬ 
dents crowded the 
predominantly work¬ 
ing-class neighborhoods. Among 
them were many queer folk who 
had felt isolated and alone in their 
hometowns. 

An array of saloons and dance 
halls catered to the social needs of 
the new urban dwellers, and pa¬ 
trons included numerous male 
“degenerates.” The “fairies,” who 
frequented establishments like 
Paresis Hall on the Lower East 
Side, “call each other sisters,” 
wrote one observer, “and take 
people out for immoral purpos¬ 
es.” Vice squad reports from the 
early 1900s show that gay men 
also frequented public spaces like 
parks and bathhouses looking for 
sex. 

Because women led less public 
lives than men did, little is known 
about lesbians in New York before 
the 1920s. However, many of the 
city’s labor organizers, social 
workers, suffragists, and acade¬ 
mics of the late 19th and early 
20th centuries were never-mar¬ 
ried women who lived in domes¬ 
tic arrangements with other 
women and had networks of close 
female friends. The membership 
of Heterodoxy, a middle-class 
women’s political club founded in 
1912 in Greenwich Village, in¬ 
cluded quite a few pairs of “devot¬ 
ed companions.” 



The period between the world 
wars witnessed an expansion of 
the artistic life of the city. Bo¬ 
hemian culture, which embraced 
both artistic and sexual freedom, 
took root in the Village. Queer 
artists like Edna St. Vincent Mil- 
lay, Eva Le Gallienne, and Hart 
Crane epitomized the Village’s 
“anything goes” atmosphere, 
making it a popular haven for gay 
men and lesbians. 

At the same time, a queer sub¬ 
culture blossomed in Harlem. 
Many of the greatest contrib¬ 
utors to the Harlem Renais¬ 
sance of 1920-1935 were 
gay or bisexual. Drag balls 
and private parties called 
buffet flats “were not gay, 
but they were open,” said 
artist and writer Richard 
Bruce Nugent. 

As it did in many 
major cities, World 
War II furthered the 
development of a queer commu¬ 
nity in New York. After the war, 
many gay service members who 
were dishonorably discharged 
stayed on in New York instead of 
returning to small towns and dis¬ 
approving families. In 1945, a 
group of gay ex-soldiers formed 
the Veterans Benevolent Associa¬ 
tion, a social club that held dances 
and parties attracting hundreds of 
gay men. 

Bars remained the center of 
gay male social life in New York 
throughout the 1950s and early 
1960s, helping to foster a sense of 
queer community. Separate 
women’s clubs like the Bagatelle 
and the Sea Colony offered les¬ 
bians a way to meet friends and 
lovers, too. The “gay girl” culture 
of 1950s Greenwich Village, heav¬ 
ily dominated by butch-femme 
role playing, was popularized in 
pulp novels of the day, like Odd 
Girl Out by Ann Bannon. 

Queer New York had its politi¬ 
cal side, too. Activist Randy Wick¬ 
er, a member of the local Matta- 
chine Society, launched a one- 
man campaign in 1962 to improve 
gay coverage in the media. Wick¬ 
er’s efforts culminated in the run¬ 
ning of a gay story on the front 
page of the New York Times in De¬ 
cember 1963 - a first for a main- 
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stream paper. Although the head¬ 
line was far from positive - 
“Growth of Overt Homosexuality 
in City Provokes Wide Concern” - 
the story cracked the wall of si¬ 
lence surrounding what had be¬ 
come a bona fide community. 

In 1967, gay activist Craig Rod- 
well, also a Mattachine member, 
founded the first gay bookstore in 
the world in Greenwich Village. 
The Oscar Wilde Memorial Book¬ 
shop was an ad hoc community 
center, where as much organizing 
took place as did book buying. 

After the historic riots at the 
Stonewall Inn in June 1969, New 
York was at the forefront of the 
new gay liberation movement. 
Over the next few years, the city 
witnessed an explosion of gay and 
lesbian groups. Some organiza¬ 
tions founded in the city in the 
1970s, like the National Gay Task 
Force (now NGLTF) and Lambda 
Legal Defense and Education 
Fund, are still leaders of gay ac¬ 
tivism. 

New York City also took center 
stage during the AIDS crisis. The 
news story that broke in the July 
3, 1981 issue of the New York 
Times - “Rare Cancer Seen in 41 
Homosexuals” - led to the orga¬ 
nizing of a powerful array of gay 
social service organizations and 
activist groups in New York, like 
Gay Men’s Health Crisis in 1982 
and ACT UP five years later. In 
1985, the Gay and Lesbian Al-

Hawaii OKs medical pot

H awaii last week became the 
first state in the nation to 
pass a legislator-initiated 
law allowing for the possession 
and use of medical marijuana. 
The state’s governor, Ben 
Cayetano, signed the new legisla¬ 
tion on June 14, saying, “My own 
feeling is more states are going to 
come on.” 

Eight other states have institut¬ 
ed measures to permit the medic¬ 


inal use of cannabis, including 
California, which passed Proposi¬ 
tion 215 in November 1996. How¬ 
ever, all of these states have imple¬ 
mented the change through citi¬ 
zen ballot initiatives; Hawaii is the 
first state in which the legislation 
originated with lawmakers. 

Under the new law, patients 
must have a qualifying condition, 
must obtain a recommendation 
from a physician for the use of 
marijuana, and must register with 
the state’s Department of Public 
Safety; the state has not yet insti¬ 


tuted a protocol for the registra¬ 
tion process. Criminal penalties 
for marijuana possession will re¬ 
main in effect for those not regis¬ 
tered. Donald Topping of the 
Drug Policy Forum estimated that 
between 500 and 1,000 people in 
Hawaii will be eligible under the 
new system. Topping agreed with 
Cayetano that other states would 
likely follow Hawaii’s lead, saying, 
“I think the fear of being soft on 
drugs is beginning to fade now 
with this kind of legislation being 
passed.” T

liance Against Defamation got its 
start when some queer New York¬ 
ers became fed up with biased 
mainstream media reporting 
about the epidemic. Both ACT UP 
and GLAAD grew out of meetings 
held at the city’s gay community 
center, which opened in 1984. 

Many national gay organiza¬ 
tions now call Washington, D.C., 
home and San Francisco is still the 
country’s gay mecca. But New 
York City has remained the sym¬ 


bolic heart of the gay and lesbian 
rights movement. In a June 1999 
ceremony in the Village, the 
Stonewall Inn was officially placed 
on the National Register of His¬ 
toric Places, the first gay site in the 
country to be so honored. ▼

1 up the predominantly gay 
I group Cheer San Francisco 
were the focus of attention at a re¬ 
cent practice at the Head Over 
Heels Gym in Emeryville. The Bay 
Area Reporter was there to check 
out the action and get a cover shot 
for the Pride section, and KRON- 
TV was there to film some of the 
practice session for an upcoming 
feature in conjunction with gay 
Pride. It’s been a busy year so far 
for the troupe, and promises to get 
even busier in this, its 20th an¬ 
niversary year. 

“We’ve gone from paper pom¬ 
poms to those that are profession¬ 
ally made,” Steve Burke told the 
B.A.R. Burke, 42, is the captain 
and has been with the group 10 
years, and he’s been compiling 
scrapbooks of Cheer’s many per¬ 
formances all over the country. 
“We’re the world’s only team like 
this. Celebrating diversity is part 
of the team’s message.” 

Indeed, Cheer started as the 
Hayward Raw Rahs in 1980, when 
Guy Andrade, who coached high 
school cheerleaders in the East Bay, 
decided to start a cheerleading 
team composed of gay men. Ten 
years later, they became the Bay 
Area Raw Rahs, before changing 
the name to Cheer San Francisco 
in 1996. Today, the group of about 
20 male and female members per¬ 
forms its crowd-pleasing extreme 
stunts - including human pyra¬ 
mids - and powerful dance rou¬ 
tines for a variety of events.

The group will march in this 
Sunday’s Pride Parade and per¬ 
form on the main stage. They’ll 
have a booth at the Pride Festival 
Saturday and Sunday. Cheer SF 
has performed at numerous 
venues, including college athletic 
events, Pride Parades in many 
other cities, the Millennium 
March on Washington, and Gay 
Games V in Amsterdam. 

While Burke acknowledged 
that some in the Bay Area weren’t 
particularly supportive of the Mil¬ 
lennium March, he said that 
Cheer SF had a great time. “We 
represented San Francisco the way 
we always do, with enthusiasm 
and class.” 

And in the process, they raised 
some money for the Whitman- 
Walker Clinic in Washington, D.C. 
That’s because the group gives 
money back to an organization in 
the community where they per¬ 
form through the Cheer for Life 
program. At Santa Cruz Pride ear¬ 
lier this month, Cheer SF was able 
to return $300 to the Santa Cruz 
AIDS Project, and they donated 
about $300 to the Billy De Frank 
Center in San Jose following their 
performance at that city’s Pride 
event a couple of weekends ago. 

This weekend, Cheer will be 
raising money for the Lyon-Mar- 
tin Women’s Health Services clin¬ 
ic in San Francisco. 

“Our goal is to give 100 percent 
of donations during perfor¬ 


mances to direct care agencies,” 
Burke said. But that’s not possible 
yet, because Cheer SF needs some 
of the money to pay for expenses 
like their practice space, travel, 
and uniforms. Many of the mem¬ 
bers pay for their own expenses. 

Burke said Cheer SF has been a 
rewarding experience for him. “I 
just think Cheer SF is a real gift to 
the community. We continue to 
evolve and touch lives. We just 
seem to fit no matter where we go 
and lighten things up, whether it’s 
a political event, a festival, or a 
sporting event,” he said. 

Tryouts next month 

Cheer’s goal this year is to start 
raising money so that the group 
can perform at Gay Games VI in 
Sydney in November 2002. But 
they’ll need to raise a lot - at least 
$100,000 - and Burke said it 
would be great if the nonprofit or¬ 
ganization could soon get corpo¬ 
rate sponsorship or city funding. 

“We’re the only performing 
arts group that has performed at 
all five Gay Games,” Burke said, 
adding that Cheer SF members 
would like to keep that tradition 
alive. 

Besides money, Cheer SF needs 
people - tryouts take place next 
month, including three work¬ 
shops where people can show up 
and see if they have what it takes. 
Burke emphasized that people

It’s about lesbians 

Dyke March still the fiercest thing around

Y ou gotta admit, when it 
comes to the politics of in¬ 
clusion, a grassroots base, 
and kick-ass fun, the girls have got 
it going on. And no better is this 
illustrated than at San Francisco’s 
Dyke March. 

It’s the eight annual procession 
of ladies, hutches, bitches, grrls, 
little boys, and bulls this Saturday, 
June 24, and the women in charge 
say this year is going to be one to 
write home about. 

“We’re expecting a huge 
crowd,” said Lisa Roth, one of the 
original “Damn Lesbians,” the or¬ 
ganizers of Dyke March. “As al¬ 
ways it’s the biggest and baddest 
lesbian event in the world. We 
have no politicians, no sponsors, 
no men, and no money but we 
have our independence and we are 
beholden to no one.” 

The Dyke March, now held in 
many cities across America, began 
when a group of Bay Area women 
at the 1993 March on Washington 
were lamenting the male-domi¬ 
nated platform of gay activism. 
When the idea hit them to hold a 
dyke march, they put the word out 
among their friends, contacted the 
Lesbian Avengers in New York, 
and enlisted women from ACT 
UP chapters around the country. 
They would have been happy if 
1,000 people showed. 

Instead 20,000 dykes descend¬ 
ed upon Washington D.C.’s 
Dupont Circle for an event with 
no permit, one bullhorn, and a 
march route designed by San 
Francisco residents unfamiliar 
with the D.C. area. 

“We were so unprepared but it 
was so wonderful,” Roth recalled. 
“It was fun and feisty but it was 
also so emotional. Nobody had 
ever been with that many dykes 
before.” 

Realizing they had touched a 
chord, Roth and friends brought 
the march idea back to San Fran¬ 
cisco and organized it within two 
months. San Francisco’s 1993 
Dyke March, although technically 
the second ever, was the first local 
march in the country and 
spawned the handful that now 
exist nationwide. 

An estimated 50,000 people at¬ 
tended last year’s San Francisco 
Dyke March, making it the largest 
evept of its kind in the world. This 
year, with Pride attendance al¬ 
ready expected to increase, the 
Dyke March should be even big¬ 
ger. The event still refuses to get a 


permit, but police are generally 
friendly and have come to realize, 
“We’re very reliable,” according to 
Roth. 

The day starts with a rally in 
Dolores Park (at 18th Street) that 
features live music, comedy, and 
some hard-core inspirational 
speeches. Scheduled performers 
this Saturday include drag king 
Barrie White; musicians Carole 
Pope, Hail Marys, Jill Knight, 
Judea Eden Project, Kindness, 
Tulis, and Veronica Black; and fa¬ 
vorite deejays Cari Campbell, 
Chili D, Deena Davenport, Edaj, 
Ellen Ferrato, Elyssa, Olga T. of 
Backstreet, Page Hodel, and La- 
dyGFunk. 

The keynote address will come 
from renowned dyke authors and 
activists Jewelle Gomez and 
Dorothy Allison, each almighty on 
their own but an electric pair 
when they appear together. Also 
speaking is Zulma, a human rights 
activist who will address Puerto 
Rico’s resistance to the U.S. Navy’s 
recent bombing “exercises” on the 
island of Vieques. Rally emcees are 
Community United Against Vio¬ 
lence advocate Tina D’Elia and 
our very own famous sex adviser 
and party host Fairy Butch. 

At 7:45, Dolores Street be¬ 
comes a sea of breasts and denim, 
and the girls officially take over 
the town. The march proceeds to 
Valencia and up 16th to Market 
Street - much to the joy of cheer¬ 
ing residents who put on a show 
of their own - then concludes at 
Castro Street where the dykes are 
met by a frisky crowd of all gen¬ 
ders, ready to start the sinful 
weekend. 

If you’re new in town or visit¬ 
ing, you’re unaware of the sick 
after-glow on the Castro streets at 
the end of the march, so bring 
your gloves and tools and dancing 
shoes if you plan on joining in on 
the decency crimes. 

Additional after-parties in¬ 
clude the always-packed Mango, a 
colorful mix of girls who normal¬ 
ly start their drinking in the after¬ 
noons, located at the hip-hop and 
salsa club El Rio, at 3158 Mission 
Street. Kandy Bar, a new weekly 
dance party for lesbians, will be at 
the End Up, 401 Sixth Street. And 
Sister Spit, the reigning dykes of 
spoken word, will host a blow-out 
at the SomArts Gallery until 3 
a.m. that features poetry, drag, 
and deejay dancing at 934 Bran- 
nan Street. 

There’s no denying that the 
dykes are a force to be reckoned 
with in this town, and attending 


or viewing the march is the best 
way to see all of our identities and 
powers in action. ▼ 


The Dyke March and rally are 
fully wheelchair accessible, and 
the rally is sign interpreted.

Flags in space

F lag-dancing under a disco 
ball at Club Universe might 
be pretty cool, but flag-danc¬ 
ing under the stars at 25,000 feet 
in zero gravity must be way cool. 

In the June 28 issue of the Mass¬ 
achusetts Institute of Technology 
Press journal, Leonardo, Castro res¬ 
ident and interdisciplinary artist 
Frank Pietronigro recounts his ex¬ 
periences flag-dancing, creating 
three-dimensional “drift paintings,” 
and other artistic experiments 
while floating in zero gravity 
aboard NASA’s KC135 turbojet. 

In addition to discussing his in¬ 
flight experiences in “Research Pro¬ 
ject Number 33: Investigating Cre¬ 
ativity in a Microgravity Environ¬ 
ment,” Pietronigro recounts the 
story of his 10-year quest to fly from 
NASA’s Johnson Space Center. 

Research Project Number 33 
was approved for flight by NASA 
through the 1998 NASA Reduced 
Gravity Student Flight Program, a 
project of the Texas Space Grant 
Consortia. The flight was also af¬ 
filiated with the San Francisco Art 
Institute, Pietronigro’s alma mater. 

In his journal article, soon to 
be available at http://mitpress. 
mit.edu/Leonardo, Pietronigro 
concludes that “the transcendent 
quality of the creative process and 
creating art in space will help to 
keep the human spirit alive during 
long-term space missions.” 

A microgravity environment 
was achieved as the jet flew 42 
roller-coaster like parabolic ma¬ 
neuvers, 25,000 feet above the Gulf

of Mexico, resulting in a series of 
20-25 second intervals of weight¬ 
lessness in which the artist worked. 

“My immediate emotional expe¬ 
rience, upon lifting off into weight¬ 
lessness the very first time, was of a 
mystical nature,” Pietronigro writes. 
“I became breathless while experi¬ 
encing a sense of awe during those 
next few timeless moments.” 

For his “drift paintings,” which 
were recorded on video, Pietroni¬ 
gro experimented with “eliminat¬ 
ing the canvas” and projecting 
acrylic paint directly into a space 
surrounding the his body, using 
common cake-decorating utensils. 

With his air-borne performance 
piece, “Playing the Fans,” Pietroni¬ 
gro notes that he became “the first 
gay man to ‘flag’ in zero gravity,” 


using two royal blue silk flags hand- 
sewn for the occasion. A Research 
Project 33 video is available 
through the artist’s Web site, at 
www.webcastro.com/ Pietronigro. 

“I chose to dance within this 
particular site,” Pietronigro says, 
“in order to expand the levels 
upon which my art operated. En¬ 
gaging in authentic gay cultural 
production, in the form of a sim¬ 
ple dance, symbolized for me the 
need to build space mission crews 
comprised of individuals from di¬ 
verse cultural backgrounds.” ▼

Mayor Willie Brown. Notaries will 
be on hand to register domestic 
partners; bring $10 and your iden¬ 
tification. The rest of Saturday’s 
main stage lineup includes presen¬ 
tations by local activists and perfor¬ 
mances by Sister Guitar Band (2:55 
p.m.), Rainbow Flava (4:10 p.m.), 
and Soul City Survivors (4:40 
p.m.), to name a few attractions. 

While the Pride spirit has been 
building all month, it tends to kick 
off in all its energized glory just 
after the Dyke March, an entirely 
community-based gathering held 
this year on Saturday, June 24 in 
Dolores Park. The event opens with 
a festival in the park at 3:30 p.m. 
and the march begins at 7:45 p.m. 

Join thousands of topless les¬ 
bians as they take over the streets, 
jostle the neighbors, and eventual¬ 
ly spill into the Castro, where Pink 
Saturday takes place. Although 
there are plenty of after parties, the 
Castro remains a favorite place to 
wrap up the night; without men¬ 
tioning specific names or acts of 
public lewdness, expect a wild 
evening. And wherever you pass 
out on Saturday, make sure to 
wake up by the next morning. 

The Pride Parade begins at 10:30 
a.m. this Sunday, June 25, at the cor¬ 
ner of Market and Beale streets 
downtown and proceeds up toward 
the festival at Civic Center (9th and 
Market), so line up within those pa¬ 
rameters for a good look at the 
world’s most famous LGBT event. 

The main stage on Sunday 
opens at noon and features head¬ 
liners Martha Wash (2:50 p.m.), 
Jimmy Somerville (3:10 p.m.), and 
Jennifer Holliday(3:40 p.m.), the 
Suhaila Salimpour Dancers (1:40 
p.m.); the city’s Sisters of Perpetu¬

Francisco Lesbian and Gay Free¬ 
dom Band (noon), the Gay Men’s 
Chorus (12:10 p.m.), and many 
other local activists and artists.

Medical pot clubs of SF and beyond 


large marijuana farm in Lake 
County - and others who ran the 
groundbreaking campaign from 
the much-raided, now-defunct 
medical marijuana club have since 
hung out their own shingles, 
opening up dispensaries in store¬ 
fronts and office spaces through¬ 
out San Francisco. 

“It was like Ma Bell when it 
broke up, and now we have all 
these nice little clubs,” said Wayne 
Justmann of the San Francisco Pa¬ 
tients’ Resource Center, who has 
been a leader in the medical mar¬ 
ijuana movement. 

While Justmann’s group and a 
few others are quite open about 
their activities, they primarily use 
Web sites, press reports, and 
word-of-mouth to advertise their 
businesses. And some of the pot 
clubs do not like to give out too 
much information for publication 
- indeed, there are quite a number 
of pot dealers in San Francisco 
who remain distrustful of the au¬ 
thorities, and stay entirely under¬ 
ground, preferring to sell to their 
customers whether they can prove 
a medical need or not. 

All the dispensaries listed 
below require some form of docu¬ 
mentation to verify that buyers 
have a legitimate medical need for 
the marijuana, but from there, the 
clubs differ widely. Some assure 
confidentiality, while others do 
not guarantee it, so it is a good 
idea to inquire about policies and 
procedures to protect your identi¬ 
ty if that is a concern. 

Several of the so-called “clubs” 
operating in San Francisco are 
formally registered as nonprofits 
or have been taken under the wing 
of oldej- rlonprofits in order to es¬ 
tablish Iheir tax-exempt status 
with the Internal Revenue Service. 
Judging by their outward appear¬ 
ance, whether technically non¬ 
profit or not, most operate like 
any other small business or 
health-related community organi¬ 
zation, employing on-site staffs 
ranging in size from one to 25 and 
up. 

With one notable exception, all 
of the clubs are either apolitical or 
restrict their political activities to. 
medicinal marijuana and mari¬ 
juana legalization.

t ain’t Amsterdam - at least not 

yet. 

San Francisco can’t com¬ 
pare its liberal mores to the Dutch 
city’s even-more-liberal attitudes 
toward the intoxicating drug com¬ 
monly referred to hereabouts as 
“pot.” Indeed, the city’s populace 
and, increasingly, its political lead¬ 
ers have long been a hotbed of 
support for fans of the relatively 
harmless plant - particularly 
when those who smoke it or in¬ 
gest it are using it medicinally to 
alleviate a variety of physiological 
conditions. 

This Sunday, several local med¬ 
ical marijuana dispensaries and 
other supporters of marijuana de¬ 
criminalization will be contingent 
#159 in the Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, 
and Transgender Pride Parade - 
right behind the contingent for 
District Attorney Terence Halli- 
nan. If the wind is blowing in the 
right direction, the D.A. could 
possibly even get a little contact 
high going. No word on whether 
the medical pot supporters are 
concerned about exhaust fumes 
from the D.A.’s motorcade. (Med¬ 
ical cannabis supporters are being 
encouraged to show up around 
11:30 a.m. on Beale between Har¬ 
rison and Folsom streets). 

San Francisco is still in Ameri¬ 
ca, a country that classifies 
cannabis as a schedule 1 con¬ 
trolled substance, meaning it has 
“no accepted medical use in treat¬ 
ment in the United States.” 

While the research has not re¬ 
ally been done to prove all of mar¬ 


ijuana’s potential medical uses, the 
U.S. classification has been clearly 
contradicted in a scientific sum¬ 
mary report from the esteemed 
quasi-governmental Institute of 
Medicine (available at www. 
drugsense.org/iom_report). 

And according to a recent re¬ 
view of Department of Justice 
records conducted by marijuana 
legalization advocates, an estimat¬ 
ed 59,300 prisoners charged with 


or convicted of violating marijua¬ 
na laws are behind bars in the U.S. 
at any one time. 

Proposition 215, passed by 
California voters in 1996, made 
the cultivation and possession of 
marijuana for personal medicinal 
use legal in this state, provided a 
user has the written or oral “rec¬ 
ommendation” or approval from 
a physician “who has determined 
that the person’s health would 


benefit from the use of marijuana 
in the treatment of cancer, 
anorexia, AIDS, chronic pain, 
spasticity, glaucoma, arthritis, mi¬ 
graine, or any other illness for 
which marijuana provides relief.” 
The measure was codified in the 
California Health and Safety 
Code, Section 11362.5. 

While the San Francisco dis¬ 
trict attorney’s office makes pros¬ 
ecution of marijuana-related of¬ 
fenses a very low priority, police 
harassment and arrests of people 
found using or in possession of 
marijuana are not uncommon in 
San Francisco and throughout the 
state. Hallinan was himself a 
strong supporter of 215, which is 
slowly being implemented as city, 
state, and federal authorities 
struggle to interpret the law.

Smoking pot 101 

Generally, if you’re going to 
smoke pot, it is advisable to find a 
doctor who will recommend in 
writing that you use it, and that 
you then carry this recommenda¬ 
tion with you. And, as added pro¬ 
tection, become a card-carrying 
member of one of the larger mar¬ 
ijuana dispensaries listed below. 

Next month, cards from the in¬ 
dividual clubs could become less 
necessary as the San Francisco De¬ 
partment of Public Health is ex¬ 
pected to begin issuing identifica¬ 
tion cards for a small fee to pa¬ 
tients and caregivers. If the pro¬ 
gram is successfully implemented, 
the ID cards will be honored by 
many of the individual clubs, and 
are more likely to stave off local 
police harassment, given the city 
health department’s imprimatur. 

Conversely, however, not hav¬ 
ing a card could be seen as an im¬ 
plication of guilt, i.e. being a plain 
old pothead with no legitimate 
medical need. 

While the government has 
stymied most research into the 
medical uses of cannabis, the drug 
has been shown to effectively treat 
nausea and vomiting, stimulate 
appetite, alleviate pain and mus¬ 
cle spasms, and other conditions. 

The Proposition 215 campaign 
was based in San Francisco in a 
building at 1444 Market Street, 
sharing space with the legendary 
Cannabis Buyers Club, founded in 
1991. 

Many of those who worked 
with Proposition 215 author Den¬ 
nis Peron - who now maintains a

In this 
study of over 1,000 patients, the group of patients receiving CRIXIVAN along with 3TC and AZT 
achieved a reduction in deaths and AIDS-defming illnesses over those taking 3TC and AZT alone. 
Overall, the number of deaths was inadequate to assess the impact of CRIXIVAN on survival. 
Blood viral loads were measured by available tests and the virus may still be present in other organ 
systems. 

m THINGS YOU SHOULD KNOW ABOUT CRIXIVAN 

CRIXIVAN can be taken with a light meal or on an empty stomach. Some patients treated with 
CRIXIVAN may develop kidney stones. For some, this can lead to more severe kidney problems, 
including kidney failure. Drinking at least 6 glasses of water each day may help reduce the chance 
of forming a kidney stone. Other side effects reported include rapid breakdown of red blood cells 
and liver problems. 

As with other protease inhibitors, changes in body fat, increased bleeding in some patients with 
hemophilia, and increased blood sugar levels or diabetes have been reported. Additionally, severe 
muscle pain and weakness have occurred in patients also taking cholesterol-lowering medicines 
called “statins.” There are some common medications and AIDS-related medications you should 
not take with CRJXIVAN.

Please read this information before you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, read the leaflet each time you 
renew your prescription, just in case anything has changed. Remember, this leaflet does not take the 
place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when you 
start taking your medication and at regular checkups. You should remain under a doctor’s care when 
using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

What is CRIXIVAN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human Immunodeficiency Virus). 
HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN is a type of HIV 
drug called a protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

How does CRIXIVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting 
illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of HIV in your body (called “viral 
load") and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called AZT), 3TC, ddl, ddC, or 
d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV drugs. Talk with your doctor about how you should 
take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in children and adolescents 
have not been established. 

How should I take CRIXIVAN? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1 . Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue taking CRIXIVAN unless your 
doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, right from the very 
start’. To help make sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or take "drug holidays”. 
If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be reduced (due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may be easier 
to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. If you have questions about when 
to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care provider can help you decide what schedule 
works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 hours, take your missed dose immediately. 
Then take your next dose at the regularly scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed 
dose of CRIXIVAN at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such as skjm or non-fat milk, 
juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least one hour before or two 
hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a light meal. Examples of light meals include: 

dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with skim or non-fat milk and sugar if you want) 
corn flakes with skjm or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, fat, and protein 
(for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the same time as CRIXIVAN, these foods can 
interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed into your bloodstream and may lessen its effect. 

6. It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquids (preferably water) throughout 
the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. Having enough fluids in your body should 
help reduce the chances of forming a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you 
develop kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Does CRIXIVAN cure HIV or A IDS? 


Can CRI XIVAN be taken with other medications?** 

Drugs you should not take with CRIXIVAN: 

SELDANE® (terfenadine) HISMANAL® (astemizole) 

VERSED® (midazolam) HALCION® (triazolam) 

PROPULSID® (cisapride) Ergot medications (e.g., Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

Taking CRIXIVAN with the above medications could result in serious or life-threatening problems (such as 
irregular heartbeat or excessive sleepiness). 

In addition, you should not take CRIXIVAN with rifampin, known as RIFADIN®, RIFAMATE®, RIFATER®, 
orRIMACTANE®. 


Drugs you can take with CRIXIVAN include:

of MYCOBUTIN and the dose of CRIXIVAN. 

NIZORAL® (ketoconazole) — If you take CRIXIVAN with NIZORAL®, your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
RESCRIPTOR®(delavirdine)—If you take CRIXIVAN with RESCRIPTOR 5 ? your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
SPORANOX® (itraconazole)—If you take CRIXIVAN with SPORANOX®, your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
SUSTIVA™ (efavirenz)—If you take CRIXIVAN with SUSTIVA™, your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 

Talk to your doctor about any medications you are taking. 


What are the poss i b le side eff ects of CR IXIVAN? 


Like all prescription drugs. CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The following is not a complete list of 
side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this 
leaflet alone for information about side effects. Your doctor can discuss with you a more complete list of side 
effects. 


Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these patients this led to 
more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or inflammation of the kidneys. Drinking at 
least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably water) each day should help reduce the chances of 
forming a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle 
to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells (hemolytic anemia) which 
in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 


Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and death. Some patients 
had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if CRIXIVAN caused these liver problems. 
Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease inhibitors. In some 
of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused by poorly controlled blood sugar. Some 
patients had diabetes before starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients required adjustments 
to their diabetes medication. Others needed new diabetes medication. 

In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 

Severe muscle pain and weakness have occurred in patients taking protease inhibitors, including CRIXIVAN, 
together with some of the cholesterol-lowering medicines called "statins." Call your doctor if you develop severe 
muscle pain or weakness. 

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking protease inhibitors. These changes may include 
increased amount of fat in the upper back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast, and around the trunk. Loss of 
fat from the legs and arms may also happen. The cause and long term health effects of these conditions are 
not known at this time. 


CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infections or other conditions 
associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for you to remain under the care of a doctor. Although 
CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting illnesses, includ¬ 
ing death, associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

Does CRI XIVAN reduce t he risk of passing HI V to others? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact or blood 
contamination. 

W ho sho uld not take CRIXIVAN? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any of its components. 

What other medical pro b lems or conditio ns shou l d I discuss with mv doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do not yet know how 
CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 

Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes 

■ Hemophilia 

■ High cholesterol and you are taking cholesterol-lowering medicines called "statins”. 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including non-prescription medicines. 


Clinical Studies 

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in approximately 10% of 
patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with liver problems. However, on rare occasions, a person 
may develop yellowing of the skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain, fatigue or weakness, flank pain, 
feeling unwell, nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, acid regurgitation, loss of appetite, dry mouth, back pain, headache, 
trouble sleeping, dizziness, taste changes, rash, upper respiratory infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 

Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely. 

Marketing Experience 

Other side effects reported since CRIXIVAN has been marketed include: 
allergic reactions; severe skin reactions; yellowing of the skin and/or eyes; 
heart problems including heart attack; abdominal swelling; indigestion; 
inflammation of the kidneys; inflammation of the pancreas; joint pain; 
depression; itching; hives; change in skin color; hair loss; ingrown toenails 
with or without infection; crystals in the urine; painful urination; and 
numbness of the mouth. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual symptoms. 

If the condition persists or worsens, seek medical attention. 

How should I store CRIXIVAN capsules? 

m Keep CRIXIVAN capsules in the bottle they came in and at room 
temperature (59°- 86°F). 

■ Keep CRIXIVAN capsules dry by leaving the small desiccant “pillow” 
in the bottle. Keep the bottle closed. 


This medication was prescribed for your particular condition. Do not use it for any other condition or give it to anybody else. Keep CRIXIVAN and all medicines 
out of the reach of children. If you suspect that more than the prescribed dose of this medicine has been taken, contact your local poison control center 
or emergency room immediately.

Among all the medical mari¬ 
juana dispensaries currently oper¬ 
ating in San Francisco, the one 
housed in the gated, black-paint¬ 
ed, graffiti-tagged storefront - on 
the other end of the block from 
the currently-under-construction 
LGBT Community Center - is the 
most political and the most con¬ 
troversial with interests ranging 
far beyond providing compas¬ 
sionate access to good, cheap dope 
for medical purposes. 

Their medical marijuana dis¬ 
pensary sells a wide range of 
cannabis of various qualities and 
prices, and grossed about $1.6 
million in their first year, employ¬ 
ing about a dozen members of 
ACT UP/San Francisco, and help¬ 
ing fund their far-reaching politi¬ 
cal agenda - driven by their im¬ 
mutable conviction that HIV does 
not cause AIDS, an agenda per¬ 
haps best left to them to explain 
(www.actupsf.com). 

A self-described anarchist 
group, ACT UP/San Francisco is 
not incorporated, nonprofit or 
otherwise. Last fall, however, sev¬ 
eral ACT UP/San Francisco mem¬ 
bers quietly formed a business en¬ 
tity called GTT Trust, which bor¬ 
rowed several hundred thousand 
dollars from a local venture capi¬ 
talist who likes to invest in the 
HIV dissident cause, using the 
money to buy the commercial/ 
residential building that houses all 
of the group’s activities. 

CHAMP 

Cannabis Helping Alleviate 
Medical Problems is conveniently 
located at 194 Church Street in 
San Francisco, at 14th and Market 
streets, right across the street from 
the Church Street Safeway. 

CHAMP says it is a “not-for- 
profit organization dedicated to 
supporting people with life- 
and/or sense-threatening illnesses 
and other medical conditions 
where cannabis use is indicated by 
a licensed physician.” 

Although the group would not 
reveal its total budget, it is likely 
doing a brisk business, as it cur¬ 
rently employs about 25 people. 
CHAMP’s total client base also 
was not available; the club issues 
its membership cards for use not 
only at CHAMP, but at several 
other local clubs as evidence of el¬ 
igibility to use medical marijuana 
under Proposition 215. Unlike 
most San Francisco dispensaries, 
however, it does not honor cards 
issued by other clubs, including 
the widely-accepted Oakland 
Cannabis Buyer’s Club cards. 

At intake, CHAMP requires 
clients to present a California ID, and 
a letter of diagnosis from a physician 
recommending marijuana for treat¬ 
ment and agreeing to monitor the 
patient’s ongoing care. The club pro¬ 
vides a form letter which clients may 
use for this purpose. 

“We provide a safe and com¬ 
fortable environment where 
members can use their cannabis 
in a social and supportive setting 
without the risk of potential 
harm,” states the club’s Web site. 

CHAMP is open Mondays 
through Fridays from 11 a.m. to 7 
p.m., and on weekends from 11 
a.m.'to 4 p.m., new clients must 
make an intake appointment be¬ 
fore making a purchase. Intake 


appointments are scheduled in 
advance on Mondays, Wednes¬ 
days, and Fridays from 11 a.m. to 
3:30 p.m.

The Hemp Center

enue, this neighborhood group 
sells ecologically-sound hemp 
products.

Market Street Club 

With its convenient Castro 
neighborhood location, this club 
has definitely got an edge on con¬ 
venience, at least for people who 
live in the Castro. 

From its second floor office at 
2340 Market between Noe and 
Castro streets, the Market Street 
Club has been operated as a sole 
proprietorship (i.e. for-profit 
business) by Jim Green since late 
1997, making it the oldest surviv¬ 
ing club in the city. 

Green’s mission, he told the 
Bay Area Reporter, is “to provide 
high quality medical marijuana to 
all qualifying 215-ers.” 

According to Green, prices run 
10-15 percent higher than other 
local clubs, but he claims that the 
quality of his exclusively Califor¬ 
nia-grown no-stems green herb is 
better than most. “I only sell the 
best I can find,” he said, adding 
that edibles are available by special 
order. 

While there are no standing 
discount policies for those with 
low incomes, the “obviously desti¬ 
tute” might get a good deal, Green 
said. 


Closed Sundays and Mondays, 
Green’s club is open for business 
Tuesdays through Thursdays from 
11 a.m. to 5 p.m., on Fridays 11 
a.m. to 6 p.m., and on Saturdays 
from 11 a.m. to 4 p.m., and by ap¬ 
pointment. 

Currently, the Market Street 
Club does not honor member¬ 
ships obtained at other clubs; po¬ 
tential clients must present a let¬ 
ter of diagnosis and a recommen¬ 
dation to use marijuana from a li¬ 
censed medical doctor, and state 
or federal photo ID. 

Green said that he does plan to 
honor the ID cards to be issued 
this summer by the San Francisco 
DPH, with one caveat: “The client 
will have to prove to me that their 
letter of diagnosis did not come 
from one of these recommenda¬ 
tion mills the other clubs use,” he 
said.

Also known as the Mission 
Street Club, this medical marijua¬ 
na dispensary is located at 1933 
Mission between 15th and 16th 
streets. 

This club is open only for a few 
hours Monday through Friday, 
from 5 to 8 p.m. 

The club asks that new clients 
be 18 or older, and present a state- 
issued picture ID and written doc¬ 
tor’s recommendation. 

In addition to top-grade Cali¬ 
fornia-grown (7A) and lower 
grade marijuana, the club also 
sells “Space Cakes,” banana nut 
bread with special spicing; “Cos¬ 
mic Cocktails,” a cold cannabis 
and orange beverage billed as 
“America’s first psychoactive bev¬ 
erage since the tax act;” and tinc¬ 
tures of marijuana extract in alco¬ 
hol. 

The club’s Web site offers some 
compelling patient testimonials: 

“I successfully quit using to¬ 
bacco, alcohol, and caffeine sub¬ 
stances, now I smoke the high 
quality marijuana (7A), and I feel 
a lot healthier. It also turns me on 
sexually,” said Kathy. 

“I’m 84 years old, and I smoke 
marijuana to relieve my nausea 
from chemotherapy, also the staff 
are very friendly and outgoing,” 
offered Andrew. 

“I suffer from depression, and 
before coming to Patients 8c Care¬ 
givers I lived in a deep dark hole, 


but now after smoking 7A, I get 
naked and run around the city,” 
stated Matie.

San Francisco Patients’ 
Resource Center 

Less than a year old, this club 
at 350 Divisadero Street is already 
one of the most established clubs 
in San Francisco, with between 
125 and 150 clients each day, and 
about 25 full- and part-time em¬ 
ployees. 

The St. Martin de Pores Dis¬ 
pensary (also known as St. Mar¬ 
tin’s Dispensary) operates as a 
separate entity on the site in part¬ 
nership with the SFPRC, both 
under the nonprofit umbrella of 
St. Ephraim’s House of the Ortho¬ 
dox Catholic Synod of the Syro- 
Chaldean Rite Church. 

SFPRC’s founders, who had 
been closely involved in passage of 
Proposition 215, staged a picket 
against the San Francisco DPH 
several weeks ago, complaining 
that they had not been included in 
the development of the new ID 
program; they have since been 
regularly updated on DPH’s plans 
for the system, and plan to honor 
the cards when they are issued. 

With seven or eight varieties in 
stock, prices range from $5 to $50 
for a gram of cannabis, depend¬ 
ing, of course, on the quality.

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Circumcision and risk of HIV 


by Bob Roehr 


H ow does male circumcision 
protect against HIV infec¬ 
tion?” asked a provocative 
article in the June 10 edition of 
the British Medical Journal. The 
authors were Dr. Robert Szabo, 
and Dr. Roger Short, both on the 
faculty of medical universities in 
Melbourne, Australia. 

“There is now compelling epi¬ 
demiological evidence from over 
40 studies which shows that male 
circumcision provides significant 
protection against HIV infection; 
circumcised males are two to eight 
times less likely to become infect¬ 
ed with HIV,” they wrote. This ap¬ 
plies to other sexually transmitted 
diseases as well. 

The most influential data 
comes from a study in Uganda led 
by Dr. Thomas Quinn, of Johns 
Hopkins University. For 30 
months they followed 187 hetero¬ 
sexual men who were HIV-nega¬ 
tive but their female partners were 
HIV-positive. Safer sex training 
and condoms were provided. 
Nonetheless, 40 of the 137 uncir¬ 
cumcised men became infected, 
while none of the 50 circumcised 
men became infected with HIV. 

These findings were presented 
at the retroviral conference in San 
Francisco in January and later 
published in the New England 
Journal of Medicine. 

Szabo and Short said, regard¬ 
less of whether circumcised or 
not, much of the penis is “ker- 
tinised,” or covered by a tough 
outer layer of cells that offers bar¬ 


rier protection against STDs. The 
major exception is the inside of 
the foreskin, which is pulled down 
the shaft of the penis during sex, 
exposing it to pathogens. The 
other, smaller vulnerable point is 
the distal urethra, the opening in 
the penis where urine and semen 
exit. 

Both areas contain large quan¬ 
tities of Langhans’ cells. This is the 
type of cell initially infected in 
both the vagina and foreskin of 
monkey models used to study 
HIV The same viral entry process 
has been seen in human tissue 
cultures in the lab. 

“It may also be time to re-think 
the definition of “safe sex,” the au¬ 
thors concluded. “Mutual male 
masturbation during which a 
penis [particularly of uncircum¬ 
cised males] is exposed to the po¬ 
tentially infected semen of anoth¬ 
er male should be regarded as 
risky sexual behavior.” 

Dr. Jeffrey Martin, agreed that 
semen can be “very infectious ma¬ 
terial.” He urges that precautions 
be taken “to prevent infectious 
material from coming into con¬ 
tact with any type of mucous 
membranes.” 

But at the same time, HIV pre¬ 
vention research from the Univer¬ 
sity of California at San Francisco 
has shown that all risk is relative. 
A distinction has to be made be¬ 
tween masturbation that risks ex¬ 
posure to semen and that which 
does not. 

Terje Anderson, executive di¬ 
rector of the National Association 
of People With AIDS, acknowl¬ 
edged that there may be some risk

of exposure through mutual mas¬ 
turbation. And while he believes 
that risk is significantly less than 
many other sexual practices, he 
says, “It probably is wise not to use 
another man’s cum as a lubricant 
to masturbate, particularly if you 
are uncircumcised.” 

Dr. Kenneth Mayer said trans¬ 
mission through masturbation is 
“biologically plausible.” He is a re¬ 
searcher at Brown University who 
also is affiliated with Fenway 
Community Health, which serves 
gays and lesbians in Boston. 

But he added, “It is irresponsi¬ 
ble to extrapolate too broadly” 
from Quinn’s research on hetero¬ 
sexual transmission. There are a 
wide variety of factors that can af¬ 
fect the amount of HIV in semen, 
as well as the vulnerability of the 
person exposed to the virus. 

“I know of no data on trans-

mission by mutual masturbation, 
other than the fact that a number 
of gay men have obviously be¬ 
come infected with HIV without 
ever having had anal intercourse,” 
said Short. “How did they become 
infected? It will be very difficult to 
get any data, although for starters 
we are trying to record the cir¬ 
cumcision status of HIV positive 
gay men.” 

Foreskin advocates flocked to 
the British Medical Journal Web 
site to castigate the article. They 
wrote the vast majority of the 27 
responses posted the first week. 

“Although circumcision helps 
you [avoid infection], it is only a 
relative thing,” said Martin. “Most 
men in this country are circum¬ 
cised and there certainly has been 
plenty of HIV transmission in gay 
men.” 

“People want blanket assur¬ 
ances, they want specific num-

that same-sex couples suffer ob¬ 
stacles and hardships because they 
lack the legal protections, benefits, 
and responsibilities of marriage. 

Younger Californians tended to 
be much more aware of discrimi¬ 
nation and more supportive of 
equal rights for gays and lesbians. 
Nearly two-thirds of 18 to 29- 
year-olds believe gays and lesbians 
are discriminated against, while 
only half of Californians over 40 
believe so. 

“On every single issue, Cali¬ 
fornian’s attitudes are moving in 
the right direction for the gay and 
lesbian community,” said Mead¬ 
ow. “Passage of the Knight initia¬ 
tive might well have been the last 
gasp of a dying breed of anti-gay 
politics in California. The irony is 
that while voters may not be ready 
to recognize same-sex marriage, 
they see it as inevitable, a finding 
supported by the differences be¬ 
tween the older and younger gen¬ 
erations.” 

Details from last year’s polling 
results were not widely released; 
the results were donated by Hori¬ 
zons to the No on Knight cam¬ 
paign, which chose to keep them 
largely secret from the media and 
their opponents. The campaign 
used the data as the foundation 
for the campaign’s strategy, which 
attempted to shift the message 
away from the subject of gay mar¬ 
riage - the intended target of 
Proposition 22 - and toward a 
recognition of the unfair treat¬ 
ment of gay and lesbian couples. 

This year pollsters asked a new 
question of Californians. Pressed 


Late night rally 
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the recent concerns faced by all 
clubs. 

Club promoter Terrance Allan 
said he’s very concerned the secu¬ 
rity mandate at 1015 is just the be¬ 
ginning. 

“This is a concerted plan to 
shut down San Francisco at 2 
a.m.,” Allan said. “If they had their 
choice it would be midnight.” 

One of the rallygoers, Lois Gar¬ 
cia, said she felt so strongly about 
protecting the late night clubs that 
she volunteered to assist with se¬ 
curity at the rally. She believes the 
clubs enhance, not detract, from 
public safety. 

“It’s pure politics that’s dri¬ 
ving the closing of the clubs,” 
Garcia said. “It’s more unsafe to 


bers,” said Mayer. “And it is very 
hard to do that kind of research 
and do it ethically.” He compared 
it to the uncertainty surrounding 
the risk of oral sex when he said, 
“If people better understand the 
biology [of transmission], then 
hopefully they can make informed 
decisions” of the acts that they will 
and will not do. 

Perhaps there is a silver lining 
to the cloud of possible HIV in¬ 
fection through masturbation. 
Current data assumes that those 
who did not have risk of exposure 
through unprotected anal or vagi¬ 
nal sex, or through shared needles 
or blood products, must have be¬ 
come infected through oral sex. 
Attributing some of these infec¬ 
tions to masturbation would 
mean that oral sex is an even less 
risky route of transmission than 
had been thought previously. T 


as to whether they would actually 
support a new law that would le¬ 
galize “civil unions” for gay and 
lesbian couples and give them all 
the rights and responsibilities of 
marriage - while still reserving the 
term marriage for unions between 
a man and a woman - respon¬ 
dents were closely divided, despite 
the conceptual support for same- 
sex unions. 

Just 47 percent said they were 
in favor of such a law, and 44 per¬ 
cent said they were opposed - a 
split that held true across all age 
groups. 

And there’s the rub: the poll re¬ 
veals a deep-seated disconnect be¬ 
tween understanding what is eq¬ 
uitable and fair on the one hand, 
and what people believe should 
actually be done about it. 

Marshall attributes this gap to 
the fact that the terminology 
being used is still unfamiliar for 
most Californians, and suggests 
that it reaffirms his campaign’s 
strategy of shaping the message by 
carefully choosing the words and 
phrases to be presented to voters. 

According to some political an¬ 
alysts, changing the terminology 
used to refer to committed, loving 
couples might make all the differ¬ 
ence for Californians, as it did for 
the Vermont Legislature in April. 
Legislators there opted for the sep- 
arate-but-equal “civil union” 
model over extending the right to 
“marry” to same-sex couples. 

“We’ve got to stop talking 
about ‘same-sex marriage’ and ‘gay 
marriage,”’ Marshall told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “We have to start 
talking about the ‘freedom to 
marry,’ so that people understand 
that it is a right that is being de¬ 
nied.” T 


dump everybody on the streets 
at 2 a.m. than to let them stay in 
the club that is no longer serving 
alcohol. Let them stay in the club 
drinking water and getting 
themselves back in shape to go 
home.” 

San Francisco Police Southern 
District Captain Sylvia Harper 
told the B.A.R. that it’s not the 
goal of the Police Department to 
shut down the clubs but simply to 
make a safer environment for 
everyone. She believes 1015’s 
tough new security procedures ul¬ 
timately benefit clubgoers and she 
disagrees with some who say it 
may keep people away. 

“I don’t think it will hurt busi¬ 
ness, I think it will help it,” Harp¬ 
er said. “It reassures parents their 
kids are going to a safe place and 
overall makes for a better clien¬ 
tele.” ▼ 
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Hate crimes 
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was reason to believe that local of¬ 
ficials were not adequately pursu¬ 
ing such crimes. 

A lesser measure offered by 
Senator Orrin Hatch (R-Utah), 
chairman of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, would not include dis¬ 
ability or sexual orientation as pro¬ 
tected groups. It would study them 
for possible future inclusion. Hatch 
said, “There is little evidence that a 
broad federalization of hate crimes 
is warranted.” It passed 50-49. 

HRC urged senators to vote 
against the Hatch amendment 
and for the Kennedy-Smith 
amendment. Last year they had 
been content to say that Hatch’s 
proposal did not go far enough 
but did not actively oppose it. 

Earlier in the day Smith argued 
that once a Republican senator 
voted for the Hatch proposal, he 
or she was free to vote for the 
Kennedy-Smith bill. That is what 
happened as 13 Republicans 
joined all but one Democrat, Sen¬ 
ator Robert Byrd of West Virginia, 
in supporting the measure. 

The White House had cam¬ 
paigned hard for the bill. Vice 
President A1 Gore had broken off 
campaigning in Kentucky to re¬ 
turn to Washington in anticipa¬ 
tion of voting in the case of a tie. 

Stachelberg said the Hatch and 
Kennedy-Smith bills “are not mu¬ 
tually exclusive. There clearly are 
ways that the two can be melded 
to make a better bill.” 

News conference 

Supporters of the bill had 
waged an aggressive public cam¬ 
paign, including a column by 
Smith in the June 19 edition of the 
Washington Post. They followed 
up with a news conference on the 
morning of the vote. 

“It’s an embarrassment that we 
haven’t already acted to close these 
glaring gaps,” Kennedy said. “Cur¬ 
rent federal laws are clearly inade¬ 
quate. They don’t apply at all to hate 
crimes based on sexual orientation, 
gender, or disability. And they con¬ 
tain excessively narrow restrictions in 
the case of hate crimes based on race, 
religion, or ethnic background.” 

“I want to be honest with you,” 
said co-sponsor Smith, “If the 
words sexual orientation were not 
a part of this bill, we wouldn’t be 
having this debate, we would have 
a near unanimous vote.” 

Smith addressed religious con¬ 
servatives when he said, “The 
founder of the Christian religion 
shamed the sanctimonious of his 
day into dropping their stones, 
and we can do the same. We no 
more endorse the lifestyle today 
than he did in his day. We should 
stand in opposition to violence, 
against all people, no matter what 
their uniquenesses are.” . 

Senator Richard Durbin (D- 
Illinois) said, “Every time the issue 
of human rights comes before the 
chamber, those on the other side 
always, always argue that it is a 
matter of states rights. They never 
stand to defend prejudice, or big¬ 
otry, or hatred.” 

Senator Arlen Specter (R- 
Pennsylvania) said that the legis¬ 
lation “has gotten a substantial 
boost forward over the last years” 
by the deaths of James Byrd and 
Matthew Shepard, and the recent 
passage of hate crimes legislation 
in New York State. “Gays are not 
being singled out,” he said, “the 
thrust is equal protection.” 

“We are not going to stop hate 
crimes by gathering more statistics 
and doing more studies,” said Sen¬ 
ator Ron Wyden (D-Oregon) crit¬ 
icizing the Hatch approach. “We 
are going to stop hate crimes by 
having the partnership that mobi¬ 
lizes state and local officials, backed 


up by the federal government.” 

“I once thought that all crimes 
were hate crimes,” said Laramie, 
Wyoming police Commander 
David O’Malley. He changed his 
mind after participating in the in¬ 
vestigation of Shepard’s murder. 
“I’ve never seen a clearer example 
of hate-motivated crime and the 
negative ramifications it has had 
on our society,” O’Malley said. 

He said that the Albany Coun¬ 
ty Sheriff’s Department had to 
furlough five deputies “due to the 
costs associated with investigating 
and prosecuting” Shepard’s killers. 
He urged passage of the bill as a 
way to bring added resources to 
local law enforcement in combat¬ 
ing hate crimes. 

Wade Henderson, executive di¬ 
rector of the Leadership Council 
on Civil Rights, called the 
Kennedy-Smith bill the organiza¬ 
tion’s “top priority.” He said there 
are two compelling reasons for its 
passage. “First, civil rights has to 
be measured by a single yard¬ 
stick.” Second, “it fills the gaps that 


exist in current law.” 

Last year the Senate simultane¬ 
ously passed both Kennedy’s and 
Hatch’s versions of hate crimes 
legislation by unanimous consent 
and without debate as amend¬ 
ments to the appropriations bill 
for the departments of Commerce, 
State, and Justice. The House did 
not act on similar legislation and 
the matter died in conference. 

It seems unlikely that the 
House will formally vote on a hate 
crimes bill this year. But Republi¬ 
cans may seek political protection 
from charges of being anti-gay by 
allowing a floor vote, or perhaps 
by acquiescing to the Senate when 
the bill goes to conference. 

Stoking Stachelberg’s opti¬ 
mism is the fact that “many Re¬ 
publican senators who are in 
tough re-election races voted for 
this measure. I think it is a win¬ 
ning campaign issue and we need 
to work closely with both Repub¬ 
lican and Democratic supporters 
in the House to come up with 
something that fits their needs.” T

I had to leave San Francisco to 
love it. 

First BART stop, Oakland, 
which can be a hassle on a week¬ 
end, since you have to change at 
MacArthur or Nebula 5.

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Searching for gay genes

D r. Dean Hamer, the Nation¬ 
al Institutes of Health re¬ 
searcher who discovered 
what is incorrectly called “the gay 
gene,” is back in the lab again, re¬ 
cruiting subjects. This time he is 
looking for gay sons and their 
mothers to get a better sense of 
the likely multiple genetic factors 
that influence sexual orientation. 

“When we started in 1993,” said 
Hamer, “the only way to find genes 
was by this process called linkage, 
using anonymous markers where 
you are not actually looking at the 
genes themselves, you are looking 
at surrogates. And you do that by 
getting families where there are 
two gay brothers.” What he found 
was an area on the X chromosome, 
Xq28, that correlated with in¬ 
creased odds of being gay. 

“Now, because of the human 
genome project, we are getting all 


of these genes listed, so we can ac¬ 
tually look at genes themselves,” 
he said, and try and figure out 
what they do. And the technology 
for identifying genes is so much 
better today - more exact, much 
quicker, and automated. 

“Earlier we had focused on the 
gay guys themselves,” said Sven 
Bochlandt, Hamer’s assistant on 
the project. “Now we’re trying to 
find gay guys and their mothers. 
We assume there is something in¬ 
teresting about the moms.” 

One of the things they are 
looking for are changes in the 
methylation status of DNA. “What 
happens is that the DNA gets 
slightly modified,” explained 
Hamer, so the gene may be turned 
on or off, expressed or not ex¬ 
pressed, and thus influence indi¬ 
vidual development. That can 
happen as the fetus develops, or 
even later as the infant grows into 
an adult.

Nat'I HIV Testing Day Tues.

T he federal government has 
long held that up to 900,000 
people in the United States 
are HIV-positive. 

But in the year 2000 - at a time 
when a wide variety of treatment 
options have shown success in 
suppressing the virus - up to a 
third of these do not know that 
their bodies harbor the virus that 
causes AIDS. 

And just days before the sixth 
annual National HIV Testing Day, 
this Tuesday, June 27, a new study 
has found that when people find 
out they are HIV-positive, about 
90 percent change their sexual 
practices by starting to use con¬ 
doms and/or curtailing their sexu¬ 
al activities. 

“Take the Test, Take Control,” 
is the slogan for the campaign 
sponsored each year by the Na¬ 
tional Association of People With 
AIDS, with participation from 
public health agencies and private 
groups throughout the country. 

Also, if Tuesday doesn’t fit into 
your schedule, people can take an 
oral, confidential HIV test at the 
Pride Parade and Celebration this 
Sunday, June 25, at the pavilion 
next to the Asian-Pacific Islander 
stage. 

The National HIV Testing Day 
campaign was developed by 
NAPWA in 1995 to respond to the 
increasing number of HIV infec¬ 
tions among specific populations 
and the widespread ambivalence 
among many Americans about the 
value of knowing their own HIV 
serostatus. 

“NAPWA believes that partici¬ 
pation in HIV antibody counsel¬ 
ing and testing is a critical step in 
one’s decision to take control and 
responsibility over one’s health. 
The National HIV Testing Day 
campaign brings the ‘Take the 
Test, Take Control’ message to a 
diverse group of people and com¬ 
munities nationwide,” according 
to organizers. 

Public health experts agree that 


by taking the HIV test, people 
who discover that they have been 
infected with the virus cannot 
only take steps to control their 
own health, but can help take con¬ 
trol of the epidemic itself. 

The study from the federal 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention involved 180 people 
interviewed a few years ago in Al¬ 
abama, New Jersey, and Tennessee. 
Among them, 60 percent said they 
used condoms more often, while 
about half made the decision to 
have sex.less frequently. 

And unfortunately, more than 
a third were apparently shocked 
enough by the results that they 
stopped having sex altogether. 

“We generally found that once 
people that are infected know 
their status, they do adopt safer 
behaviors. It has tremendous pub¬ 
lic health implications,” Patricia 
Sweeney, a CDC epidemiologist, 
said in a statement. 

Working with NAPWA’s annu¬ 
al campaign, local, state, and fed¬ 
eral agencies, as well as private in¬ 
dustry groups - from HIV drug 
manufacturers to an association of 
cable TV operators - attempt to 
educate the public about HIV and 
encourage counseling and testing 
for those at risk for infection. 

Each year as National HIV 
Testing Day approaches, hotline 
workers see a spike in the number 
of calls to the California AIDS 
Hotline, operated by the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation 
under contract with the state and 
county health departments. 

In 1999, the CDC reported that 
on National HIV Testing Day 
there was an increase the number 
of HIV tests taken - and in the 
number of HIV-positive tests re¬ 
sults. ▼

printing, where the genetic contri¬ 
butions of both parents are pre¬ 
sent but they compete for domi¬ 
nance in the developing child. One 
of the places where this competi¬ 
tion seems most active is in the 
physical growth of the embryo. 

The paternal genes seem to 
stimulate growth in the fetus, said 
Bochlandt: They “want their off¬ 
spring to be as big and healthy as 
possible when born.” The mater¬ 
nal genes seem to restrain growth, 
in order to protect the health of 
the mother carrying the child. 
How this battle plays out could 
have an influence on sexual orien¬ 
tation. 

“For me, sexual orientation is 
fascinating,” said Bochlandt. And 
nobody has a clue about sexuality 
from a biological point of view.” 

Gay sons and their mothers are 
being asked to contribute a small 
blood sample and answer a ques¬ 
tionnaire about family history. A 
portion of the participants also 
will be asked to fill out longer per¬ 
sonality questionnaires. Other 
family members who are not gay 
also are encouraged to participate. 

Those in the Washington area 
can come out to NIH, while oth¬ 
ers will have materials sent to 
them and their doctor can draw 
the blood. NIH will cover all ex¬ 
penses and offers a small stipend 
for your troubles. ▼

surance companies,” said Cather¬ 
ine Hanssens, a New York attor¬ 
ney who directs the AIDS Project 
for the Lambda Legal Defense 
and Education Fund, which rep¬ 
resented Galanty in the case. 

Monday’s 30-page ruling has 
implications for people far be¬ 
yond those with AIDS, effective¬ 
ly ending a widespread industry 
practice of denying disability 
benefits to people with a variety 
of chronic conditions, including 
cancer, heart disease, Parkinson’s 
disease, and multiple sclerosis. 

Hanssens told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the ruling, which 
mirrors a recent decision from 
the New York Supreme Court, 
levels the playing field for dis¬ 
ability insurance companies who 
compete for new customers. 
When reviewing new applica¬ 
tions, she explained, companies 
make a cost-benefit analysis to 
determine whether to conduct an 
investigation and request diag¬ 
nostic testing or a copy of the ap¬ 
plicant’s medical records. In fact, 
most states have laws similar to 
California’s and New York’s, 
granting companies two years 
after awarding a policy in which 
they may deny benefits. 

In Galanty’s case, Paul Revere 
didn’t need to ask for an anti¬ 
body test. Had they merely asked 
for a copy of his medical records 
prior to the conclusion of the 
two-year statute of limitations, 
said Hanssens, they might have 
noted unusual symptoms, or the 
fact that he was participating in 
a double-blind placebo-con¬ 
trolled study at the University of 
California, Los Angeles. 

“They asked nothing about 
AIDS at the time,” Hanssens said. 
“And there was nothing under 
the law that would have prevent¬ 
ed them from excluding AIDS. 
Paul Revere in particular has 
been one company that has been 
in the habit of recruiting people 
like our client, collecting premi¬ 
ums from them for several years, 
and then denying coverage based 
on new information.” 

The court’s decision also lev¬ 


els the playing field for the in¬ 
dustry’s potential customers, 
Hanssens said, noting that nowa¬ 
days almost anyone might test 
positive on one diagnostic test or 
another. In addition to standard 
tests such as high blood pressure 
or high cholesterol, an increasing 
array of genetic tests can suggest 
a predisposition for manifesta¬ 
tion of a potentially disabling 
disease. 

Insurance companies have at¬ 
tempted to use these tests to cir¬ 
cumvent the law requiring that 
their policies include the incon¬ 
testability clause, even though, as 
Hanssens pointed out, “people 
can test positive and be com¬ 
pletely symptom-free for many 
years.” 

“The highest court in Califor¬ 
nia has sent a powerful message 
to insurers that they cannot take 
payments from policyholders for 
years, and then try to avoid 
obligations to pay benefits when 
claims are made,” said Mary 
Newcombe, a Lambda cooperat¬ 
ing attorney with the law firm 
Caldwell, Leslie, Newcombe & 
Pettit who argued the case before 
the Supreme Court. The opinion 
can be viewed at www.courtin- 
fo.ca.gov/opinions. 

Lawyers for the insurance 
company, meanwhile, warned 
that the decision could lead to 
disability insurance rate hikes for 
everyone. 

Though Paul Reveres lawyers 
failed to prove that Galanty had 
purposely misled the insurance 
company on his application, de¬ 
fending attorney Gail Cohen told 
the San Francisco Chronicle that 
the decision “sends a message 
that you’re much better off lying 
on an insurance application and 
concealing your condition ... be¬ 
cause if you lay low after two 
years you get off scot-free.” 

Because Galanty began col¬ 
lecting benefits in 1996 for a 
non-AIDS related condition - 
tremors in his hands - the court 
awarded him back payments to¬ 
taling only $72,000. The justices 
also sent his claims for bad faith 
and emotional distress back to 
the Court of Appeals since they 
were not dealt with in previous 
rulings. T

Things you should know about VIRACEPT VIRACEPT is generally 
well tolerated. People treated with VIRACEPT may experience some side 
effects; the most common is diarrhea. Diarrhea of moderate or severe 
intensity occurred in about one out of five 
people in clinical trials. 

Some common medications and some HIV- 
related medications should not be taken with 
VIRACEPT. Protease inhibitors, including 
VIRACEPT, may interact with cholesterol¬ 
lowering drugs. Talk to your doctor about any 
prescription or non-prescription drugs you are 
taking. For some people, protease inhibitors have been associated with 
the onset or worsening of diabetes mellitus and hyperglycemia, changes 
in the distribution or accumulation of body fat, and increased bleeding 
in patients with hemophilia.

Information for Patients About V1RACEPT® (Vl-ra-cept) 

Generic Name: nelfinavir (nel-FIN-na-veer) mesylate 

For the Treatment of Human Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV) Infection 

Please read this information carefully before taking VIRACEPT. Also, please 
read this leaflet each time you renew the prescription, just in case anything 
has changed. This is a summary and not a replacement for a careful 
discussion with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss VIRACEPT 
when you start taking this medication and at regular checkups. You should 
remain under a doctor’s care when taking VIRACEPT and should not change 
or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

What is VIRACEPT and how does it work? 

VIRACEPT is used in the treatment of people with human immunodeficiency 
virus (HIV) infection. Infection with HIV leads to the destruction of CD4 T 
cells, which are important to the immune system. After a large number of 
CD4 cells have been destroyed, the infected person develops acquired 
immune deficiency syndrome (AIDS). 

VIRACEPT works by blocking HIV protease (a protein-cutting enzyme), which 
is required for HIV to multiply. VIRACEPT has been shown to significantly 
reduce the amount of HIV in the blood. You should be aware, however, that 
the effect of VIRACEPT on HIV in the blood has not been correlated with long¬ 
term health benefits. Patients who took VIRACEPT also had significant 
increases in the number of C04 cell count. 

VIRACEPT is usually taken together with other antiretroviral drugs such 
as Retrovir® (zidovudine, AZT), Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC), or Zerit® (stavudine, 
d4T). Taking VIRACEPT in combination with other antiretroviral drugs reduces 
the amount of HIV in the body (viral load) and raises CD4 counts. 

VIRACEPT may be taken by adults, adolescents, and children 2 years of age 
or older. Studies in infants younger than 2 years of age are now taking place. 

Does VIRACEPT cure HIV or AIDS? 

VIRACEPT is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of 
VIRACEPT are not known at this time. People taking VIRACEPT may still 
develop opportunistic infections or other conditions associated with HIV 
infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections, and Kaposi's sarcoma. 

It is not known whether VIRACEPT will help you live longer or reduce the 
number of infections or other illnesses that may occur. 

There is no proof that VIRACEPT can reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to 
others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Who should or should not take VIRACEPT? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether VIRACEPT is 
appropriate for you. In making your decision, the following should be 
considered: 

Allergies: If you have had a serious allergic reaction to VIRACEPT, you 
must not take VIRACEPT. You should also inform your doctor, nurse, or 
pharmacist of any known allergies to substances such as other medicines, 
foods, preservatives, or dyes. 

If you are pregnant: The effects of VIRACEPT on pregnant women or their 
unborn babies are not known. If you are pregnant or plan to become 
pregnant you should tell your doctor before taking VIRACEPT. 

If you are breast-feeding: You should discuss with your doctor the best 
way to feed your baby. You should be aware that if your baby does not 
already have HIV, there is a chance that it can be transmitted through 
breast-feeding. Women should not breast-feed if they have HIV. 

Children: VIRACEPT is available for the treatment of children 2 through 13 
years of age with HIV. There is a powder form of VIRACEPT that can be mixed 
with milk, baby formula, or foods like pudding. Instructions on how to take 
VIRACEPT powder can be found in a later section that discusses how 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder should be prepared. 

If you have liver disease: VIRACEPT has not been studied in people with 
liver disease. If you have liver disease, you should tell your doctor before 
taking VIRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the use of 
VIRACEPT. Some people taking protease inhibitors have developed new or 
more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some people with hemophilia 
have had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have hemophilia 
types A and B, diabetes mellitus, or an increase in thirst and/or frequent 
urination. 

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking protease 
inhibitors. These changes may include increased amount of fat in the upper 
back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast, and around the trunk. Loss of fat 
from the legs and arms may also happen. The cause and long-term health 
effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 

Can VIRACEPT be taken with other medications? 

VIRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take without a 
prescription. You must discuss with your doctor any drugs that you are 
taking or are planning to take before you take VIRACEPT. 

Drugs you should not take with VIRACEPT: 

• Hismanal® (astemizole, for allergies) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride, for heartburn) 

• Cordarone® (amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 

• Quinidine® (for irregular heartbeat), also known as Quinaglute®, 

Cardioquin®, Quinidex®, and others 

• Ergot derivatives (Cafergot® and others, for migraine headache) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

Taking the above drugs with VIRACEPT may cause serious and/or life- 
threatening adverse events. 


• Rifampin® (for tuberculosis), also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, 
or Rifamate® 

This drug reduces blood levels of VIRACEPT. 

Dose reduction required if you take VIRACEPT with: 

• Mycobutin® (rifabutin, for MAC); you will need to take a lower dose of 
Mycobutin. 

A change of therapy should be considered if you are taking 
VIRACEPT with: 

• Phenobarbital 

• Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

• Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These agents may reduce the amount of VIRACEPT in your blood and make it 
less effective. 

• Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) 

If you are taking the pill to prevent pregnancy, you should use a different 
type of contraception since VIRACEPT may reduce the effectiveness of oral 
contraceptives. 

Special considerations 

Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with VIRACEPT, talk to your doctor about 
possible drug interactions and side effects. If you take Viagra and VIRACEPT 
together, you may be at increased risk of side effects of Viagra such as low - 
blood pressure, visual changes, and penile erection lasting more than 4 
hours. If an erection lasts longer than 4 hours, you should seek immediate 
medical assistance to avoid permanent damage to your penis. Your doctor 
can explain these symptoms to you. 

It is not recommended to take VIRACEPT with the cholesterol-lowering drugs 
Mevacor® (lovastatin) or Zorcor® (simvastatin) because of possible drug 
interactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions between 
VIRACEPT and Lipitor® (atorvastatin) and Baycol® (cerivastatin); talk to your 
doctor before you take either of these cholesterol reducing drugs with 
VIRACEPT. 

How should VIRACEPT be taken with other anti-HIV drugs? 

Taking VIRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs increases their ability to 
fight the virus. It also reduces the opportunity for resistant viruses to grow. 
Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV medicine, your doctor will 
direct you on how to take VIRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. These 
drugs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This will 
depend on how many times a day each medicine should be taken. It will also 
depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 

Nucleoside analogues: No drug interaction problems were seen when 
VIRACEPT was given with: 

• Retrovir (zidovudine, AZT) 

• Epivir (lamivudine, 3TC) 

• Zerit (stavudine, d4T) 

• Videx® (didanosine, ddl) 

If you are taking both Videx (ddl) and VIRACEPT: 

Videx should be taken without food, on an empty stomach. Therefore, you 
should take VIRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two hours 
before you take Videx. 

Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIs): 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

Viramune® (nevirapine) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be reduced. Studies are now 
taking place to learn about the safety of combining VIRACEPT with Viramune. 
Sustiva’” (efavirenz) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. A dose adjustment 
is not needed when VIRACEPT is used with Sustiva. 

Other NNRTIs 

VIRACEPT has not been studied with other NNRTIs. 

Other protease inhibitors: 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

Crixivan® (indinavir) 

The amount of both drugs in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 
Norvir™ (ritonavir) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 
Invirase® (saquinavir) 

The amount of saquinavir in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

What are the side effects of VIRACEPT? 

Like all medicines, VIRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side effects 
experienced with VIRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea is the 
most common side effect in people taking VIRACEPT, and most adult patients 
had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment. In clinical studies, 
about 14-20% of patients receiving VIRACEPT 750 mg (three tablets) three 
times daily or 1250 mg (five tablets) two times daily had four or more loose 
stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled using antidiarrheal 
medicines, such as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and others, which are 
available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving 
VIRACEPT include abdominal pain, asthenia, nausea, flatulence, and rash. 

There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in less 
than 2% of patients receiving VIRACEPT. However, these side effects may 
have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to the illness 
itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side effects in 
patients who took VIRACEPT along with other drugs compared with those 
who took only the other drugs. For a complete list of side effects, ask your 
doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 


How should I take VIRACEPT? 

VIRACEPT is available only with your doctor’s prescription. Your doctor may 
prescribe the light blue VIRACEPT Tablets either as 1250 mg (five tablets) 
taken two times a day or as 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. 
VIRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light snack. 

Take VIRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase or 
decrease any dose or the number of doses per day. Also, take this medicine 
for the exact period of time that your doctor has instructed. Do not stop 
taking VIRACEPT without first consulting with your doctor, even if you 
are feeling better. 

Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not give 
VIRACEPT to others or take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

The dosing of VIRACEPT may be different for you than for other patients. 
Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on the label. 
The amount of VIRACEPT in the blood should remain somewhat consistent 
over time. Missing doses will cause the concentration of VIRACEPT to 
decrease; therefore, you should not miss any doses. However, if you miss 
a dose, you should take the dose as soon as possible and then take your 
next scheduled dose and future doses as originally scheduled. 

Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VIRACEPT is 1250 mg (five tablets) taken 
two times a day or 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. Each 
dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. 

Dosing in children 2 to 13 years of age 

The VIRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The recommended 
dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, taken three times 
daily with a meal or light snack. This can be administered either in tablet 
form or, in children unable to take tablets, as VIRACEPT Oral Powder. 

Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be 
given three times daily using the measuring scoop provided, a measuring 
teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and age of the 
child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is 
described in the chart below.

In measuring oral powder, the scoop or teaspoon should be level. 

*1 level scoop contains 50 mg of VIRACEPT. Use only the scoop provided 
with your VIRACEPT bottle. 

?1 level teaspoon contains 200 mg of VIRACEPT. Note: A measuring 
teaspoon used for dispensing medication should be used for measuring 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder. Ask your Pharmacist to make sure you have a 
medication dispensing teaspoon. 

How should VIRACEPT Oral Powder be prepared? 

The oral powder may be mixed with a small amount of water, milk, formula, 
soy formula, soy milk, dietary supplements, or dairy foods such as pudding 
or ice cream. Once mixed, the entire amount must be taken to obtain the full 
dose. 

Do not mix the powder with any acidic foods or juice, such as orange or 
grapefruit juice, apple juice, or apple sauce, because this may create a bitter 
taste. 

Once the powder is mixed, it may be stored at room temperature or 
refrigerated for up to 6 hours. Do not heat the mixed dose once it has been 
prepared. 

Do not add water to bottles of oral powder. 

VIRACEPT powder is supplied with a scoop for measuring. For help in 
determining the exact dose of powder for your child, please ask your doctor, 
nurse, or pharmacist. 

VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, and 
therefore should not be taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 

How should VIRACEPT be stored? 

Keep VIRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. Keep 
bottle closed and stored at room temperature (between 59°F and 86°F) away 
from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp place. Heat and 
moisture may reduce the effectiveness of VIRACEPT. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure 
that if you throw any medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 
Discuss all questions about your health with your doctor. If you have 
questions about VIRACEPT or any other medication you are taking, ask your 
doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You can also call 1.888.VIRACEPT

Blast from

T hirty years ago, on June 28,1970, there was a “Gay-In” picnic 
in San Francisco’s Golden Gate Park following a march on 
Polk Street that was a fairly small gathering. This Sunday, June 
25, thousands of lesbians, gays, bisexuals, transgender, and straight 
supporters will march in the city’s annual LGBT Pride Parade and 
Celebration. Hundreds of thousands more will watch, in what has 
become one of the state’s largest events, rivaling the Tournament of 
Roses Parade in Pasadena. 

We’ve come a long way. 

The city’s first actual parade, according to the Pride Committee 
and city resident Greg L. Pennington, took place on June 25,1972. 
Pennington, who has compiled a detailed sheet of parade statistics, 
noted that the event took place on Polk Street that year; there was 
no theme and no grand marshal. The event was called “Christo¬ 
pher Street West,” and then-Mayor Joseph Alioto refused to issue a 
proclamation. In 1973, the parade started on Post Street and was 
known as “Gay Freedom Day,” a name that stuck for nearly 10 years. 

In 1977, the parade route was on Market Street for the first time, 
starting at Embarcadero and ending at Civic Center, where there 
was an afternoon celebration. That, too, has been an ongoing tra¬ 
dition, except for a few years when the festivities were at the Em¬ 
barcadero. 

The next year, 1978, saw Supervisor Harvey Milk march in the 
parade as an openly gay elected official - he would be shot dead 
that November, along with Mayor George Moscone. It was 
Moscone who issued the first mayoral proclamation for Gay Pride 
Week in 1976. That tradition has continued ever since. 

Also in 1978, the rainbow flag and the San Francisco Les¬ 
bian/Gay Freedom Day Marching Band debuted in the parade, and 
it marked the first time that the event received city funding from 
the Hotel Tax Fund. Pennington’s data indicates there were 138 pa¬ 
rade contingents, and a crowd of 240,000. 

In 1979, the Dykes on Bikes made its first appearance in the pa¬ 
rade. Now called the Women’s Motorcycle Contingent for legal rea¬ 
sons, the popular group traditionally leads the parade. 

In 1981, Pennington said the name was changed to “Internation-

Cho biz 

Celebrity grand marshal makes no apologies

Iftl hat is it about San Fran- 
cisco native Margaret 
W m Cho that keeps people 
hysterically aroused and on edge 
at the same time? 

Maybe it’s the fact that Cho, 
who doesn’t identify as gay or 
straight - “just slutty” - doesn’t 
see the need to defend queerness 
with biological arguments or by 
de-sexualizing the culture. The 
only controversial speaker at the 
April 30 Millennium March on 
Washington (she referred to the 
Washington Monument as a giant 
dildo), Cho’s work as a stand-up 
comedian focuses on the limita¬ 
tions imposed on minorities in 
order to make them more “pre¬ 
sentable.” 

“It’s a kind of politically cor¬ 
rect cynicism that serves against 
minorities, to tone down who we 
are in order to be accepted,” Cho 
told the Bay Area Reporter. “There 
are never those standards for 
straight white males.” 

Cho, whose television show All 
American Girl made her the first 
Asian American sitcom star, 
knows all about trying to fit into 
an identity that isn’t her own; she 
lost 30 pounds for her role be¬ 
cause her face was “too wide,” her 
show was “too Asian” or some¬ 
times “not Asian enough,” and 
producers had no problem asking 
her to “act more Chinese” (she’s 
Korean). 


One only needs to watch the 
movie version of her stage show, 
I’m The One That I Want - play¬ 
ing at San Francisco’s Internation¬ 
al Lesbian and Gay Film Festival 
this Friday, June 23 at 6 p.m. - to 
understand Cho’s journey from 
“the dark days” to a humorous 
self-acceptance of all aspects of 
herself. 

But Cho isn’t preaching - “just 
commenting,” when she observes 
the injustices of the world; her 
shtick, after all is comedy, and her 
perfect delivery and wit will be the 
main attraction when she presides 
over the parade as the city’s 
celebrity grand marshal. 

Although she is appearing at 
other Pride celebrations across 
the country, San Francisco’s 
grand marshal honor is particu¬ 
larly exciting to Cho, whose ca¬ 
reer got its start here after she 
dropped out of high school and 
decided to pursue her own 
dreams in the realm of Bay Area 
nightlife. For Cho, her role as the 
gay mecca’s grand marshal is mul¬ 
tifaceted. 

“I’m representing joyfulness, 
fun, and a lot of different aspects 
of the community, like bisexuality, 
people of color, and women,” she 
said. “Most importantly, I’m com¬ 
ing home, and back to the gay 
community that has always been 
so supportive.” 

Her acceptance within the 
Asian community, she explained, 
has been a bit more mixed. 

“Within the mainstream Asian 


American culture, there’s been a 
kind of grudging acceptance over 
time. I’m not like anything they’ve 
ever seen; I’m not this pretty deli¬ 
cate little girl who’s unspoken. 
Whereas with the gay community 
I’ve had love and acceptance all 
along. So I see myself as a sort of 
bridge between both the Asian 
and gay cultures.” 

“But it’s kind of like the differ¬ 
ence between the Golden Gate 
Bridge and the Bay Bridge,” she 
quickly added in a comic rant 
about her connection to the two 
groups. “The Golden Gate is real¬ 
ly beautiful, and you want to visit 
it, whereas the Bay Bridge is really 
functional, but it goes East, so it’s 
more difficult.” 

Combining her two experi¬ 
ences is the group she is particu¬ 
larly fond of, the Gay Asian Pacif¬ 
ic Islander Alliance, and Cho will 
bridge the cultures in her own 
personalized way when she per¬ 
forms at both Pride’s main stage 
and the event’s first-ever Asian 
and Pacific Islander stage. 

“I’m so excited,” said Cho, who 
emphasized that the festival is, in 
more than one way, a return to her 
roots. 

“For me, gay is the norm. The 
heterosexuals are an aberration in 
my world, a perversion,” Cho ex¬ 
plained. “And yet there’s a unity of 
struggles that reaches across sexu¬ 
alities. The same fight for rights 
embodies all these different mi¬ 
nority groups, and that’s what I 
feel I’m bringing to Pride.” ▼

al Lesbian and Gay Freedom Day.” 

The only parade death oc¬ 
curred in 1982, when Darryl 
Kevin Anderson was run over by a 
float. 

The first U.S. senator to speak 
at a gay celebration took place in 
1986, when former Senator Alan 
Cranston addressed the crowd. 

In 1987 the name was changed 
again, this time to “Lesbian and 
Gay Freedom Day,” according to 
Pennington. That year also 
marked the first parade grand 
marshals, gay Supervisor Harry 
Britt and lesbian attorney Mary 
Dunlap. [For more on former pa¬ 
rade grand marshals, see page 44.] 

The parade route changed in 
1988, when the event started in 
the Castro and proceeded to Civic 
Center. That year also marked the 
first participation by a San Fran¬ 
cisco mayor, Art Agnos. Since 
then, mayors have been part of the 
event - former Mayor Frank Jor¬ 
dan rode in the parade, and the 
current mayor, Willie Brown, has 
long participated, dating back to 
his days as a state assemblyman. 

The Castro starting point was 
short-lived, and in 1990 the Mar¬ 
ket Street route that began at Em- 
barcadero was used. 

In 1995, the name was changed 
again, this time to the current Les¬ 
bian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgender 
Pride Parade and Celebration. 

From 1993 to 1997, the route 
was reversed as the parade started 
at Civic Center and concluded at 
the Embarcadero, where the cele¬ 
bration took place. During the 
1990s, the number of contingents 
approached 200, Pennington’s 
data indicates, and the crowd 
swelled to 500,000. 

There have been controversies 
over the years; one of the more 
notable was over 1993’s theme, 


“Year of the Queer.” In contrast, 
most of the other parade themes 
sound similar to one another. 
Some examples: “United for Free¬ 
dom, Diversity is Our Strength” 
(1976), “Gay Frontiers Past, Pre¬ 
sent, Future (1977), “Honor Our 
Past, Secure Our Future” (1985), 
“Proud, Strong, United” (1987), 
“Rightfully Proud” (1988), “A 
Simple Matter of Justice” (1992), 
“Equality and Justice for All” 
(1996),“Proud Heritage, Powerful 
Future” (1999), and this year’s 
theme, “It’s About Freedom.” 

Some of the more unique 
themes included “Join Us, The 
More Visible We Are The Stronger 
We Become” (1975), which gets 
the prize for longest theme, 
“Strengthen the Ties, Break the 
Chains” (1983) “Unity and More 
in ’84” (1984), “Stonewall 20: A 
Generation of Pride” (1989), 
“Hand in Hand Together” (1991), 
and “A World Without Borders” 
(1995). 

This year, a number of activists 
have been critical of the Pride 
Committee, accusing it of skewing 
grand marshal results and short¬ 
changing LGBT performers at the 
expense of straight headliners. 
There also have been increasing 
complaints over the years of how 
Pride has become a victim of its 
own success, with the infusion of 
corporate dollars and the com¬ 
mercialization of the parade by 
appearances of the Budweiser 
Clydesdales and company logos 
on everything from condoms to 
key chains to T-shirts that have 
been tossed by parade participants 
to the crowds. 

It is interesting to note that 
criticism and the Pride Parade 
seem to always go hand in hand. 
Back in 1975, the parade was crit¬ 
icized for being a party and losing 
sight of the political goals of the 
movement. 

Some things never seem to 
change. ▼

S n 1962, a young man from 
New Jersey boarded a cross¬ 
country bus in search of a 
place that would let him be who 
he was. Three days later, he got off 
at the San Francisco Greyhound 
stop and “I was immediately 
cruised,” the San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors president recalls. It 
was quite a welcome for Tom Am¬ 
miano, who quickly fell into his 
first relationship, moved into the 
Castro, and immersed himself in 
the gay liberation movement. 

In the 38 years that followed it 
seems that Ammiano has been 
through it all. In the late 1970s he 
began his second and most signif¬ 
icant relationship with teacher 
Tim Curbo, and the two lived in 
Bernal Heights, with Curbo run¬ 
ning a preschool out of their 
home. Ammiano also became an 
anonymous sperm donor to a les¬ 
bian couple who happened to live 
just blocks away. As baby Annie 
matured, people couldn’t help but 
notice her striking resemblance to 
the city’s gay activist. Ammiano fi¬ 
nally met his daughter when she 
was 10 years old; she has been a 
part of his life ever since. 

While enjoying a career as both 
a public school teacher and a 


stand-up comedian, Ammiano 
was part of what was known as the 
“Lavender Sweep” in 1990, when 
several lesbians and gays were 
elected to local positions, himself 
to San Francisco’s Board of Edu¬ 
cation. Four years later Ammiano 
ran for supervisor in a “very in¬ 
tense race” in the midst of a news¬ 
paper strike and his lover’s final 
days with AIDS. Curbo died in the 
last week of the campaign, and 
Ammiano was elected, taking of¬ 
fice in 1995. 

“It has been very enriching to 
me and I’ve learned a lot,” Ammi¬ 
ano told the Bay Area Reporter of 
his experience with city govern¬ 
ment. “At times of course it’s frus¬ 
trating, but I think I’ve been able 
to affect some positive change 
particularly on social justice is¬ 
sues.” 

While in office, Ammiano co¬ 
authored San Francisco’s land¬ 
mark equal benefits ordinance, a 
law that has served as a model for 
cities, states, and corporations 
across the nation. He championed 
the fight for the Sunshine initiative 
for open government, still leads 
the push for a living wage, and 
wrote the voter-approved legisla¬ 
tion that banned ATM fees (the 
law is still in the midst of a legal 
challenge brought by the banks). 
He made political history last year 


when more than 40,000 voters 
memorized the spelling of his 
name, brought pens to the polls, 
and wrote him down on the ballot 
for mayor of San Francisco. Am¬ 
miano defeated two of three “lead¬ 
ing” candidates through commu¬ 
nity organizing instead of big

She should know. Martin and 
Lyon, who will serve together for 
the second time as grand marshals 
for the San Francisco Lesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual, and Transgender 
Pride Parade this Sunday, June 25, 
have been political activists for 
nearly half a century. 

Often, the two are celebrated as 
much for the longevity of their re¬ 
lationship as for their decades of 
political activism and, indeed, it 
can be hard to separate the two. 
Their mutual affection and re- 


uals, and transgenders - changes 
they helped to create - they also 
note the many injustices and prej¬ 
udices that remain, both in soci¬ 
ety at large and within our own 
communities. 

“We now live in Noe Valley, 
and now we have Noe Valley les¬ 
bians, and we leave the Castro to 
the men,” said Martin, matter-of- 
factly. “There’s still a lot of sexism 
among gay men.” 

At 75 and 79, respectively, Lyon 
and Martin remember the battles 


Noting that they were familiar 
with transgender people back in 
the 1950s, Lyon and Martin ap¬ 
plaud recent achievements trans¬ 
genders have made in the fight for 
visibility and inclusion, and called 
for more transgender people to 
come out. 

“I don’t care what you do, the 
thing is you can’t hide,” Martin 
advised. “That’s how you create 
change.” 

And, by the way, don’t call 
Lyon and Martin “older lesbians.”

spect were apparent throughout a 
June 9 interview with the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

“It was falling in love with a 
good friend,” Lyon said, recalling 
that she and Martin met in Seattle 
in 1949, and became lovers in 
1952. 

“Del knew she was a lesbian 
and she had told me,” she added. 
“I had never heard of lesbians.” 

Lyon and Martin moved in to¬ 
gether in 1953 in San Francisco’s 
Castro District, then predomi¬ 
nately an Italian and Irish 
Catholic working class neighbor¬ 
hood. 

In 1955, the couple and six 
other lesbians founded the 
Daughters of Bilitis, the first na¬ 
tional lesbian organization; only 
one among many credits the two 
women have to their names. Mar¬ 
tin was the first open lesbian elect¬ 
ed to the national board of the 
National Organization for 
Women in 1973. They were grand 
marshals of the San Francisco 
Pride Parade in 1989, and in 1995, 
both were delegates to the White 
House Conference on Aging. 

And while they celebrate the 
many positive changes that have 
taken place in society over the 
years for lesbians, gay men, bisex- 


for visibility for lesbians, bisexu¬ 
als, and transgenders in commu¬ 
nity politics. They recall each 
hard-fought struggle for inclusion 
by name of each group in the title 
of the Pride Parade and other 
community organizations, and 
they see these struggles as ongo¬ 
ing. 

What people call themselves 
and each other is important, and 
for Lyon and Martin, it is also im¬ 
portant to call people what they 
wish to be called. 

Don’t, for example, call them 
“queer.” 

“‘Queer’ is a nasty, nasty word,” 
said Lyon. 

When using the word to refer 
to lesbians, gays, bisexuals, and 
transgenders, people are “sub¬ 
suming them all in the word 
‘queer,’” said Martin. “In doing so, 
you’re putting them all back in the 
closet.” 

“You’re losing the word ‘les¬ 
bian,’” Lyon emphasized. 

“Which we fought very hard 
for,” added Martin. “It took until 
1981 to get gay men to put it in 
[the title of the parade]. Until 
then, it was all about ‘gay.’ ‘Les¬ 
bian’ was taboo. 

“And the word ‘queer’ also cov¬ 
ers ‘bisexual’ and ‘transgender.’” 


“Old lesbians,” Lyon corrected, 
responding to one such attempt. 

The energetic couple clearly 
celebrates the fact that they are 
alive and healthy, and as they have 
always done together, continue to 
embrace who they are as individ¬ 
uals, while encouraging others to 
do the same. 

“Our generation is very much 
in the closet. We are now very 
much working on aging in our 
own communities,” said Lyon. “It’s 
very hard.” 

Nowadays, while numerous 
community groups make de¬ 
mands on their time, the two 
women are most active with Old 
Lesbians Organizing for Change, 
a national group Fighting ageism 
within the often youth-centric gay 
and lesbian communities, as well 
as society at large. 

Of their role as grand marshals 
in this year’s Pride Parade, “it’s al¬ 
ways an honor,” said Lyon. But she 
and Martin both see it as yet an¬ 
other means to get their messages 
out. 

“I’m hoping that our commu¬ 
nities here in San Francisco can be 
united again,” said Martin. “Right 
now, everything is divided. This is 
a year that we need unity politi¬ 
cally.” T

I t angers me so bad,” said Peter 
Fiske, “that I want to get out 
on Market Street and raise 
some hell again.” 

Fiske had just returned from a 
tour of South Africa when he 
spoke to the Bay Area Reporter in 
a June 7 interview. 

“I channel that energy into the 
AIDS Emergency Fund,” said 
Fiske, who is serving as president 
of the board of directors of San 
Francisco’s AEF. 

But he and other AEF support¬ 
ers will have a chance to hit Mar¬ 
ket Street this Sunday, when the 
group will be honored as the com¬ 
munity organization grand mar¬ 
shal of the San Francisco Lesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual, and Transgender 
Pride Parade. 

In this city, people have been 
channeling their rage against 
AIDS by supporting AEF for a 
long time. Founded in 1982, it is 
one of the oldest AIDS service or¬ 
ganizations in the world, and has 
been a favorite charity locally, 
building on a foundation of long¬ 
standing support from the leather 
and Imperial Court communities. 

“Without the leather commu¬ 
nity and the Imperial Court, there 
wouldn’t be an AIDS Emergency 
Fund,” Fiske noted. “Nowadays the 
whole community supports us.” 

AEF provides financial assis¬ 
tance to low-income men, 
women, and children of all races, 
ethnic groups, and sexual orienta¬ 
tions. Any person living with 
AIDS or disabling HIV in San 
Francisco County, with a month¬ 
ly income of $1,456 or less quali¬ 
fies for emergency financial assis¬ 
tance. Currently, clients may re¬ 
ceive maximum grants ranging 
from $500 to $700 per year, de¬ 
pending on the availability of 
funds. 

“People apply for a grant, and 
present us their bills which we 
then pay,” Fiske noted. 

Over the last 18 years, the or¬ 
ganization has distributed over 
$14 million to its clients, with 
total grants to clients in 1999 to¬ 
taling $1,533,000. In 2000, AEF 
expects to distribute about 
$130,000 per month in direct aid

to clients. 

“It’s a continuing miracle to 
me to be able to go in and sign 
those checks,” Fiske said. “Every 
one of those checks - they’re all 
people.” 

“We’re very proud to be recog¬ 
nized,” added board member and 
immediate past president Rick 
Salinas. “I’ve worked very, very 
hard to make sure we do our job, 
and raise the funds, and keep our 
integrity, and that’s very impor¬ 
tant. 

“And we need all the help we 
can get to keep it going.” 

One way parade-goers can get 
involved with AEF is to join its 
Pride contingent this Sunday. The 
group is calling for hundreds of 
volunteers, new and old, to help 
put its 40-foot float together fea¬ 
turing Val Diamond and Beach 
Blanket Babylon, and to help carry 
a large portion of the mile-long 
rainbow flag created by Gilbert 
Baker for the 25th anniversary 
Stonewall March in New York City 
in 1994. (Call 415-436-0140 or 
415-863-4296 to sign up.) 

And if you can’t help out, the 
huge flag will presumably give you 
an opportunity to donate to the 
popular charity by throwing coins 
from the sidelines - and yes, AEF 
will take your pennies, too. 

Last year, AEF’s “Every Penny 
Counts” campaign raised about 
$125,000 with donation jars 
placed in businesses throughout 
the city, and all that loose change 
adds up to paying a lot of rent in 
times of crisis for many people 
with disabling HIV/AIDS. About 
70 to 75 percent of AEF’s clients 
use the funds to pay rent. 

With a $1.5 million budget last 
year, AEF utilizes a remarkably 
low percentage of its income on 
overhead. According to Fiske, the 
AIDS Emergency Fund spends 
nearly 90 percent of all money 
raised directly to support people 
living with AIDS or disabling HIV. 
With no executive director, the 
group is managed by the all-vol¬ 
unteer board and a small paid 
staff, assisted by the work of over 
300 volunteers. 

Fiske said the entire organiza¬ 
tion is honored to be recognized 
as a grand marshal of the Pride 
Parade for its work in making life 


a little more livable for people liv¬ 
ing with HIV and AIDS. 

“I’m very happy. I’m happy be¬ 
cause AEF has worked very hard for 
18 years,” he said. “We’ve done a 
good job of it, and it’s something 
the community can be proud of.” ▼

Grand marshals 
recall their day in 
the Pride Parade

S an Francisco’s Pride Parade 
hasn’t always had grand 
marshals, but the people 
who have been selected to serve as 
the honorary leaders of the event 
since 1987 represent a broad range 
of diversity. The Bay Area Reporter 
interviewed many of those who 
served as grand marshals. Others,

Maupin (1994), and signer Holly 
Near (1988) that we were unable 
to contact. 

What follows are the thoughts 
of the former grand marshals we 
were able to speak with. 

Harry Britt, 1987 

Harry Britt was on the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors 
the year he was named grand 
marshal, having first been ap¬ 
pointed to the board in January 
1979 following the assassination 
of Harvey Milk. 

“It was a terrific year,” Britt 
said, referring to 1987. He had just 
run for Congress, and lost, but he 
called the race an “enormously 
unifying and uplifting experience. 

“It was a strong time,” he said. 
“I think the community felt good 
about the campaign.” 

Britt said the AIDS epidemic 
had taken its toll on the communi¬ 
ty during much of the 1980s, but 
that by 1987, people were “getting a 
sense of control of the epidemic.” 

“By 1987, the community was 
feeling a lot stronger, and we had 
an enormous sense of pride in the 
response we developed to the epi¬ 
demic that became a model. There 
was a new wave of energy.” 

As for the parade itself, Britt 
served as grand marshal with 
Mary Dunlap, and he said they 
had a fun time. “Doing that with 
Mary was great. We were pretty 
much on foot with our friends. 


We had fun, which is what you’re 
supposed to do.” 

In 1988, Britt became presi¬ 
dent of the Board of Supervisors. 
He did not run for re-election in 
1992. 

Currendy, Britt teaches history, 
political theory, and cultural stud¬ 
ies at New College in San Francis¬ 
co, where he holds the formal title 
of Harvey Milk Chair of Activism 
and Social Justice. “I’m having a 
great time as a teacher,” he said. 

Mary Dunlap, 1987 

“1987 was indeed the year that 
Harry Britt and I were grand mar¬ 
shals, or as we referred to our¬ 
selves, grand marshmallows,” 
Mary Dunlap said, “of the Les¬ 
bian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgender 
Freedom Day Parade and Cele¬ 
bration. It was a great honor.” 

Dunlap, an attorney and long¬ 
time lesbian activist, agreed with 
Britt and said that 1987 was a 
great year. “We had a lot of fun. 
We held hands and marched 
down Market Street together to 
Civic Center.” 

Gay Olympics was very much 
in the news. 

Dunlap said she helped carry a 
banner up the street that said, 
“Supreme Court - keep your laws 
off our Olympic tongues,” in ref¬ 
erence to the court’s 5-4 decision 
against Dunlap’s clients, the 
founders of the Gay Olympics.

COMBIVIR® Tablets (lamivudine/zidovudine tablets) 

The following is a brief summary only; see full prescribing information for complete product information. 


INDICATIONS AND USAGE: COMBIVIR in combination with other antiretroviral agents is indicated for the treatment 
ol HIV infection. 

Description of Clinical Studies: COMBIVIR: There have been no clinical trials conducted with COMBIVIR. See CLINICAL 
PHARMACOLOGY for information about bioequivalence. One COMBIVIR Tablet given twice a day is an alternative regimen to 
EPIVIR Tablets 150 mg twice a day plus RETROVIR 600 mg per day in divided doses. 

Lamivudine Plus Zidovudine: The NUCB3007 (CAESAR) study was conducted using EPIVIR 150-mg Tablets (150 mg 
b.i.d.) and RETROVIR 100-mg Capsules (2 x 100 mg t.i.d.). CAESAR was a multicenter, double-blind, placebo-controlled study 
comparing continued current therapy [zidovudine alone (62% of patients) or zidovudine with didanosine or zalcitabine (38% 
of patients)] to the addition of EPIVIR or EPIVIR plus an investigational non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitor, 
randomized 1:2:1. A total of 1816 HIV-infected adults with 25 to 250 (median 122) CD4 cells/mm 3 at baseline were enrolled: 
median age was 36 years, 87% were male, 84% were nucleoside-experienced, and 16% were therapy-naive. The median 
duration on study was 12 months. Results are summarized in Table 1.

CONTRAINDICATIONS: COMBIVIR Tablets are contraindicated in patients with previously demonstrated clinically significant 
hypersensitivity to any of the components of the product. 

WARNINGS: COMBIVIR is a fixed-dose combination of lamivudine and zidovudine. Ordinarily, COMBIVIR should not be 
administered concomitantly with either lamivudine or zidovudine. 

The complete prescribing information for all agents being considered for use with COMBIVIR should be consulted before 
combination therapy with COMBIVIR is initiated. 

Bone Marrow Suppression: COMBIVIR should be used with caution in patients who have bone marrow compromise 
evidenced by granulocyte count <1000 cells/mm 3 or hemoglobin <9.5 g/dL (see ADVERSE REACTIONS). 

Frequent blood counts are strongly recommended in patients with advanced HIV disease who are treated with COMBIVIR. 
For HIV-infected individuals and patients with asymptomatic or early HIV disease, periodic blood counts are recommended. 
Lactic Acidosis/Severe Hepatomegaly with Steatosis: Lactic acidosis and severe hepatomegaly with steatosis, including fatal 
cases, have been reported with the use of nucleoside analogues alone or in combination, including lamivudine, 
zidovudine, and other antiretrovirals. A majority of these cases have been in women. Obesity and prolonged nucleoside 
exposure may be risk factors. Particular caution should be exercised when administering COMBIVIR to any patient with known 
risk factors for liver disease; however, cases have also been reported in patients with no known risk factors. Treatment with 
COMBIVIR should be suspended in any patient who develops clinical or laboratory findings suggestive of lactic acidosis or 
pronounced hepatotoxicity (which may include hepatomegaly and steatosis even in the absence of marked transaminase 
elevations). 

Myopathy: Myopathy and myositis, with pathological changes similar to that produced by HIV disease, have been 
associated with prolonged use of zidovudine, and therefore may occur with therapy with COMBIVIR. 

PRECAUTIONS: 

Patients With HIV and Hepatitis B Virus Coinfection: In clinical trials and postmarketing experience, some patients with HIV 
infection who have chronic liver disease due to hepatitis B virus infection experienced clinical or laboratory evidence of 
recurrent hepatitis upon discontinuation of lamivudine. Consequences may be more severe in patients with decompensated liver 
disease. 

Patients With Impaired Renal Function: Reduction of the dosages of lamivudine and zidovudine is recommended for patients 
with impaired renal function. Patients with creatinine clearance <50 mL/min should not receive COMBIVIR. 

Information for Patients: COMBIVIR is not a cure for HIV infection and patients may continue to experience illnesses 
associated with HIV infection, including opportunistic infections. Patients should be advised that the use of COMBIVIR has not 
been shown to reduce the risk of transmission of HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. Patients should 
be informed that the major toxicities of COMBIVIR are neutropenia and/or anemia. They should be told of the extreme 
importance of having their blood counts followed closely while on therapy, especially for patients with advanced HIV 
disease. Patients should be advised of the importance of taking COMBIVIR as it is prescribed. 

Drug Interactions: Coadministration of ganciclovir, interferon-alpha, and other bone marrow suppressive or cytotoxic agents may 
increase the hematologic toxicity of zidovudine (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY section of full prescribing information). 
Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, and Impairment of Fertility: Carcinogenicity: 

Lamivudine: Lamivudine long-term carcinogenicity studies in mice and rats showed no evidence of carcinogenic potential at 
exposures up to 10 times (mice) and 58 times (rats) those observed in humans at the recommended therapeutic dose. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine was administered orally at three dosage levels to separate groups of mice and rats (60 females 
and 60 males in each group). Initial single daily doses were 30,60, and 120 mg/kg per day in mice and 80,220, and 600 
mg/kg per day in rats. The doses in mice were reduced to 20, 30, and 40 mg/kg per day after day 90 because of 
treatment-related anemia, whereas in rats only the high dose was reduced to 450 mg/kg per day on day 91 and then to 300 
mg/kg per day on day 279. 

In mice, seven late-appearing (after 19 months) vaginal neoplasms (five nonmetastasizing squamous cell carcinomas, one 
squamous cell papilloma, and one squamous polyp) occurred in animals given the highest dose. One late-appearing 
squamous cell papilloma occurred in the vagina of a middle-dose animal. No vaginal tumors were found at the lowest dose. 

In rats, two late-appearing (after 20 months), nonmetastasizing vaginal squamous cell carcinomas occurred in animals 
given the highest dose. No vaginal tumors occurred at the low or middle dose in rats. No other drug-related tumors were 
observed in either sex of either species. 

At doses that produced tumors in mice and rats, the estimated drug exposure (as measured by AUC) was approximately 
three times (mouse) and 24 times (rat) the estimated human exposure at the recommended therapeutic dose of 100 mg every 
4 hours. 

Two transplacental carcinogenicity studies were conducted in mice. One study administered zidovudine at doses of 20 
mg/kg per day or 40 mg/kg per day from gestation day 10 through parturition and lactation with dosing continuing in 
offspring for 24 months postnatally. The doses of zidovudine employed in this study produced zidovudine exposures 
approximately three times the estimated human exposure at recommended doses. After 24 months, at the highest dose, an 
increase in incidence of vaginal tumors was noted with no increase in tumors in the liver or lung or any other organ in either 
gender. These findings are consistent with results of the standard oral carcinogenicity study in mice, as described earlier. A 
second study administered zidovudine at maximum tolerated doses of 12.5 mg/day or 25 mg/day (-1000 mg/kg nonpregnant 
body weight or -450 mg/kg of term body weight) to pregnant mice from days 12 through 18 of gestation. There was an 
increase in the number of tumors in the lung, liver, and female reproductive tracts in the offspring of mice receiving the 
higher dose level of zidovudine. 

It is not known how predictive the results of rodent carcinogenicity studies may be for humans. 

Mutagenicity: Lamivudine: Lamivudine was negative in a microbial mutagenicity screen, in an in vitro cell 
transformation assay, in a rat micronucleus test, in a rat bone marrow cytogenetic assay, and in an assay for unscheduled 
DNA synthesis in rat liver. It was mutagenic in a L5178Y/TK +/ ‘ mouse lymphoma assay and clastogenic in a cytogenetic assay 
using cultured human lymphocytes. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine was mutagenic in a L5178Y/TK +/ ' mouse lymphoma assay, positive in an in vitro cell 
transformation assay, clastogenic in a cytogenetic assay using cultured human lymphocytes, and positive in mouse and rat 
micronucleus tests after repeated doses. It was negative in a cytogenetic study in rats given a single dose. 

Impairment of Fertility: Lamivudine: In a study of reproductive performance, lamivudine, administered to male and female 
rats at doses up to 130 times the usual adult dose based on body surface area considerations, revealed no evidence of 
impaired fertility (judged by conception rates) and no effect on the survival, growth, and development to weaning of the 
offspring. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine, administered to male and female rats at doses up to 7 times the usual adult dose based on body 
surface area considerations, had no effect on fertility judged by conception rates. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C. 


COMBIVIR’ Tablets (lamivudine/zidovudine tablets) 

COMBIVIR: There are no adequate and well-controlled studies of COMBIVIR in pregnant women. Reproduction studies with 
lamivudine and zidovudine have been performed in animals (see Lamivudine and Zidovudine sections below). COMBIVIR 
should be used during pregnancy only if the potential benefits outweigh the risks. 

Lamivudine: Reproduction studies with orally administered lamivudine have been performed in rats and rabbits at 130 and 
60 times, respectively, the usual adult dose (based on relative body surface area) and have revealed no evidence of 
teratogenicity. Some evidence of early embryolethality was seen in the rabbit at doses similar to those produced by the usual 
adult dose and higher, but there was no indication of this effect in the rat at orally administered doses up to 130 times the usual 
adult dose. Studies in pregnant rats and rabbits showed that lamivudine is transferred to the fetus through the placenta. 

Zidovudine: Reproduction studies with orally administered zidovudine in the rat and in the rabbit at doses up to 500 mg/kg 
per day revealed no evidence of teratogenicity with zidovudine. Zidovudine treatment resulted in embryo/fetal 
toxicity as evidenced by an increase in the incidence of fetal resorptions in rats given 150 or 450 mg/kg per day and rabbits 
given 500 mg/kg per day. The doses used in the teratology studies resulted in peak zidovudine plasma concentrations (after 
one-half of the daily dose) in rats 66 to 226 times, and in rabbits 12 to 87 times, mean steady-state peak human plasma 
concentrations (after one-sixth of the daily dose) achieved with the recommended daily dose (100 mg every 4 hours). In an 
additional teratology study in rats, a dose of 3000 mg/kg per day (very near the oral median lethal dose in rats of 3683 mg/kg) 
caused marked maternal toxicity and an increase in the incidence of fetal malformations. This dose resulted in peak zidovudine 
plasma concentrations 350 times peak human plasma concentrations. No evidence of teratogenicity was seen in this 
experiment at doses of 600 mg/kg per day or less. Two rodent carcinogenicity studies were conducted (see Carcinogenesis, 
Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility). 

Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry: To monitor maternal-fetal outcomes of pregnant women exposed to COMBIVIR and 
other antiretroviral agents, an Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry has been established. Physicians are encouraged to register 
patients by calling 1-800-258-4263. 

Nursing Mothers: The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention recommend that HIV-infected mothers not breastfeed 
their infants to avoid risking postnatal transmission of HIV infection. 

COMBIVIR: Zidovudine is excreted in breast milk (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Pharmacokinetics: Nursing Mothers 
subsection of full prescribing information); however, no data are available on COMBIVIR or lamivudine. Therefore, there is a potential for 
adverse effects in nursing infants. Mothers should be instructed not to breastfeed if they are receiving COMBIVIR. 

Pediatric Use: COMBIVIR should not be administered to pediatric patients less than 12 years of age because it is a fixed-dose 
combination that cannot be adjusted for this patient population. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS: 

Lamivudine Plus Zidovudine Administered As Separate Formulations: In four randomized, controlled trials of EPIVIR 300 
mg per day plus RETROVIR 600 mg per day, the following selected clinical and laboratory adverse events were observed (see 
Tables 2 and 3).

Observed During Clinical Practice: In addition to adverse events reported from clinical trials, the following events have been 
identified during post-approval use of EPIVIR and/or RETROVIR. Because they are reported voluntarily from a population of 
unknown size, estimates of frequency cannot be made. These events have been chosen for inclusion due to a combination of 
their seriousness, frequency of reporting, or potential causal connection to EPIVIR and/or RETROVIR.

Zidovudine: Acute overdoses of zidovudine have been reported in pediatric patients and adults. These involved exposures up 
to 50 grams. The only consistent findings were nausea and vomiting. Other reported occurrences included headache, 
dizziness, drowsiness, lethargy, confusion, and one report of a grand mal seizure. Hematologic changes were transient. All 
patients recovered. Hemodialysis and peritoneal dialysis appear to have a negligible effect on the removal of zidovudine while 
elimination of its primary metabolite, GZDV, is enhanced. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION: The recommended oral dose of COMBIVIR for adults and adolescents (at least 12 years of 
age) is one tablet (containing 150 mg of lamivudine and 300 mg of zidovudine) twice daily. 

Dose Adjustment: Because it is a fixed-dose combination, COMBIVIR should not be prescribed for patients requiring dosage 
adjustment such as those with reduced renal function (creatinine clearance <50 mL/min) or those experiencing dose-limiting 
adverse events.

The court ruling forced organiz¬ 
ers to switch to the current name, 
Gay Games. 

“I took great pleasure in saying 
the words ‘Gay Olympics, Gay 
Olympics, Gay Olympics’ out 
loud,” Dunlap said.

Despite the snafus, Rubenstein 
said she gave a “rousing speech” 
and that “it was a good experience 
and it was great to be given that 
honor.” 

“I was the first bi person to be 
grand marshal. There was still a 
lot of biphobia then, and there’s 
still a lot of biphobia now.” 

A few months ago, Rubenstein 
said she went to a function for the 
Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgen¬ 
der Community Center Project 
and board members left out “bi¬ 
sexual” - they told her they “for¬ 
got.” 

“That’s a mantra I’ve heard all 
my life,” she said. 

Rubenstein, who’s nearing 70, 
is a therapist and has a Ph.D. in 
sexology. In 1999 she received the 
Woman of the Year Award from 
the Gay, Lesbian, Bisexual, Trans¬ 
gender Historical Society of 
Northern California and she 
spoke at the Lesbian, Bisexual, 
Transgender Women’s Forum 
convened by Supervisor Leslie 
Katz earlier this year.

“You could mark my whole 
story by San Francisco Pride Pa¬ 
rades,” Keith Meinhold said.

The first time Meinhold expe¬ 
rienced the parade, the former 
Navy service member went with a 
few gay friends and shied away 
from anyone with a camera. For 
the second parade, he brought 
some of his straight friends, but 
remained on the sidelines.

“I had more gay men tell me 
how to wave. I had like, five differ¬ 
ent waves. It helped me.” 

Ka-ahumanu said the LGBT 
community has moved forward. 
“We’ve come a long way, and since 
1994, thank God, we keep going.” 

Ka-ahumana was a founder of 
the Safer Sex Sluts, an HIV educa¬ 
tion theater troupe, and she used 
to manage the Valencia Rose 
(where Josie’s Cabaret was) as an 
out bisexual. She was the first out 
bisexual on the board of the Na¬ 
tional Lesbian and Gay Task 
Force, where she’s served for the 
last three years. 

These days, she’s involved with 
NGLTF and writing again. “I’m 
trying to finish my book entitled 
My Grass Roots Are Showing .” 

Candace Gingrich, 1995 

“The whole year was very 
much a whirlwind,” Gingrich said. 
“I went to 52 cities in six months.” 

Gingrich became known as the 
lesbian half-sister of then-House 
Speaker Newt Gingrich, the far- 
right former congressional leader 
who rose to power after the 1994 
mid-term elections. 

“Being grand marshal of the 
San Francisco Pride Parade defi¬ 
nitely for me was like the icing on 
the cake. 

“Nobody does Pride like San 
Francisco,” she added. “People 
weren’t just lining the street, they 
climbed up on lamp posts and 
were hanging out windows.” 

Gingrich said that her coming 
out and speaking out “was a good 
thing, and was appreciated.” 

Today, Gingrich is the manager 
for the Fluman Rights Campaign’s 
National Coming Out Project, 
where she oversees the day to day 
workings. The project responds to 
phone calls and provides resource

of last year’s Pride Parade, Harry 
Hay - widely regarded as one of 
the leaders of the modern gay 
rights movement - and his long¬ 
time partner, John Burnside, re¬ 
mained in San Francisco as Hay 
suffered from various medical 
problems.

Patient Information about SUSTIVA* (sus-TEE-vah) 
for HIV (Human Immunodeficiency Virus) Infection 
Generic name: efavirenz (eh-FAH-vih-rehnz) 


you've taken the medicine for a few weeks. If you have these side effects, such as dizziness, 
it does not mean that you will also have severe depression, strange thoughts or angry 
behavior. Tell your doctor promptly if any of these side effects continue or if they bother 
you. There is the possibility that these symptoms may be more severe if SUSTIVA is used 
with alcohol or mood altering (street) drugs. You should avoid driving or operating 
machinery if you are having these side effects. 


Please read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each time 
you refill your prescription, in case there is any new information. Don’t treat this leaflet 
as your only source of information about SUSTIVA. Always discuss SUSTIVA with your 
doctor when you start taking your medicine and at every visit. You should remain under 
a doctor’s care when using SUSTIVA. You should not change or stop treatment without 
first talking to your doctor. 

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used to help treat HIV, the virus that causes AIDS (acquired 
immune deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of HIV drug called a "non-nucleoside 
reverse transcriptase inhibitor" (NNRTI). 

How does SUSTIVA work? 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (called "viral load"). SUSTIVA 
must be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, 
SUSTIVA has been shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells (a type 
of immune cell in blood). SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 

Does SUSTIVA cure HIV or AIDS? 

SUSTIVA is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other 
infections associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important that you remain under 
the care of your doctor. 

Does SUSTIVA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Continue to 
practice safe sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take SUSTIVA? 

•The dose of SUSTIVA for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken together) 
once a day by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see Can children 
take SUSTIVA?). 

•Take SUSTIVA at the same time each day. You should take SUSTIVA at bedtime during 
the first few weeks or if you have side effects, such as dizziness or trouble concentrating 
(see What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA?). 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water, juice, milk or soda. You may take SUSTIVA with or without 
meals; however, SUSTIVA should not be taken with a high fat meal. 

•Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose 
right away. If you do miss a dose, do not double the next dose. Carry on with your regular 
dosing schedule. If you need help in planning the best times to take your medicine, 
ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

•Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on 
your own. Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

•When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. 
This is very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the 
medicine is stopped for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to SUSTIVA 
and become harder to treat. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious 
problem in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any 
other side effects while your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children 
may be lower than the dose for adults. Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are 
available. Your child’s doctor will determine the right dose based on your child’s weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to SUSTIVA or any of its ingredients. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor right away if you: 

•Are pregnant or want to become pregnant 
•Are breast-feeding 

•Have problems with your liver, or have had hepatitis 

• Start or change any medicine 

• Have side effects while taking SUSTIVA 

• Have a history of mental illness, substance or alcohol abuse 

What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA? 

A small number of patients have had severe depression, strange thoughts, or angry 
behavior. Some patients have had thoughts of suicide and a few patients have actually 
committed suicide. These problems tend to occur more often in patients with a history 
of mental illness. You should contact your doctor immediately if you think you are having 
these symptoms, so your doctor can decide whether you should continue to take SUSTIVA. 

Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating, 
and/or unusual dreams a few hours after starting treatment with SUSTIVA. These feelings 
may be less noticeable if you take SUSTIVA at bedtime. They also tend to go away after 


One of the most common side effects is rash. These rashes usually go away without any 
change in treatment. In a small number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop 
a rash, call your doctor promptly. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. 
However, this is not a complete list of side effects reportadrwith SUSTIVA when taken with 
other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this leaflet alone for information about side effects. 
Your doctor can discuss a more complete list of side effects with you. 

Please contact your doctor immediately before stopping SUSTIVA because of side 
effects. Tell your doctor or other healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while 
taking SUSTIVA. 

What about birth control, pregnancy, or breast-feeding? 

Women should not become pregnant while taking SUSTIVA. Birth defects have been seen 
in animals treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in humans. 
You should use a condom or diaphragm in addition to other methods of birth control while 
taking SUSTIVA. Inform your doctor immediately if you are pregnant. If you want to become 
pregnant, talk to your,doctor. Do not take SUSTIVA if you are breast-feeding. Talk to your 
doctor if you are breast-feeding your baby. 

Can I take other medicines with SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines (including ones for HIV). Your doctor 
may change your medicines or change their doses. For this reason, it is very important to: 

• Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

•Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes those 
you buy over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your medicines when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how much 
you take, and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture of 
the medicines you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation. 

The following medicines may cause serious and life-threatening side effects when taken 
with SUSTIVA. You should not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA**: 
•Hismanal® (astemizole) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

•Halcion® (triazolam) 

•Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

The following medicines may need to be changed or have their dose changed when 
taken with SUSTIVA**: 

•Crixivan® (indinavir) 

•Fortovase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

How should I keep SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is available as 50 mg, 100 mg, and 200 mg capsules. 

Keep SUSTIVA at room temperature (77°F) in the bottle given to you by your pharmacist. 
The temperature can range from 59°- 86°F. 

Keep SUSTIVA out of the reach of children. 

How can I learn more about SUSTIVA? 

Talk to your doctor or other healthcare provider if you have questions about either 
SUSTIVA or HIV. For additional information you can visit the SUSTIVA website at 
http://www.sustiva.com.

nightmare for some LGBT par¬ 
ents.” 

It is a somewhat understand¬ 
able position to take as a parent 
under societal attack; while the 
staunch conservative “pro-family” 
side insists that LGBT people are 
sick creatures who should not 
have children, even the most pro¬ 
gay heterosexual voters usually 
support domestic partnership and 
gay adoption, but draw the line at 
“flaunting” gayness in front of 
kids. Naturally we would want to 
prove all of these viewpoints 
wrong. 

Yet instead of standing firm on 
our right to sexuality, or retaliat¬ 
ing by exposing the right wing’s 
similar “sick” lifestyles - whether 
by catching a Bible-thumper 
spanking his wife, or merely 
showing the world exactly how 
obsessive the right wing is about 
ass (see photo, right) - some gays 
validate homophobic views by 
publicizing how they, too, can 
teach their children to fear LGBT 
expression. 

“I am deeply saddened by 
many of the organizers who are 
unwilling to accommodate a cele¬ 
bration for the Pride in all of us,” 
said an Alternative Family editori¬ 
al in “Kids, Hide Your Eyes,” the 
magazine’s special issue for Pride. 

Of course, it is not just some 
LGBT parents who advocate for a 
sex-free Pride; many young single 
people who “happen to be gay” are 
equally repulsed by public same- 
sex displays. 

“Pride Festivals can be a mixed 
blessing,” according to an article 
in the online magazine Indepen¬ 
dent Gay Forum. “They reinforce a 
healthy resolve to carry on our ex¬ 
istence without shame or hiding, 
yet also seem to encourage in-

your-face and radical posturing 
that can antagonize straight on¬ 
lookers and distort what sex real¬ 
ly means in our lives.” 

But as Good Vibrations owner 
and sex expert Carol Queen 
points out, it isn’t just the “sex” 
that some gay people have a prob¬ 


lem with; it’s any expression that 
goes against heterosexual norms. 

“When you look at these argu¬ 
ments that discourage us from 
doing anything that ‘looks bad,’ it’s 
important to ask what in fact con¬ 
stitutes sexual behavior,” Queen 
told the Bay Area Reporter. “It’s

no company has ever asked that

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not just nudity or explicit sex ... 
there has never been an enormous 
amount of that at these functions 
... it’s things like gender expres¬ 
sion, drag, even simple public af¬ 
fection. It’s interesting how sex 
does or doesn’t get defined and 
what we are actually responding 
to.” 

With this hyper-sensitivity to 
“how we look,” and as more cor¬ 
porate sponsors rush to publicize 
our “cleaner” image, many ac¬ 
tivists worry about the effect on 
other members of the community. 
Will the freedom of expression 
that has been a backbone of 
LGBT-visibility soon be censored 
out of Pride?

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ness with them,” according to 
Gipson. 

“Were very comfortable with 
nudity. We’re very comfortable 
with the leather community,” Gip¬ 
son told the B.A.R. “In fact we’re 
taking everything a step further 
this year and asking the mayor’s 
office to grant amnesty to women 
who want to go topless at Pride.” 

Yet others point out that the 
censorship that occurs under cor¬ 


porate funding is more subtle 
than outright orders to “tone it 
down.” 

“In the ‘good old days,’ when 
the parade had no exposure, 
someone would videotape the 
event and circulate it, and every¬ 
body would rush to the bars to see 
it,” said Edward Goehring, who 
has been a Pride volunteer since 
1984. “Back then, we decided how 
we presented ourselves. But now 
that television has taken it over 
and bought the rights to the 
footage, the anchor people give 
their commentary on our com¬ 


munity, and the camera conve¬ 
niently swings away from stuff 
they don’t want to show.” 

What that means, of course, is 
that queer kids in rural areas and 
other people who can’t make it to 
the parade “will no longer be able 
to view any overt queer sexuality,” 
according to Goehring. “And 
when you strip that away, that 
piece of us becomes unknown, 
which is very dangerous.” 

Nationally, more Pride Parades 
are very open about taking steps 
to tone down sexually explicit im¬ 
ages. A relieved pride-goer in 


Maryland told Alternative Family , 
“Baltimore Pride Fest, over the 
years, has more awareness. ... We 
find it to be a very supportive en¬ 
vironment, not focused on sexual 
activity but on lesbian and gay 
couples with full lives.” 

Do full lives not include sex? 

San Francisco Pride, while it 
will not censor sexual expression 
along the parade route, has creat¬ 
ed special family areas sterile 
enough to be anybody’s nursery 
school, a compromise that allows 
“everyone to participate, without 
being restricted by anyone else’s 


Because those right-wingers 
are sometimes known for vio¬ 
lence, nobody advocates that gays 
put themselves at risk. But at 
Pride, it is the fear of political 
backlash that is the predominant 
reason given by LGBT people ad¬ 
vocating for a benign event. 

“What does it accomplish 
when we are offensive? Whom are 
we winning?” asks the Indepen¬ 
dent Gay Forum in response to re¬ 
ports of a queer “kissing booths” 
on Pride days at college campus¬ 
es. “More importantly, whom are 
we losing?” 

In the April issue of the mid¬ 
west magazine Lavender, a list of 
pitfalls to avoid at the Millennium 
March on Washington empha¬ 
sized that same-sex affection 
should occur only away from the 
crowds. 

“Don’t reenact a five-girl 
make-out scene for the camera¬ 
man who is eager for a few titillat¬ 
ing shots of hot lesbian love,” 
reads Pitfall number one. “You 
may find yourself ... the poster- 
child of the next fundamentalist 
Christian, right-wing, anti-gay 
video propaganda.” 

But the Millennium March, 
with its emphasis on “faith and 
family,” largely excluded leather 
and lust from its platform, had 
fewer attendees and less media 
coverage than previous marches, 
and is now in the throws of a fi¬ 
nancial scandal that sets us further 
back than any public kiss ever has. 
And all this disruption happened 
for the sake of an event that ac¬ 
complished nothing radical (one 
syndicated lesbian columnist said 
this was the only march she had 
ever felt “safe” enough to attend). 
Perhaps if the perverts were in 
charge, this country could have 
seen some genuine progress. 

For despite continuous asser¬ 
tions by LGBT anti-expressionists 
that they aren’t “assimilationist, 
conservative, or against identities 
and freedoms,” it actually is a 
right-wing value that gay and gen¬ 
der-variant feelings are okay as 
long you don’t act on them or 
show them in public. After all, it 
isn’t the sexless homo that the 
fundies hate; they consider their 
own ex-gays to be “cured” simply 
by virtue of fantasizing without 
copulating, and their ex-lesbians 
just need makeup and a manicure 
to be on the road to “improve¬ 
ment.” 

Additionally, it isn’t fooling 
anyone that we are “just like other 
couples” if our message is that 
straights don’t have sex. And, as 
Queen points out, it doesn’t ad-

participation,” according to San 
Francisco Pride Executive Direc¬ 
tor Teddy Witherington.

“In smaller counties, for in¬ 
stance, the protesters are there and 
the right wing is there waiting for 
anything like that so they can 
make their point,” said Withering¬ 
ton.

vance our cause to pretend that 
most “ordinary” people don’t have 
sexual or even zany sides. 

“Why is it that nudity is toler¬ 
ated in events like ‘Bay to Break- 
ers,’ where people make the front 
page of the Examiner for the 
world to laugh and say, ‘Oh, that’s 
what happens in crazy San Fran¬ 
cisco,”’ asks Queen. “Who do you 
think gave the public that idea 
about San Francisco anyway? We 
did.” 

Comedian Margaret Cho, who 
received criticism from LGBT 
people for comparing the Wash¬ 
ington Monument to a giant dildo 
at the Millennium March, agrees 
that “not offending” heterosexuals 
misses the point of the struggle for 
civil rights. 

“Why should we even care 
about being acceptable to straight 
people? It’s so demeaning to 
everyone except for those in 
power,” Cho told the B.A.R. “We 
should have the same rights re¬ 
gardless of whether we’re accept¬ 
able to straight white men or not.” 

Indeed, just like the religious 
right never dismisses the “show us 
your tits” crowd at Mardi Gras as 
“unrepresentative of heterosexu¬ 
als,” the gay people who advocate 
for less LGBT expression at Pride 
don’t even mention the hetero-sex 
images that pervade our culture. 
Is it just that these gays have be¬ 
come numb and unaffected by 
straight sex because those people 
have dared, for so many years, to 
actually express themselves? 

We are in fact ordinary, and 
very much like many straight peo¬ 
ple in the sense that we all have 
families, friends, and personal 
goals. But since the one glaring 
difference is with whom we have 
sex, does it make sense to leave 
that out of the fight? 

For some Pride events, the an¬ 
swer is yes. 

“Although it may not have a G- 
rating yet, Pride events all around 
the country are slowly changing,” 
boasts Alternative Family. 

This is a message that neglects 
both the historical and political 
importance of Pride, according to 
longtime participants. 

“When queer folks talk of dis¬ 
approval it’s simply about a degree 
of straight demonstrativeness that 
we supposedly can’t have the same 
level of access to,” says Queen. 
“That’s part of the reason people 
get so frisky during the parade, is 
that it is a safe space. Let us also 
not forget the historical factors 
that gave us the parade, like the 
rag tag marches by the Sexual 
Freedom League in the late 
1960s.” 

Goehring agrees. 

“If all sexual and gender ex¬ 
pression is only in private, where 
is our visible queerness, and how 
will we advance?” he said. “Gay 
people with this ‘Sit down and 
shut up,’ view are saying that they 
have nothing in common with 
drag queens or leather folk, which 
is always a shocking thing to hear. 
So much for gay history.” ▼

What is the most important information I should know about 

Ziagen? 

About 5% of patients (5 in 100) who take Ziagen have a 
hypersensitivity reaction (a serious allergic reaction) that may 
result in death. If you have skin rash or 2 or more of the 
following sets of symptoms, you may be having this kind of 
reaction: 

• fever 

• nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, or abdominal pain

• sore throat, shortness of breath, or cough 

A written list of these symptoms is on the Warning Card provided 
by your pharmacist.

Ziagen can have other serious side effects. Be sure to read “What 
are the possible side effects of Ziagen?” in the section below. 

What is Ziaaen? 

Ziagen is a medication used to treat HIV infection. Ziagen is taken 
by mouth as a tablet or a strawberry-banana flavored liquid. It 
belongs to a class of anti-HIV medicines called nucleoside 
analogue reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NRTIs). Ziagen is only 
proven to work when taken in combination with other anti-HIV 
medications. When used in combination with these other 
medications, Ziagen helps lower the amount of HIV found in your 
blood and keep your immune system as healthy as possible so 
that it can help fight infection. However, Ziagen does not have 
these effects in all patients. 

Ziagen does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. At this time, there is 
no evidence that Ziagen will help you live longer or have fewer of 
the medical problems that are associated with HIV infection or 
AIDS. Because of this, you must be sure to be seen regularly by 
your health care provider. 

Who should not take Ziagen? 

Do not take Ziagen if you have ever had a hypersensitivity reaction 
(a serious allergic reaction) to Ziagen. In such cases, you should 
return all of your unused Ziagen to your doctor or pharmacist for 
proper disposal. 

How should I take Ziagen? 

Take Ziagen exactly as your doctor prescribes it. 

The usual dosage for adults (at least 16 years of age) is one 
300-mg tablet twice a day. 


Adolescents and children from 3 months to 16 years of age can 
also take Ziagen. Your doctor will tell you if the oral solution or 
tablet is best for your child. Also, your child’s doctor will decide 
the right dose based on your child’s weight and age. Ziagen has 
not been studied in children under 3 months of age. 

Ziagen can be taken with food or on an empty stomach. 

To help make sure that your anti-HIV therapy is as effective as it 
can be, be very careful to take all of your medication exactly as 
your doctor prescribed it and do not skip any doses. 

If you miss a dose of Ziagen, take the missed dose immediately. 
Then, take the next dose at the regularly scheduled time. 

When your supply of Ziagen and other anti-HIV drugs starts to run 
low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. It is very important 
that you take anti-HIV drugs as prescribed by your doctor because 
the amount of virus in your blood may increase if one or more of 
the drugs is stopped, even for a short time. 

What should I avoid while taking Ziagen? 

Ziagen has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to 
others through sexual contact or blood contamination. Continue 
to practice safe sex while using Ziagen. Do not use or share dirty 
needles. 

Talk to your doctor if you are pregnant or if you become pregnant 
while taking Ziagen. Ziagen has not been studied in pregnant 
women and the risk to the unborn child is not known. 

Mothers with HIV should not breastfeed their infants because HIV 
in the breast milk can be passed to the infant. 

What are the possible side effects of Ziagen? 

Some people have had a hypersensitivity reaction (a serious 
allergic reaction) to Ziagen, which can be fatal. Instructions on how 
to recognize a possible reaction, as well as what to do if such a 
reaction is suspected, are discussed in the section “What is the 
most important information I should know about Ziagen?” 

The class of medicines to which Ziagen belongs (NRTIs) can 
cause a condition called lactic acidosis, together with an enlarged 
liver. In some cases, this condition can be fatal. Women are more 
likely than men to experience this rare but serious side effect. 

Ziagen can cause other side effects. In studies, the most common 
side effects with Ziagen were nausea, vomiting, malaise or fatigue, 
headache, diarrhea, and loss of appetite. Most of these side effects 
did not cause people to stop taking Ziagen. This listing of side 
effects is not complete. Your doctor or pharmacist can discuss with 
you a more complete list of side effects with Ziagen. Talk to your 
doctor promptly about any side effects you have. 

Medicines are sometimes prescribed for purposes other than 
those listed in a Medication Guide. Ask a health care professional 
about any concerns about Ziagen. Professional labeling is 
available to your doctor and other health care professionals. If you 
want more information, ask your doctor or pharmacist to let you 
read the professional labeling.

for HIV (Human Immunodeficiency Virus) Infection 
Generic name: lamivudine/zidovudine tablets 

Please read this information before you start taking COMBIVIR 
(pronounced KOM-bT-veer). Staying informed will help you to work more 
closely with your doctor and healthcare team to determine what is best for 
you. Remember, this information does not take the place of careful 
discussion with your healthcare provider. You should remain under a 
doctor’s care when using COMBIVIR and should not change or stop 
treatment without first talking with your healthcare provider. 

What is COMBIVIR? 

COMBIVIR is the brand name of a tablet that combines 
EPIVIR® Tablets (lamivudine tablets) [3TC®] and RETROVIR® 
(zidovudine) Tablets [ZDV], two drugs which are used to treat 
HIV (human immunodeficiency virus). HIV is the virus that 
causes AIDS (acquired immune deficiency syndrome). 

How does COMBIVIR work? 

COMBIVIR is a combination of lamivudine (la-MIV-u-deen) and zidovudine 
(zi-DOHV-u-deen), two medicines (nucleoside analogues) that slow down 
the replication of the HIV virus. This can reduce the virus’ ability to infect 
new cells. It may help lower the amount of HIV in your body (called “viral 
load”) and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. Lamivudine plus zidovudine when 
used together can have stronger (synergistic) effects against the virus. 
COMBIVIR is a convenient way of taking lamivudine and zidovudine. 
COMBIVIR should usually be taken with other anti-HIV therapy. 

Will COMBIVIR work the same as EPIVIR and RETROVIR taken together? 

Yes, taking one COMBIVIR Tablet twice a day is the same as taking one 
EPIVIR 150 mg Tablet twice a day and either two RETROVIR 100 mg 
Capsules three times a day or one RETROVIR 300 mg Tablet twice a day. 

How should I take COMBIVIR? 

Take COMBIVIR as your doctor prescribes it. The recommended dose is 
one COMBIVIR Tablet orally two times a day, with or without food. To help 
make sure you will benefit from COMBIVIR, you must not skip doses or 
take “drug holidays.” 

What should I do if I miss a dose of COMBIVIR? 

If you miss a dose by more than 4 hours, wait and then take the next dose 
at the regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 
4 hours, take your missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at 
the regularly scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed 
dose of COMBIVIR at any one time. 

Does COMBIVIR cure HIV infection or AIDS? 

No, there is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. People taking COMBIVIR 
may still develop infections or other illnesses associated with HIV. Because 
of this, it is very important to remain under the care of a healthcare 
provider. Use of lamivudine plus zidovudine has been shown to help 
patients with HIV infection stay healthy and live longer. 

Does COMBIVIR reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

No, COMBIVIR, as well as other HIV medications, has not been shown 
to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact or blood 
contamination. 

Who should not take COMBIVIR? 

You should not take COMBIVIR if you have had a serious allergic reaction 
to either lamivudine or zidovudine. 

Do not take COMBIVIR at the same time as EPIVIR or RETROVIR because 
they also contain lamivudine and zidovudine. 

Individual dosing with EPIVIR plus RETROVIR, rather than COMBIVIR, 
should be considered for: 

■ A child under 12 years of age. 

■ Anyone who requires dosage adjustments due to drug side effects or 
poor kidney function. 


What medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my 
healthcare provider? 

Talk to your healthcare provider if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while taking COMBIVIR. Ask 
your doctor about enrolling you in the Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry: 
1-800-258-4263. 

■ You are breastfeeding. Mothers infected with HIV should not breastfeed 
their infants because HIV is present in breast milk. 

Also talk to your doctor about: 

■ Problems with your blood counts. 

■ Problems with your muscles. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver 
disease, such as hepatitis. 

Can COMBIVIR be taken with other medications? 

Yes, COMBIVIR can be taken with most medications, including most 
anti-HIV drugs. Be sure to tell your healthcare provider about all 
medications, over-the-counter or prescription, that you are taking. 

What are the possible side effects of COMBIVIR? 

Do not rely on this summary alone for information about side effects. Your 
healthcare provider can discuss with you a more complete list 
of side effects that may be relevant to you. 

The safety of COMBIVIR is not expected to be different from the safety of 
EPIVIR and RETROVIR given separately. 

In clinical studies of lamivudine plus zidovudine, side effects occurring 
in 5% or more of patients included: muscle and joint pain, headache, 
nausea, weakness and fatigue, nasal symptoms, cough, diarrhea, 
nausea and vomiting, neuropathy, trouble sleeping, fever or chills, loss of 
appetite, dizziness, abdominal pain or cramps, depression, skin rashes, 
and indigestion. 

It’s important to know that serious side effects can occur with 
COMBIVIR, such as a decrease in red and white blood cells and muscle 
damage. A buildup of lactic acid and an enlarged liver, including fatal cases, 
have been reported rarely with some HIV drugs, including nucleoside 
analogues. 

For HIV-infected individuals, periodic blood tests are recommended. 
If certain changes occur in your laboratory results while you are taking 
COMBIVIR, particularly if you become anemic or if your white blood cell 
count falls too low, your medication may need to be adjusted: your doctor 
may prescribe EPIVIR plus RETROVIR separately in place of COMBIVIR. 
Tell your doctor promptly about any side effects or other unusual 
symptoms you may experience. 

Other Information 

This medication is prescribed for a particular condition. Do not 
use it for any other condition or give it to anybody else. Keep 
COMBIVIR and all medicines out of the reach of children. 

Like most prescription drugs, lamivudine and zidovudine were required to 
be tested on animals before they were allowed for human use. In animal 
studies with doses much higher than those used in humans, zidovudine 
was associated with vaginal tumors. Your healthcare provider can tell you 
more about how drugs are tested on animals and what the results of these 
tests may mean about safety for you. 

How should I store COMBIVIR Tablets? 

COMBIVIR Tablets may be stored at room temperature and do not 
require refrigeration. 

This provides a summary of information about COMBIVIR. If you have any 
questions or concerns about COMBIVIR or HIV, talk to your healthcare provider.

of queer film, a Southern queen’s plunge to the lower 
depths, a history of queer theatre, and four variations 
on the theme of Never Been Kissed. 

Frameline’s secret mission is to upset the sen¬ 
sitive, and in 1987, the festival programmers 
succeeded gloriously, with the 10 p.m. show¬ 
ing of a homoerotic mind fuck by a first-time 
Spanish filmmaker. In TrasEl Cristal (In a Glass 
Cage), Catalonian Agustin Villaronga dis¬ 
played an almost diabolical talent for handling 
a triangular tale of sex, power and revenge be¬ 
tween a seemingly angelic teenage boy, an 
ex-Nazi doctor (confined by accident 
to an iron lung), and the doctor’s 
young daughter. The deadly 
and very Catholic climax of 
In a Glass Cage sent hun¬ 
dreds of the Castro’s 
strongest stomachs reel¬ 
ing into the night. 

And now, 13 years 
later, he’s back! This 
time, the iron lung (an 
image of being buried 
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Edmund White on his latest book, ‘The Married Man*

O ften called America’s pre¬ 
mier gay novelist, Ed¬ 
mund White has recently 
come out with The Married Man 
(Knopf, $25), his much-antici¬ 
pated First novel since The 
Farewell Symphony (1997), 
which completed the autobio¬ 
graphical trilogy that also in¬ 
cludes A Boy's Own Story (1982) 
and The Beautiful Room Is Empty 
(1988). With the new book, 

White has switched from the 
trilogy’s first-person voice to a 
more objective third-person nar¬ 
ration and produced a sad yet often funny novel 
that focuses more on the topic of AIDS than any of 
his previous books. 

“I touched on it in my collection of short sto¬ 
ries [Skinned Alive], and I dealt with it in The 


Farewell Symphony, but not as 
much as I have in this one,” says 
White. Regarded as one of the 
first public figures to come out as 
HIV-positive, White was diag¬ 
nosed in 1985 but has a rare 
“non-progressive” form of the 
virus and has never been ill. 

White is sick, however, of the 
way AIDS has been sentimental¬ 
ized by so many writers. He has 
chosen instead to write honestly 
— sometimes disturbingly so — 
about the disease. 

“I think gay people who are 
facing AIDS are often shown in a 
very heroic or noble light, and I 
just think ordinary people are full 
of resentment, of each other and of the fact that 
they have to die young and of lots of other things,” 
says White, 60.

The King and I 

A musical 1 Gaveston / after 'Edward IT

: he new musical work titled 

-; Gaveston presumes that au- 
i diences will arrive familiar 
with its basic story. It would be a 
risky presumption except for the 
fact that.it follows closely on the 
heels of ACT’s high-profile pro¬ 
duction of Marlowe’s Edward II. 

Even those who only heard 
about director Mark Lamos’ 
hyper-gay production at the 
Geary Theater may have gotten an 
informal history lesson about the 
14th-century monarch who loses 
his kingdom and his life for his in¬ 
satiable love for the man named 
Gaveston. Two hundred years 
later, Christopher Marlowe un- 
blushingly dramatized this love 
that didn’t even have a name, and 
now local writers Ken Prestininzi 
and Christopher Winslow have set 
the story to music.. 

Having its premiere as a staged 
concert at St. Gregory Nyssen 
Episcopal Church, Gaveston is ob¬ 
viously still a work in progress. 
But the quality and seriousness of 
intent that marks Winslow’s 
music and Prestininzi’s libretto 
and lyrics emerge in this exceed¬ 
ingly well-sung production. 

The form of the piece is not 
easily categorizable, though orato¬ 
rio or chamber opera seem more 
appropriate descriptions than the 
usual notions of musical theater. 
Ten movements are listed in the 
program, and in each movement 
there are several musical pieces 
that may be just a few moments 
long or fill out into a traditional 
song form. 

Winslow’s complex music, 
often laced with inviting melody, 
is in a similar vein to what such 
contemporary theater composers 
as Michael John LaChiusa and 
Adam Guettel are writing. Pres¬ 
tininzi’s lyrics are rich both in 
emotion and intellect. 

What the material fails to do, at 
least in the current setting, is to 
pull fluidly together. The musical 
segments often end abruptly, 
though they could do so effective¬ 
ly if they were to lead directly into 
more music or at least dialogue. 
The result is a disconcerting chop¬ 
piness (and a running time that is 


close to three hours). 

Clearly, and wisely, singers 
were selected over actors for the 
cast. While the emoting can be 
awkward when the performers are 
without song, they each distin¬ 
guish themselves when the music 
starts to play. As Edward, J. 
Wingate Greathouse doesn’t have 
the biggest voice in the company, 
but it is an expressive instrument. 
Antoine Garth’s Gaveston starts 
out as a self-confident rogue 
whose growing depth is potently 
communicated in song by the per¬ 
former. 

As Mortimer, the king’s main 
enemy, Larry Miller can be an 
awkward presence, but he be¬ 
comes an authoritative power 
whenever he sings. As Edward’s 
neglected queen, Marcie Hender¬ 
son has both a dynamic presence 
and voice. And as Spencer, Tom 
Hart has a particularly dramatic 
instrument. Solid sounds also 


emit from Galienne Eriksen, 
Doug Mallon, and Dorothy 
Anton. Eric Butte doesn’t sing but 
projects the prince’s shedding 
adolescence. Only Brian Yates 
Sharber is off the mark, setting an 
ill-advised jokey tone as the nar¬ 
rator and communicating little 
threat as an assassin. 

The musical accompaniment 
by piano, violin, viola, and cello is 
first-class. Even in the stripped- 
down physical circumstances of 
this first production, it’s clear that 
the musical components of the 
show were not shortchanged. 
With further attention to struc¬ 
ture and staging, Gaveston could 
emerge as an important piece of 
musical theater. ▼

Axis Dance Compan/s 'The Ground 
the Air and Places in Between'

H iving in the Bay Area makes 
If most of us less surprised by 
Sill the unusual and the radically 
different. Not that we’ve become 
blase or jaded, but in the course of 
daily life we are constantly run¬ 
ning into people from different 
cultures and places of origin, peo¬ 
ple who have chosen to express 
themselves in non-traditional 
ways, and people whose differ¬ 
ences are the result of circum¬ 
stance, not choice. Choreographer 
Bill T. Jones remarked in a recent 
interview, “In the Bay Area, the 
marginal becomes the norm.” 

Even within this rich tapestry 
of human diversity, there are low- 
profile and nearly invisible 
groups. The disabled community 
is one of them. Unfortunately, 
most people are oblivious to the 
fact that anyone can join this dis¬ 
abled minority in the fraction of a 
second it takes to snap a spine or 
crush legs in an accident. 

For 13 years, Axis Dance Com¬ 
pany, based in Oakland, has been 
combining the talents of both dis¬ 
abled and able-bodied dancers in 
what is now called “integrated 


dance.” Currently at the helm are 
co-directors Judith Smith, a dis¬ 
abled lesbian who has been with 
Axis since its inception, and 
Nicole Richter, who joined in 
1997. In an effort to expand their 
horizons, Axis has just begun to 
commission choreography from 
those artists whose work they ad¬ 
mire, instead of relying solely on 


their own in-house talent. The re¬ 
sulting program of works by Bill 
T. Jones, Joe Goode, Sonya Del- 
waide and Joanna Haigood, titled 
The Ground, the Air and Places in 
Between, will have its West Coast 
premiere June 22-24 at the Cowell 
Theater as part of the National 
Queer Arts Festival. 

To show the birth of this trend, 
co-director Smith said, “Some of 
us have been working with the 
company for between and 8 and 
13 years and were ready to have 
some new input, new ideas and a 
fresh look at our capabilities. Per¬ 
sonally, I was feeling pretty stag¬ 
nant, as I had wanted to start 
commissioning work back in 
1995. Part of the reason for getting 
works from very well-known and 
respected artists was because I felt 
we deserved to have some notori¬ 
ety. Then we would also be able to 
attract other choreographers.”

Shut up and dance 

Their first encounter with an 
outside choreographer was with 
Sonya Delwaide, a French-Cana- 
dian recently transplanted to the 
East Bay. Smith said, “When we 
first started working with Sonya, 
we would offer suggestions, and 
she would say, ‘No, just shut up 
and dance.’ It was such a relief not 
to be responsible for every second 
of the piece.” 

After creating Chuchotements 
( Whisperings ), Delwaide recalled, 
“I feel I’ve been working with them 
all of my life. At first I wasn’t sure 
what they were able to do, but I was 
inspired by how open they were to 
anything I asked them to try.” 

As the new course gained mo¬ 
mentum, Axis began working 
with local choreographers Joanna 
Haigood and Joe Goode. Hai- 
good’s Descending Chords pre¬ 
miered at Dance Umbrella’s Inter¬ 
national Festival of Aerial Dance 
last year, and co-director Richter 
remembers that “when we showed 
her piece in Boston, we were the 
only integrated company, and 
people in the audience didn’t real¬ 
ize that Uli Schmitz, who per¬ 
forms on a suspended ladder, was 
disabled until he took his bow in a 
wheelchair.” 

Haigood summed up her expe¬ 
rience working with them like 
this: “It was challenging working 
with bodies that are very different 
from my own. It took some time

alive) is replaced by the squeaky 
wheels of a TB sanitarium death 
cart. I don’t how many films Vil- 
laronga has made since In a Glass 
Cage, but this year’s El Mar (The 
Sea ) finds his powers undimin¬ 
ished. The film opens on the sub¬ 
merged death mask features of a 
young man, the image transform¬ 
ing into the wide-eyed stare of the 
same beauty, convinced he’s going 
to hell for lusting after a child¬ 
hood friend. Tur stares into the 
camera and speaks of his “obses¬ 
sion for Christ’s blood.” The 
young man’s fanatic self-loathing 
stems also from having witnessed 
an orgy of politically-inspired 
killings during the Spanish Civil 
War (including the murder/sui¬ 
cide of two young boys. Villaron- 
ga is at his most ironic dealing 
with the supposed innocence of 
children.) 

The object of Tur’s lust, the 
hunky Ramallo, shows up, as if on 
cue, to torture his slowly dying 
friend (and a hospital cat — these 
kinds of films are invariably as 
hard on pets as they are on their 
religiously obsessed human char¬ 
acters.). The Sea's triangle is 
fleshed out by Francisca (a young 
girl who trailed too closely after 
the boys), doing penance as a nun. 
As in In a Glass Cage, the film- 
maker’s linking of murderous and 
self-destructive impulses to same- 
sex attraction can be misunder¬ 
stood by an audience. It was on 
Spanish soil that Christianity and 
Islam staged their standoff before 
the expulsion of the Moors pro¬ 
duced a Catholic Spain, where the 
Inquisition was internalized by 
millions of sinners. In the deadly 
tango of Tur and Ramallo, The Sea

major character (Mark Pellegri¬ 
no’s drop-dead accurate imper¬ 
sonation of a Brandoesque biker- 
boy heroin addict named Trip¬ 
per), Hotel is a thoroughly con¬ 
vincing spiritual odyssey that af¬ 
fectionately recalls the heights of 
the poetic Southern school of 
magic fairy realism. (Victoria, 
6/23, 8:30 p.m.) 

Wine-fueled kisses 

Jumping from Atlanta to Que¬ 
bec should and does produce cul¬ 
ture shock, but culture shock is 
what this festival delivers best, this 
time in the form of an obsessively 
intimate if offbeat romantic com¬ 
edy, director Jean Crepeau’s Revoir 
Julie (Julie and Me). Blonde Juliet 
(the perky Stephanie Morgen- 
stern) is determined to renew a 
15-year-lapsed friendship with 
brunette Julie (the equally pretty 
but more smoldering Dominique 
Leduc), a friendship suddenly de¬ 
railed by an impulsive kiss that re¬ 
vealed the unmanageably unre¬ 
quited feelings of teenagers at a 
very awkward stage. As luck would 
have it, 15 years’ absence hasn’t 
changed anything, and so another 
wine-fueled kiss again leads to an 
emotional train wreck. 

The strength of Julie and Me is 
first-time feature director Cre¬ 
peau’s adroit exploration of the 
contrasting dispositions of her 
heroines (the cliches about 
blondes and brunettes are con¬ 
firmed, but in a manner so engag¬ 
ing that we lap them up), and the 
use of minor characters like the 
loquacious farmer and the med¬ 
dling mom, as well as the Greek 
chorus of townspeople, who hold 
forth in both French and English. 
Julie and Me is an emotionally 
challenging Castro early-night 
date treat (6/22, 6 p.m.) 


A face from Bad Girls 


My choice for the festival

Together Alone and Relax... It’s Just 
Sex, but telling them in the dis¬ 
jointed nightmare style of Adrian 
Lyne’s Jacob’s Ladder, Urbania al¬ 
ternates between being scintillat- 
ingly erotic and being just a bit 
too cutesy — not unlike Futter- 
man’s patented sexy grin, which 
can overstay its welcome and be¬ 
come a too-knowing smirk. 

The tease is the essence of Char¬ 
lie’s style — he can butter anybody 
up with his, “Hear any good stories 
lately? Oh, I’ve got a good one, and 
this one really happened, I swear!” 
The challenge for Urbania’s director 
Jon Shear is to maintain just the 
right balance of smug urban cool 
(like we’re hip to anything that could 
possibly happen to anyone in the big 
bad city, except to us, of course) and 
yet to set us up to feel Charlie’s pain 
when it’s time to reveal where his 
pain comes from, and how to dis¬ 
tinguish it from the pain he’s con¬ 
stantly inflicting on others. The 
trick, too, which Urbania mostly 
pulls off, is to convert stage mono¬ 
logues into real drama between 
characters who are not merely the 
punchline to somebody else’s joke. 
As Charlie’s long night creeps to 
dawn, the pieces fall into place, and 
Urbania becomes a powerful com¬ 
mentary on the source of urban vi¬ 
olence — especially anti-gay vio¬ 
lence. (Castro, 6/23,8 p.m.) 

Lost in the Pershing Point Hotel 
approaches its pixies-in-Hell 
drama much more in the style of 
Truman Capote or Tennessee 
Williams. Based on actor Leslie 
Jordan’s memoir-drenched play 
on his ’70s sojourns along At¬ 
lanta’s skid row, Pershing Point 
Hotel means to be fabulous in its 
bitchy asides on the fates of drug- 
demented queens and their 
rough-trade boyfriends. The arti¬ 
ficiality of its language and ex¬ 
travagance of its visual style de¬ 
tract not a wit from its dead-on 
depiction of what it’s like to shop 
’til you drop on the wrong kind of 
drugs. The line, “Little Bo Peep 
has lost her sheep” will never 
sound quite so innocent again, 
once you’ve heard it spoken in the 
ultimate drunk tank from Hell. 
Despite the late introduction of a

Seamless 

Two festival films pull off the 
tricky ploy of taking a story from 
stage to screen without the seams 
showing. Urbania (based on 
Daniel Reitz’s play Urban Folk 
Tales ) takes us into the troubled 
mind of Charlie (Dan Futter- 
man), who, depending on who or 
what you choose to believe, may 
or may not be such a great guy. 
Ultimately a tale of mourning and 
redemption, Urbania fucks with 
our sense of reality through the 
device of weaving shaggy-dog sto¬ 
ries (literally, in the case of the old 
lady who dries her poodle off in 
the microwave) through Charlie’s 
story, teasing us along the way 
about what the hell Charlie’s story 
is. Taking the substance of P. J. 
Castellaneta’s ruminations on odd 
couple pairings in such films as 
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would be better served by silence. 
Unfortunately, Gypsy Boys falls 
into the latter category. Producer, 
writer, and director Brian Shepp 
serves up a wealth of cliches and 
stereotypes with this no-brainer. 

Shepp’s fledgling effort about 
the San Francisco singles scene de¬ 
tails the events of one weekend. It 
opens as Steven (Adam Gavzer), 
Kevin (Tom McCann), and Blair 
(Jud Parker) head out to the bar for 
a night of cruising. The next morn¬ 
ing, we follow the boys as they re¬ 
cover from the night before and 
prepare for an evening party. Then, 
in the film’s last act, the cast heads 
for the disco, where they dish, 
dance, and whine about the sorry 
state of their lives and relation¬ 
ships. The gay men portrayed here 
all study at the Have Another 
Cocktail School of Homosexuality. 

The acting in Gypsy Boys is am¬ 
ateurish, but the cast is poorly 
served by a script that provides few 
opportunities for credibility. At 
one point Kevin, who is writing a 
book about his life, comments that 
“90% of life is fluff.” This observa¬ 
tion from the pen of Brian Shepp 
says everything about his film and 
its content. Shepp concentrates his 
energies on the superficial, while 
ignoring the other ten percent. 
The characters mix drinks and re¬ 
hash their relationships — new 
and old — accusing, excusing, and 
recusing themselves from respon¬ 
sibility for their lives. Gypsy Boys 
has all the elements of Queer As 
Folk, with none of the latter’s in¬ 
telligence and wit.

It is something of a miracle 
that Alberto Rosas, in the role of 
Manny, actually manages to turn 
in a compelling, three-dimension¬ 
al portrait of something that ap¬ 
proximates a real human being. 
When Rosas speaks, you believe 
him, and because of his efforts, 
Manny emerges as the only sym¬ 
pathetic character in the film. 
Handsome Steve Rodriguez pro¬ 
vides eye candy in the role of 
Jonathan, and — somewhat inex¬ 
plicably — all the Latino cast 
members manage to emerge from 
this mess with their dignity intact. 
But the black, white, and Asian 
cast members are strictly post-lo- 
botomy, and the constant pres¬ 
ence of composer Rich McCrack¬ 
en’s house music only serves to 


deepen the monotony. Adding in¬ 
sult to injury, writer/director/pro- 
ducer Shepp spends almost two 
hours obsessing about queer sex 
without offering the consolation 
prize of a single dick shot. 

Gypsy Boys recalls films like Lie 
Down With Dogs and All the Rage, 
where the urban gay male experi¬ 
ence is miniaturized by a focus on 
self-centered, immature brats who 
put down everyone and then 
wonder why their efforts to find 
Mr. Right are constantly thwarted. 
In cinema, as in life, this is not in¬ 
teresting. ▼

Just a few weeks 
W W ago, I lamented the 
dearth of lesbian mysteries, and 
now I have three about which to 
rave. Could this force work on the 
presidential elections? Could I de¬ 
cide the winner now, and end 
months of tedious campaigning? 
Just in case I can’t, do please regis¬ 
ter to vote for A1 (at least I’m 
not George, Jr.) Gore. 

The last thing we 
women, queers, 
progressives, and 
humans need is 
Shrub choosing 
Supreme Court 
justices. If you 
need more rea¬ 
sons to vote against Junior, check 
out Shrub: The Short but Happy 
Political Life of George W. Bush by 
Molly Ivins and Lou Dubose 
(Random House, $19.95), a truly 
frightening look at Dubya’s 
abysmal record in Texas. 

Speaking of fright (transitions 
are my life), Claire McNab’s 
newest Carol Ashton mystery, 
Under Suspicion (Naiad, $11.95), 
offers terrors of a new and excep¬ 
tionally creepy kind. Carol is in 
the United States for an FBI sem¬ 
inar, and that means when a class¬ 
mate is found murdered, Carol is 



not in charge of the investigation, 
a serious problem for Detective 
Inspector control freak. When 
Carol is accused of the murder, 
she is forced to rely on the kind¬ 
ness of American law enforce¬ 
ment, not a happy place to be in 
the best of circumstances. 

McNab writes with extraordi¬ 
nary skill, creating a suspenseful 
mystery that hurtles to a breath¬ 
taking conclusion. Her characters 
are vividly drawn individu¬ 
als, and we care a 
great deal about 
what happens to 
them. McNab has 
been living in the US 
(if Los Angeles counts) 
for the past sever¬ 
al years, but her 
observations of 
things American 
still hold the pointed perspective of 
a non-native. One of the gifts of 
this novel is the chance to see our¬ 
selves as others see us. A larger gift, 
of course, is the chance to spend 
quality time with one of the most 
interesting cops in fiction. Under 
Suspicion is a real winner. 

Dutch treat 

First novels usually require 
some tempering of the critical 
gaze, or at least a warning, but 
Jenny Roberts avoids newbie pit- 
falls in her very fine first novel, 
Needle Point (Diva, $13.95). Set 
mostly in Amsterdam, Needle 
Point focuses on Cameron 
McGill’s quest to discover why her 
beloved sister was found floating 
in a canal, dead of an overdose of 
an unknown drug. Cameron 
knows that Carrie never touched 
drugs, and she cannot accept the 
easy explanation from the Dutch 
police that Carrie must have con¬ 
cealed her addiction from her sis¬ 
ter. Crushed by her own grief, Cam 
decides to go to Amsterdam and 
see what she can learn about Car¬ 
rie’s last weeks in the city, to dis¬ 
cover whether Carrie’s last assign¬ 
ment as a journalist might have 
something to do with her death. 

As an amateur detective. Cam 
makes the kind of mistakes we all 



would in the circumstances, but 
her courage in tackling the mys¬ 
tery makes her an endearing and, 
I hope, enduring personality. 
Roberts provides enough infor¬ 
mation about the city and the 
people of Amsterdam to make the 
place and its inhabitants come 
alive. Her characters ring entirely 
true, especially the villains. The 
plot is labyrinthine but not im¬ 
possible to follow, the denoue¬ 
ment is believable and truly terri¬ 
fying. The evil that comes out of 
capitalism run amok is appalling. 
Needle Point is a remarkable novel, 
well worth your time and treasure. 

Val McDermid’s Lindsay Gor¬ 
don mysteries are originally pub¬ 
lished in the UK, but if we are very 
well-behaved, they eventually turn 
up in the US. Booked for Murder, 
the fifth in the line, is now avail¬ 
able from Spinsters ($12), and it is 
a gruesome, spellbinding and 
completely satisfying novel. Lind¬ 
say Gordon has been living in Cal¬ 
ifornia, enjoying beaches and air 
conditioning for the past year, and 
can think of no good reason to 
move back to London, until life 
imitates art in a particularly grisly 
fashion. Her friend, Penny, a best¬ 
selling writer, is killed using the 
method she invented for her cur¬ 
rent, unpublished novel. When 
Penny’s ex-lover becomes the 
number one suspect in the mur-

Between Sodom and Eden: A Gay 
Journey through Today's Chang¬ 
ing Israel , by Lee Walzer; Colum¬ 
bia Univ.

H ee Walzer’s Between Sodom 
x' and Eden and Amir Sumaka’i 
If* Fink and Jacob Press’ Inde¬ 
pendence Park both offer an An¬ 
glophone reading public consid¬ 
erable insight into segments of gay 
life in Israel. Independence Park 
presents oral histories of 12 gay 
men in Israel, while Between 
Sodom and Eden moves journalis¬ 
tically through several'spheres of 
Israeli life — Judaism, the state of 
the lesbian/gay political move¬ 
ment, kibbutz culture, the mili¬ 
tary, the Palestinian minority, and 
the media, among others. Walzer 
patterns his Between Sodom and 
Eden after David Tuller’s Cracks in 
the Iron Closet, which pursued a 
similar methodology to examine 
Russian gay life and culture. 
Though apologetic, Walzer focus¬ 
es predominantly, though by no 
means exclusively, on gay men. 

These books assume little prior 
familiarity with Israeli life. For a 
reader whose knowledge of Israel 
is decent but by no means detailed 
(like mine), their explorations of 
basic Israeli culture and history 
are handy. Fink and Press’ back¬ 
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ground to Israeli cul¬ 
tural and political his¬ 
tory is more schematic 
than Walzer’s. In its 
concentrated form, it 
actually provides a 
more potent overview. 

Walzer offers a more 
dispersed set of in¬ 
sights into Israeli cul¬ 
ture and history. 

While this is appro¬ 
priate for his jour¬ 
nalistic framework, 
it might leave a 
reader anxious 
about, for example, 
the precise histori¬ 
cal meanings of 
Zionism — a con¬ 
cept crucial to any 
understanding of 
the genesis of the 
Israeli state, and 
the significance of 
Israel within the 
Jewish Diaspora. 

In both books, the intimate as¬ 
sociation of the state and les¬ 
bian/gay life in Israel is fore¬ 
grounded. Israel’s concentration 
of the Jewish Diaspora brings to¬ 
gether a massive range of people 
and ways of practicing Judaism. 
Walzer emphasizes that Jewish 
identity in Israel is viewed as a 
kind of basic shared collectivity, 
one that binds and connects. Both 
books emphasize that the very 
progressive recent policy and legal 
shifts vis-a-vis lesbian/gay life in 
Israel are taking place “within the 
Israeli consensus,” and are not 
being advanced in a more adver- 
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sarial American 
kind of political tradition. This 
development is in keeping with 
both books’ interpretation of the 
intimate relation of the state to 
public life in Israel. 

Gay reception 

Walzer’s book falters in a num¬ 
ber of places. He writes imprecise¬ 
ly at points, and at some junctures 
he ascribes certain phenomena to 
Israel life that, it could easily be ar¬ 
gued, are more the domain of 
post-industrial states in general. 
On the latter point, Walzer notes 
that the public/media reception of 
lesbian and gay themes changed 
drastically between the early and 
late 1990s, without observing that 
in fact a very similar process can be 
charted in dozens of other coun¬ 
tries, notably in Scandinavia, and 
less obviously in the UK and Spain, 
among other places. Fink and 
Press’ effort is less assailable to 
these criticisms, since it restricts 
their own authorial commentary 
to a minimum. 

Clearly, the two books are dif¬ 
ferent in their organizational 
styles. While Walzer employs a 
journalistic method simply to take 
stock of contemporary Israel, Fink 
and Press allow the substance of 
contemporary and recent Israeli 
life to be expressed in the com¬ 
mentary and observations of par¬ 
ticular interview subjects. Walzer’s 
interviewees are quoted at length 
throughout, though he himself 
does most of the synthesizing. 
While Walzer offers pinpointed 
analysis of events generally 
deemed significant to the state of 
lesbian/gay life in Israel, Fink and 
Press permit their interviewees to 
do the bulk of the talking. Walzer 
devotes one chapter to Palestinian 
gay life in Between Sodom and 
Eden, while one of Fink and Press’ 
twelve interview subjects is Arab. 
The Palestinian population of Is¬ 
rael is around 18%. 

As research projects, the two 
books are also very different. Walz¬ 
er clearly embarked upon a mas¬ 
sive undertaking, involving both 
fieldwork and archival research. 
Fink and Press’s project, from the 
research end, is less formidable. 

Both Independence Park and 
Between Sodom and Eden are wel¬ 
come and exciting books. For an 
American reading public, they 
offer important insights into a 
very different national context, 
one where lesbian/gay rights are 
considerably more advanced than 
they are in the US. Because the 
two methodologies showcased are 
so different from one another, 
they are also good companion 
pieces. T

W ell, the end of the world is 
clearly at hand. The Rev. 
Pat Robertson has come 
out against the death penalty, it 
was over 100 degrees in San Fran¬ 
cisco last week, and the Tagi tribe 
voted Stacey off the island instead 
of Rudy on Survivor. When we and 
Rev. Pat are on the same side po¬ 
litically, a tribe makes the right 
choice on Survivor (we still can’t 
believe they dumped BB and kept 
Ramona), and it’s hotter in San 
Francisco than it is in Greenwich 
Village on Pride Week, Nostro- 
damus is lurking nearby with his 
buds, the four horsemen of the 
apocalypse, who are all yelling, 
“Whassupp.” We can see portents 
when they slap us senseless. 
(Makes one wonder why the Egyp¬ 
tians had such difficulties, doesn’t 
it? After all, boils and frogs?) 

Although we were going to 
wait until the dog days of August 
to present our Lavender Tube 
Awards (because there will be 
nothing else to discuss, save more 
Christmas reruns, the final Sur¬ 
vivor, and the Republican Con¬ 
vention), we got a tad worried that 
the world might come to an end 
before then. 

Unlike the Emmys, the MTV 


and the GLAAD awards, the 
Lavender Tube Awards are for 
both the best and worst in TV. But 
unlike those awards, ours have in¬ 
tegrity (no toadying) and class 
(we want our readers to know we 
are dressed to the soignee nines 
and look tres elegant.) 

The Best Overall Coverage 
Award goes to PBS, as it should, 
for presenting a wide range of 
public service and artistic pro¬ 
gramming about, by and for 
queers. NBC and ABC tie for Best 
News Coverage of Queer Issues — 
the national nightly news on both 
networks, NBC’s Dateline, and 
ABC’s 20/20 and World News Now 
all give strong coverage to queer 
issues in a timely fashion. 

The Best Gay Couple Award 
goes to Tony and Simon on PBS’s 
EastEnders. These boys — attrac¬ 
tive, but not overly so, and thus be¬ 
lievable — kiss, hug, roll around 
under the duvet (yes, under, but at 
least they’re there together), discuss 
a range of issues from Tony’s bi¬ 
sexual past to Simon’s budding 
queer political consciousness to 
why no one got milk. These are real 
boys with real-life problems — 
they worry about paying rent, get¬ 
ting Tony’s irritating and homo- 
phobic mother out of the house, 
dealing with Simon’s abusive fa¬ 
ther, carving a future out of their 
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hardscrabble lot. Their relationship 
is tested repeatedly by external and 
internal issues. EastEnders is 
Britain’s most popular prime time 
soap opera, and for nearly 15 years 
it has had a succession of queer 
characters and couples. 

Clumsy love 

The Best Lesbian Couple Award 
goes to Willow and Tara on Buffy, 
the Vampire Slayer. These two wic- 
cans are sweet, sensual and very re¬ 
alistic in their portrayal of 
the slight clumsiness of 
new queer love. Wil¬ 
low’s coming out to 
Buffy had all the awk¬ 
wardness of real life; 

Buffy wasn’t sure she 
wanted to know, but 
friendship su¬ 
perseded queer 
fear. 

Willow be¬ 
came close to Tara when her were¬ 
wolf lover, Oz, left town. When Oz 
returned, Tara feared she would 
lose Willow to her former love. 
She didn’t. Willow’s choice to stay 
with Tara was a pop culture first 
— the girl got the girl, not the boy. 
Oz was a little freaked; he saw Tara 
wearing Willow’s sweater and 
said, “I can smell her all over you.” 
(He is part wolf.) We love Willow 
and Tara — they’ve broken the 
network taboo, leading a happy 
lesbian life in Sunnydale, land of 
vampires and demons. 

The Best Queer Couple Award 


goes to Jack and Karen on Will & 
Grace. Stereotypes for the new 
millennium — the flaming fag 
and his flambe hag — they are 
nevertheless hilarious and occa¬ 
sionally poignant. There’s little 
pretense of reality-based TV in 
sitcom land, but Jack and Karen 
don’t need reality — they have 
acid wit and vodka martinis. 

W&G also wins for Best Sit¬ 
com — unlike the old Ellen, W&G 
turned up the decibel on humor 
for the second season. 
Worst Sitcom Award 
for total dearth of 
anything gay could go 
to any sitcom on net¬ 
work TV, save The 
Simpsons and Spin 
City. Meanwhile, Sat¬ 
urday Night 
Live gets the 
Best Queer 
Content 

Award, humor category, for pre¬ 
senting the most hilarious queer 
skits this season. 

' The Best New Queer Character 
Award goes to Richard, the corpo¬ 
rate queen on Survivor. We love 
the big guy and hope his ability to 
fish keeps him on the island for as 
many weeks as possible. He’s 
smart, funny, remarkably graceful 
for being large. He’s totally out 
and unabashed, making friends 
with the old codger, Rudy, a for¬ 
mer Navy Seal who likes Richard 
despite his “homosexuality.” Dirk, 
the fundamentalist Christian who 


quotes scripture, has trouble with 
Richard’s outness, and Richard 
doesn’t back down a bit. This is 
the most queer-positive character 
TV has seen in some time. Unlike 
other shows with just one (out) 
queer (because we also have some 
questions about Susan, Gretchen 
and the now-departed Sonya), 
Survivor doesn’t isolate Richard. 
Everyone on Survivor is singular. 

Swishful thinking 

Conversely, the Worst Queer 
Character Award goes to what is 
otherwise the best show on TV, 
NYPD Blue. We hate to give this 
award, but it’s just so deserved. Bill 
Brochtrup, queer actor playing 
queer PA John Irvin on Blue for 
the past few seasons, got added to 
the credited ensemble cast last 
season. Since then, he has gasped, 
swished, sniffed, swished, cried, 
swished and searched in vain for 
something to keep his sagging 
wrist in place — and the problem 
is not carpal tunnel. Brochtrup 
isn’t a bad actor, and the writing 
on Blue is excellent. But 
Brochtrup’s character has never 
been allowed to develop for more 
than a flash here and a flit there 
into anything more than a sensi¬ 
tive nellie stereotype. Now, we are 
not bashing nellie queens — some 
of our best friends flit — but we’d 
like to see Brochtrup given an op¬ 
portunity to do a little more than 
simper and sigh. 

The Most Inclusive Talk Show 
Award goes to Bill Maher’s Politi¬ 
cally Incorrect. Maher’s sexual hero 
is Hugh Hefner and he’s a Liber¬ 
tarian (the polite term for Repub¬ 
lican), so he wouldn’t be the like¬ 
liest first choice for this award. 
Nevertheless, Maher does what no 
other talk show does (no, Springer 
doesn’t count) — discusses queer 
issues and includes queer guests. 
Maher also includes a range of 
people of color on his show — an¬ 
other anomaly on talk TV. 

The Least Inclusive Talk Show 
Award goes to Oprah. Gasp all you 
want, kids, the queen of talk, 
whose concern for relationships 
and healing the world is leg¬ 
endary, seems to have forgotten 
queers are part of that world. She’s 
done a few shows about prejudice 
in recent seasons that have includ¬ 
ed discussion of homophobia, but 
queers are always an afterthought. 
Several shows a week are devoted 
to relationship issues. Never once 
has Oprah included a queer cou¬ 
ple, nor do queer books make it 
next page ►

into her book club. 

The Best New Drama Award 
goes to The West Wing. Not only is 
this one of the best-written shows 
on network TV (oh, how we love 
that snappy dialogue), but the 
show consistently deals with queer 
issues, from hate crimes legisla¬ 
tion to don’t ask, don’t tell. Top- 
notch, high-test political drama 
for thinking viewers. 

Runner-up in this category is 
Law & Order: Special Victims Unit. 
Though not nearly as well-written 
as WW, this show has, from its in¬ 
ception last season, kept queer 
plots front and center. 

The Best Old Drama Award 
ties between NYPD Blue, Lav> & 
Order and ER for consistent queer 
storylines. 

The Best Network for Queer 
Programming Award goes to the 
WB for consistently raising the bar 
for the networks by queering up 
top shows like Buffy, the Vampire 
Slayer, Dawson's Creek, Charmed 


he queer families profiled in 
H Our House are so ordinary, 
it so normal, and so unre¬ 
markable you just know they’re 
going to drive conservatives and 
Christian fundamentalists right 
up the wall. The kids, with only 
one exception, are heterosexual. 
The parents, with only one excep¬ 
tion, are not. But their cumulative 
experiences reflect the prejudices 
and homophobia of the commu¬ 
nities in which they live. In Man¬ 
hattan and on Long Island, it’s no 
big deal; in Arkansas, both parents 
and children endure daily harass¬ 
ment. 

Producer/director Meema 
Spadola wisely focuses on the chil¬ 
dren, but the more revealing state¬ 
ments come from the parents, 
who are more experienced and ar¬ 
ticulate than their kids. Spadola’s 
work doesn’t debate anything, it 
just shows the families in their 
daily lives, and allows the children 
and parents to speak for them¬ 
selves about their experiences in 
family units with gay parents. 

Among the more interesting 
revelations are those of a rather 
butch lesbian mother who isn’t 
too comfortable with the increas¬ 
ing butchness of her own lesbian

daughter, and the four-year court 
battle the same family endured 
when the sperm donor sued for 
full parental rights. Gay and les¬ 
bian viewers will probably find 
few surprises in Our House. They 
already know that a household 
with gay parents isn’t much differ¬ 
ent from any other. But this vali¬ 
dation of the gay parenting expe¬ 
rience has an intrinsic value of its 
own for the community. 

Spadola has done a nice, 


even-handed job with Our House. 
But the film misses one great op¬ 
portunity when it fails to mention 
the occupations of the parents. By 
excluding the work aspect of 
these families, the filmmaker 
misses an opportunity to further 
illuminate the variety and diver¬ 
sity of the gay parenting experi¬ 
ence. Yet this is a minor quibble 
with an otherwise smart and en¬ 
gaging work. ▼ 


and Seventh Heaven. The runner- 
up: NBC, for bringing us the de¬ 
lightful W&G, the ever-effete Frasi¬ 
er, and consistent queer storylines 
in top shows like ER, West Wing and 
Law & Order. NBC loses points for 
dropping Profiler and Pretender, 
both with queer characters. CBS 
and Fox tie for their dearth of queer 
programming or characterizations 
(The Simpsons just isn’t enough.) 
ABC needs to try harder — Spin 
City's Carter needs a life, as does 
NYPD Blue's John. 

The Boo, Hiss Award goes to any 
network that runs the syndicated 
700 Club, for presenting homopho¬ 
bia in the guise of religion under 
the aegis of Rev. Pat Robertson. 

Finally, the WB gets the Only 
Queer Couple on Network TV 
Award for Willow and Tara on 
Buffy. While we applaud Buffy, 
creator Joss Whedon and the WB 
for this coup, we shouldn’t have to 
give awards in this category. It’s 
time for all those single queers to 
get partners and lives, and that in¬ 
cludes Will of W&G. Memo to the 
networks: We come in groups, not 
singles. Get over it. T

Golden lions 


When the sweet bird of youth flies away 


by Tavo Amador 


B ookstore shelves sag with 
self-help volumes, most too 
simplistic and general to be 
of use. But Golden Men by Harold 
Kooden, Ph.D., with Charles 
Flowers (Avon Books, $14), is an 
exception, because it’s one of the 
few books addressing issues facing 
gay men as we hit middle age. 
Since it applies to me, I was curi¬ 
ous about what it had to say. 

Psychologist Kooden outlines 
key developmental differences be¬ 
tween gay men and “nongay” men, 
a term chosen to emphasize that 
both sexual orientations are nor¬ 
mal, although each has unique 
characteristics. The central theme 
is how the ongoing coming out 
process — to oneself, family, 
friends, classmates, colleagues, 
neighbors — is instrumental in re¬ 
versing negative images of homo¬ 
sexuality as well as aging. The lat¬ 
ter are prevalent in American soci¬ 
ety in general, but especially ram¬ 


pant among gay men and nongay 
women. Fear of aging and homo¬ 
phobia result in the stereotype of 
the lonely, bitter old queen. 

Kooden illustrates how nongay 
adolescence is filled with rituals cele¬ 
brating the change from child¬ 
hood to adulthood: bar mitz- \ / / 
vahs for Jews, confirmations 
for Catholics, senior proms for 
high school graduates. They 
help the adolescent cope with 
physical changes and nascent 
sexuality. But those rituals 
don’t apply to gay adoles¬ 
cence. Instead, nongay society 
condemns ho¬ 
mosexuality, 
resulting in 
internalized 

homophobia and denial of what the 
teenager is feeling. The author argues 
that adolescence for gay men is there¬ 
fore delayed, not biologically, but 
emotionally. This delay leads to a dif¬ 
ferent progression to adulthood and 
the perceived immaturity of gay men. 

Kooden outlines four ages for 
gay men: chronological or clock 


age, based on our birthdate; bio¬ 
logical, or body age, based on cer¬ 
tain physical characteristics, in¬ 
cluding how a gay man looks in re¬ 
lation to other men his clock age; 
experiential or heart age, which 
has an emotional component and 
is the age a man feels he is; and 
' or gay age, defined as 
“how long a man has been 
practicing and preparing 
for the adult expression of 
his sexual orientation.” 
Although these four ages 
overlap, society conditions us 
to focus only on the first two, 
which often 
results in 
panic and 
depression 
when we discover, like Alexandra 
del Lago in Tennessee Williams’s 
Sweet Bird of Youth, that “It wasn’t 
that I was old. It’s just that I wasn’t 
young anymore.” 

New tools 

Kooden’s book provides new 
tools for measuring' ourselves, 


points out how unacknowledged 
internalized homophobia dam¬ 
ages our self-image, and shows 
how the ongoing coming out 
process offers opportunities to de¬ 
velop in new and healthy ways as 
we mature. 

Since the coming out process is 
not tied to chronological age, its 
benefits can begin early or later in 
our lives. Kooden provides effec¬ 
tive, often painful exercise's that 
help us capitalize on having come 
out, mitigating the damage caused 
by negative self-images. Examples 
of these images include difficulty 
in accepting praise for worthwhile 


accomplishments; fear of reveal¬ 
ing our true selves to anyone; ob¬ 
session with “looking good” as de¬ 
fined by unrealistic standards; and 
terror of the unavoidable physical 
changes accompanying chrono¬ 
logical aging. 

The book doesn’t deny the dif¬ 
ficulties we face when hitting mid¬ 
dle age or. as we grow older. But 
Kooden convincingly argues that 
by letting go of behaviors devel¬ 
oped to protect us from homo¬ 
phobia, we will find that middle 
age is meaningful, fulfilling (in¬ 
cluding sexually fulfilling) and re¬ 
warding in ways lacking when we 
were younger. He cites the re¬ 
markable response to the AIDS 
crisis as proof of our collective and 
individual strength, and shows 
how lessons learned from it apply 
far beyond our physical health. 

He discusses work and play, 
and assesses the role of money in 
our lives. He is excellent at show¬ 
ing how having enough mqney 
(which varies by individual 
lifestyle) can be liberating. How¬ 
ever, money and its importance in 
our society, particularly as we get 
older, is not really discussed, 
which is unfortunate. As Maggie 
warns in Tennessee Williams’s Cat 
on a Hot Tin Roof, “You can be 
young without money, but you 
can’t be old without it.” 

Carloads of money manage¬ 
ment books are available, so com¬ 
pensating for that shortcoming in 
Golden Men is easy. Its great value 
is in the tools provided for 
self-analysis, which will free us to 
be our true selves. Kooden shows 
how the ongoing coming out 
process starts with accepting, em¬ 
bracing, and announcing our sex¬ 
ual orientation, then enables our 
unique selves to emerge, unapolo- 
getically. He concedes it isn’t easy. 
But in jargon-free language, he de¬ 
scribes the awaiting benefits, en¬ 
courages us to undertake the jour¬ 
ney, and draws a map to guide us. 

The voyage promises to be lib¬ 
erating and rewarding. T

made up of clunky and obvious 
one-liners that are seldom more 
subtle than the recurring broad¬ 
sides about the size of the one of 
the character’s backsides. 

It is in the music that real wit 
occasionally emerges, though it 
may be lost on those whose 
knowledge of popular culture 
stretches only from Titanic to 
Everyone Loves Raymond.

What is PROPECIA used for? 

PROPECIA is used for the treatment of male pattern hair loss on the vertex and the anterior mid-scalp area. 

PROPECIA is for use by MEN ONLY and should NOT be used by women or children. 

What is male pattern hair loss? 

Male pattern hair loss is a common condition in which men experience thinning of the hair on the scalp. Often, this results 
in a receding hairline and/or balding on the top of the head. These changes typically begin gradually in men in their 20s. 
Doctors believe male pattern hair loss is due to heredity and is dependent on hormonal effects. Doctors refer to this type of 
hair loss as androgenetic alopecia. 

Results of clinical studies: 

For 12 months, doctors studied over 1800 men aged 18 to 41 with mild to moderate amounts of ongoing hair loss. 

All men, whether receiving PROPECIA or placebo (a pill containing no medication) were given a medicated shampoo 
(Neutrogena T/Gel®*** Shampoo). Of these men, approximately 1200 with hair loss at the top of the head were studied for 
an additional 12 months.

In general use, the following have been reported infrequently: allergic reactions including rash,

for me to understand what vocab¬ 
ulary they were able to access. I’m 
trying to find the right words be¬ 
cause I don’t want to say that 
they’re at a loss or they’re dis¬ 
abled. They are hardly disabled; in 
fact, they are some of the most 
abled people I’ve ever met. Their 
perseverance to transcend what 
we think of as normal taught me a 
lot. These are fabulous people 
who can rise to the level of this 
very complicated choreography.” 

Joe Goode, long noted for his 
multilayered, often humorous ap¬ 
proach, created Jane Eyre for Axis. 
“I didn’t know the work of Axis 
before I started working with 
them,” he said. “I’d seen a little bit 
on tape and thought the work was 
lovely, but a little romantic, a little 
bit purple. I wasn’t sure our aes¬ 
thetics were going to match up 
very well, because I don’t fancy 
that is what I do, and they said, 
‘No, we’re undergoing a change of 
heart, and we’re looking to have 
our aesthetic pushed around a lit¬ 
tle bit. We want to try things that 
will stretch us and take us in new 
directions.’ I said, ‘Okay, if you re¬ 
ally mean it.’ 

“The minute I got to know 
them, I learned they have a wicked 
sense of humor and a self-depre¬ 
cating way of talking about them¬ 
selves and each other,” Goode said. 
“They’re not precious about who 
they are and how they live in the 
world. We really bonded. I said, 
let’s make a piece that somehow 
addresses the issues in the dis¬ 
abled world that aren’t talked 
about too often. Often someone 
who is disabled has to negotiate 
the very difficult waters of, ‘Is 
someone going to help me? Who 
is that person going to be? How 
dependent am I going to be on 
that person? What is that relation¬ 
ship like, and what are the dy¬ 
namics?’ I thought it was very 
risky territory for them to go into. 

“Somehow, I happened onto 
this idea of Jane Eyre, who talks a 
lot about her desire for a bound¬ 
less kind of love that is all about 


service, that’s all about a kind of 
selflessness. So we starting playing 
with this idea and reading pas¬ 
sages, and really nailed this whole 
idea of service. I think we went a 
million miles further than they 
thought they could go,” said 
Goode. “I think the piece is funny, 
scary — it goes some places that 
are a little difficult for the viewer 
and certainly for the performers. 
I’m very happy with it, and I’m 
sure it will have an influence on 
what they will do in the future.” 

Goode’s feelings are reflected 
and supported by Megan Schirle, 
one of Axis’ disabled dancers. She 
recalled, “The theme in Joe’s Jane 
Eyre certainly pushed our buttons, 
but I liked moving into it when we 
got to the issue of dependence or 
interdependence that we have 
within our relationships. What 
part feels good, what part always 
feels a little edgy, or anyone would 
wish that they didn’t have to deal 
with that aspect of it, but it’s there. 
It’s portraying the reality, but 
which out of diplomacy, political 
correctness, disability PC, you 
don’t necessarily talk about. What 
Joe is working on is a truth, and 
the vehicle is Jane Eyre. There is 
not enough out there on stage that 
takes a look at those issues and re¬ 
lationships.” 

Mixed abilities 

Coming from a different angle, 
internationally acclaimed choreo¬ 
grapher Bill T. Jones shared his 
thoughts of the making of Fanta¬ 
sy in C Major. “It has been and 
continues to be a constant revela¬ 
tion about the choreographic 
process and the discourse around 
dancers with mixed abilities in an 
integrated dance company. I’m 
still learning from this experience 
how politics and culture interact, 
how groups of people shape and 
define themselves. The actual 
making of the piece came at a 
time when Axis was trying to 
change their repertory from pieces 
that dealt with what it means to be 
disabled to pieces that were more 
varied in interest and execution. I 
decided to make a piece that was 
in line with my own investiga¬ 
tions. I had this beautiful music 


by Schubert, full of strong pas¬ 
sion, and a very strong and de¬ 
manding structure. 

“Working with them was even 
more collaborative than how I 
usually work,” said Jones. “Because 
of the contact improvisational un¬ 
derpinnings of their history, there 
was this reliance on poignant 
human situation. I didn’t want to 
do synchronized wheelchairs. I

wondered if they could do purely 
formal work. I thought the chal¬ 
lenge for them would be when they 
weren’t always touching and sup¬ 
porting each other. Could they be a 
corps of dancers all standing inde¬ 
pendently in space? How do you 
suggest community, synchronicity, 
character, how do you reflect the 
music? How do you build architec¬ 
ture? I have to admit that this was 


one of the sweet early porn of 
Artie Bresson, Jr.) Guy (what 
else?), a farmer in Nazi-occupied 
France in 1943, finds the love of 
his life in the form of an impossi¬ 
bly handsome and blond wound¬ 
ed German soldier (Rolf) lying in 
the woods beyond his fields. The 
plot is a good excuse for Guy and 
Rolf to shed their mutual unhap¬ 
py pasts (Nazis and mental hospi¬ 
tals) for a life given over to ex¬ 
ploring once-unobtainable fan¬ 
tasies. We Were One Man (also no¬ 
table for being the film that kicked 
off Frameline Distribution) plays 
the postparade slot at the Castro 
(6/25 at 5 p.m.) 

Finally, Stagestruck (Victoria, 
6/24, 3 p.m.) provides a lengthy 
British look at a century of 
Anglo-American queer theatre. 
Originally a three-part series for 


new territory for me, also. It was 
through the music that I had the 
courage to choreograph what I did. 
I feel honored to have been asked 
to do the piece. It’s another oppor¬ 
tunity for me to learn something, 
and that’s always exciting.” 

Despite the huge success of 
Axis’s latest additions to its reper¬ 
tory, co-director Smith reminded 
that in terms of the dance world, 
“it’s not our disabilities that’s the 
problem. It’s accessibility, the same 
as in the real world. There are still 
performing venues and studios in 
San Francisco and Oakland which 
are not wheelchair accessible, and 
that means we cannot perform 
there or even take classes. And 
there are still some people, includ¬ 
ing dance critics, who don’t con¬ 
sider what we do to be dance, and 
don’t come to see us. 

“The misconceptions don’t 
end there. Other people assume 
that because we’re disabled that 
we must receive a lot of funding. 
No, we struggle like all small 
dance companies, hoping that we 
can hang on till the next grant 
comes in.”

British television, Stagestruck 
charts the tortured course of 
events that produced today’s open 
gay stage fare. As the program 
documents, the trial of Oscar 
Wilde led to the theatrical closet 
inhabited in the early part of the 
20th century by the likes of Noel 
Coward. Terrence Rattigan and 
Tennessee Williams pushed the 
envelope, but it fell to the likes of 
Edward Albee, Joe Orton and oth¬ 
ers too numerous to mention to 
finally break down the closet door 
and lead to a gay theatre that 
knows no boundaries in taste, 
style or subject matter. Stagestruck 
contains numerous dramatized 
examples of the kinds of queer 
theatre it chronicles. ▼

Queer children’s stories 

'Shockheaded Peter' at the Geary Theatre

JH periodic presence in letters to 

I % the editor at daily newspa- 
IPft pers is the complaint that 
that perfectly nice word “gay” has 
been kidnapped by homosexuals. 
And it’s true that the word unavoid¬ 
ably rings a contemporary chime 
whenever it resurfaces in its tradi¬ 
tional meaning. But “queer,” an ep¬ 
ithet now proudly worn, is still use¬ 
ful beyond its current appropria¬ 
tion. For example, Shockheaded 
Peter, a show without sexual orien¬ 
tation, is most definitely queer. 

What other word could prop¬ 
erly describe the current attrac¬ 
tion at the Geary Theatre, a show 
in which a giant moth snatches 
the body of a boy who bleeds to 
death after his thumbs were 
snipped off by the dreaded scissor 
man? The boy’s crime? He sucked 
his thumb even after his mother 
told him not to. 

There are a lot of disobedient 
children in Shockheaded Peter, 
most of whom receive a capital 
punishment in this touring musi¬ 
cal that ACT has borrowed as the 
final production in its subscrip¬ 
tion series. Subtitled “a junk 
opera,” it began life in England in 
1997 and has been touring the 
world ever since. 

The show appeals to that juve¬ 
nile attraction to things gross (re¬ 
member “The worms crawl in, the 
worms crawl out?”) that we now, as 
adults, can still enjoy, if packaged 
with a knowing sophistication. The 
creators of Shockheaded Peter have 
built a kind of grown-up house of 
horrors that makes us laugh more 
than shudder at its purposefully 
overheated cautionary tales. 

The source for this grotes- 
querie are the verses created by 
19th-century physician Heinrich 
Hoffman for his 3-year-old son 
after finding existing children’s 
books to be too bland. With some 
tweaking of the rhymes, the vers¬ 
es have become lyrics to songs cre¬ 
ated by an onstage band known as 
the Tiger Lillies, songs that frame 
the unpredictable, intermission¬ 
less 90-minute show. 

Lead singer and accordionist 
Martyn Jacques employs a falset¬ 
to that can grow grating (and is 
sometimes hard to understand), 
but the real magic of the show is 
in its mock-Victorian staging on 
the shadow-box set of doors, pan¬ 
els and shutters. 

Our way is led by a narrator 
with an undertaker’s pallor (the

hilariously sinister Julian Beach, 
one of the show’s creators), who 
scowls at the audience whenever it 
laughs at one of his stentorian pro¬ 
nouncements. (“I am the greatest 
actof,” he intones, “that has ever 
existed.”) The story of Shockhead¬ 
ed Peter, buried under the floor¬ 
boards by his horrified parents, 
becomes a recurring motif weav¬ 
ing itself through the other stories, 
several of which fail to make their 
mark despite the invention that 
marks the entire production. 

But when the material and the 
staging find that special blend, the 
results carl be eerily enchanting. 
When Harriet plays with matches, 
her layers of red petticoats be¬ 
come the flames that consume 
her. And in the story of the 
thumbsucker, the boy is played by 
an amazingly expressive life-size 
puppet with oversized opposable 
digits. It’s hard not to laugh at his 
horror when the scissor man goes 
snip-snip. . 

Near the end, the show breaks 
character. “This is meaningless to 
you, isn’t it?” the narrator says 
with disgust as he peers into the 
audience. “You try to do some¬ 
thing a little bit different...” The 
audience laughs with relief that 
the preceding strangeness has fi¬ 
nally been acknowledged as just 
an act. But it’s the one moment 


when Shockheaded Peters teps cau¬ 
tiously away from its own queer¬ 
ness. T

W hatever anyone might say for or against the entertainment 
line-up on the Main Stage this Pride Weekend — and I’ve 
been known to be critical myself when local gay artists 
were either underrrepresented or bumped because other “big 
name” out-of-town artists got to go on too long — if there’s any 
style you’re particularly into, with patience, if you manage to be in 
the right place at the right time, you’ll be able to experience that 
peak of musical joy you expect and deserve from a Pride Celebra¬ 
tion. It may be a mere 10-minute peak or, depending on your taste, 
you could peak for hours. Clearly the more upbeat, eclectic, and 
generally forgiving your mood is at the fest, the more likely you’ll 
be to burst out spontaneously: Yes! This makes me feel Pride! 

With some 50 Main Stage performers and speakers, I can only 
give you some of my personal picks, beginning with the daring, huge¬ 
ly talented local hip-hop group Rainbow Flava, who will rap their 
queer hearts out at 4pm; singer/songwriter Mark Weigle brings his 
down-home, queer folkiness to the stage at 1:30pm Sat. To show your 
solidarity with the queer community as everyone battles against the 
forces of intolerance, be sure to show up at the Main Sage by noon 
on Sat., when C U AV will present “Stand Against Hate,” with co-em¬ 
cees Connie Champagne and Elena, followed at 1pm by “Domes¬ 
tic Partners Commitment Ceremony” conducted by Mayor Willie 
Brown and Assembly Member Carole Migden. 

With luck on Sat. at 3:40pm, Sonoma County singer/songwriter 
Jessica star will wear her sexy leather boots and outfit, and hold 
that big, black-bodied guitar of hers between her legs like she does 
in her promo photo.

1 hings didn’t quite go as I an¬ 
ticipated this past weekend 
in Atlanta, where I traveled 
to take part as a presenter at 
Southeast Leatherfest, and to at¬ 
tend the International Slave and 
Master competition, the Southeast 
Drummer and Drummer Boy 
contests, and the Ms. Leather 
Pride competition. In fact, imme¬ 
diately after my workshop on Sat¬ 
urday morning, where Frank 
Puckett (the patriarch of leather 
in the Deep South) and I dis¬ 
cussed the leather lifestyle of the 
’40s, ’50s and ’60s, I noticed I was 
short of breath. Before I knew it, I 
was flat on my back in the VA 
Hospital in Atlanta. 

After intense tests, I was told 
that if I flew out of Atlanta to San 
Francisco the next morning, al¬ 
most certainly I would not live to 
see my landing at SFO. I was de¬ 
tained in the hospital overnight, 
thus missing the contests I was 
there to cover. 

My thanks to the wonderful 
staff of the Atlanta Veteran’s Hos¬ 
pital, my nurses Cindy, Lila, and 
Leticia, and to Dr. Christopher 
Simon for their dedication in in¬ 
suring my survival. Thanks, too, 
to the leather community for 
looking after me. With Tom Stice, 
Mark Frazier, Viola Johnson, Jill 
Carter and my daughter Queen 
Cougar on the sidelines offering 
love, caring and support, my faith 
in the leather community was 
reaffirmed. Not that I ever 
doubted anyone’s allegiance to 
the codes and ethics of the 
Leather Tribe — I always 
knew it was filled with 
compassion. I just never 
imagined being the ben¬ 
eficiary of this love, de¬ 
votion and inspiration. 

Faced with the 
stern glare of Jill 
Carter, death made 
yet another hasty re¬ 
treat. In fact, just about everyone 
attending Southeast Leather Fest 
sent a wave of love and prayers my 
way, which apparently also 
reached the higher powers that be. 
My leather brothers and sisters 
everywhere sent emails of concern

all weekend.

Yes, it was a harrow¬ 
ing ordeal. But no, con¬ 
trary to exaggerated 
reports flying all over 
the Internet, claiming 
I had collapsed with a 
heart attack in front of 600 pairs 
of leather eyes, no such thing hap¬ 
pened. Whoever wrote that mes¬ 
sage should be writing fiction. 
Happily I am able to rejoin the 
world’s greatest community, and 
even bring you some second-hand 


reports of what happened at the 
various contests.

Karrnal Knowledge

A t least four careers and one 
testicle ago, J.D. Slater was a 
pretty boy among the 
demimonde. After college, in the 
mid-’70s, while he was the techni¬ 
cal director for a prominent Man¬ 
hattan theatre group, Slater be¬ 
came a celeb of the midtown club 
scene. He modeled mink coats for 
a New York furrier; became the 
editor of Blueboy, a vastly popular 
magazine of the day; ran a pro¬ 
motional company that produced 
parties and special events; and, 
under the auspices of director/au¬ 
teur Chris Rage, became a much 
in-demand, much-filmed porn 
star. When AIDS was ravishing the 
New York scene in the ’80s, he 
moved here, made some dark, 
particularly nasty videos, and sur¬ 
vived not only obscenity charges 
when the films were imported 
into England, but a life-threaten¬ 
ing illness. 

Chris Ward has also known 
several wildly disparate careers, al¬ 
though his testicles remain intact. 
He did what he calls his “Indiana 
Jones thing” for a few years on an 
archeological dig in Panama 
after completing a doctor¬ 
ate in History and Archeol¬ 
ogy at the University of 
Florida. Moving here 
with his boyfriend, he 
did postdoctoral work 
at Berkeley, and paid the 
bills by working up to a 

high-level _ 

position in 
a stock¬ 
trading 

firm on the Pacific Stock Ex¬ 
change. By night, he whirled 
through the city’s leather clubs, 
where his fists knew many an ass, 
and his expertise was acclaimed. 
Recruited by Hot House to per¬ 
form in a videh, Ward suddenly 
found himself not only starring 
in, but directing and editing a 
groundbreaking string of fisting 
videos for the company. 

The two men met when Ward 
made a fan’s phone call to Slater. 
Mutual admiration soon turned 
to a collaboration that melds a 
nearly royal lineage — Arch 
Brown to Chris Rage to Slater — 
with its contemporary descen¬ 
ded. Slater: East Coast, old school 
cinema verite sleazemeister, and 
Ward: West Coast, new school ex¬ 
cess with finesse. Together they’re 
Raging Stallion Studios, the 
newest porn firm in town, and the 
hottest. Their product not only 
has edge, but buzz, judging from 
the reaction of the leather com¬ 
munity at the recent IML in 
Chicago. Why? There are other 
fetish videos being made, but 
none like Raging Stallion’s. To¬ 
gether, Ward and Slater have the 
balls to produce films that aren’t 
only edgy, but (gasp) artistic. 

The difference starts with the 
fact that unlike many filmmakers, 
Slater and Ward not only have the 
sex they photograph, but have 
been performers themselves. And 
unlike most pornographers, who 
seem to be angling for jobs in Hol¬ 
lywood, they have a stripped- 
down aesthetic of filmmaking. 
They call it their Prime Directive, 
which insists that nothing come 
between the viewer and the sex. 
No distracting elements, like plot, 
humor, special effects or a direc¬ 
tor’s self-indulgent tricks of edit¬ 
ing. Sets are kept simple and un¬ 
cluttered, framing the action in 
strong and handsome style. Since 
spontaneity and realism are en¬ 
couraged, performers are allowed 
to devise their own scenes, which

the directors then stage and film 
with careful and discretely applied 
craft. Lighting tends away from 
unflattering brightness to realistic 
levels that are moody and warm, 
psychologically supportive. Edit¬ 
ing follows suit, allowing ad¬ 
vances of action not by 
panning away from 
the performers to 
potted plants or the 
, clock on the wall, 
but through the use 
of dissolves and 
wipes, which keep the 


connec- 
tion with 
the sex 

unbroken. So the scenes are closer 
to real time, and closer to real life 
— if your life happens to find you 
Bound, Beaten and Banged in The 
Punishment Chamber, two titles of 
Raging Stallion’s premiere release. 

If these titles scare you, make 
you think the only return to nor¬ 
mality is Judy’s Carnegie Hall con¬ 
cert (it’s been re-released, on gold 
discs, the whole thing, with in-be- 
tween-the-songs chat and all!), 
stick around for the classically 
styled loops of Raging Stallion’s 
Sex Pack One: Four Tight Tales, 
which stars the expected Raging 
Stallion brand of hypermasculine 
guys and intense sexuality, but 
minus the kink. In other words, 
vanilla as experienced by the likes 
of Dean Coulter and Blake Harper. 

Whip it good 

The Punishment Chamber is a 
solid hour of strong leatherplay. 
The title promises kink, and the 
video delivers flogging, a harsh 
whipping, and some effective 
cock-and-ball torture. At one 
point, Ward (as persuasive in front 
of the camera as behind it) uses a 
buddy’s balls as a punching bag. 
In another juicy sequence, a mas¬ 
sive cast iron cauldron is suspend¬ 
ed from Ward’s bound cock and 
balls, with the force it exerts on 
the obviously pained Ward in¬ 
creasing as the other men fill it 
with their piss. 

But the movie spends the 
greater part of its time detailing 
the forceful fucking and sucking 
of a sextet of handsome leather- 
men, including Harly Mancuso, 
Mitchell James and Eli Horst. One 
new face is Simon Cox, an 
African-American who’s a mag¬ 
nificent creature with an animal¬ 
istic intensity, his savage beauty 
underscored by tribal-style pierc¬ 
ings in his nose and elsewhere. 
Another welcome newcomer is 
Logan Grey, a 50-something fox 
with Clark Gable allure — sort of 
Richard Locke 10 years on. Grey 


shows that neither looks nor viril¬ 
ity are confined to youngsters, and 
I was glad to see him. And even 
more glad to spend time with the 
somewhat crazed, ever-hard, and 
extremely vocal Horst, who cums 
in a big way, with an agonized 
dance and an aching cry. 

In The Punishment Chamber, as 
in all their videos, Ward and Slater 
promulgate an intriguing interplay 
between their performers, who 
meet not strictly as top and bot¬ 
tom, but as equals. Submissiveness 
and domination flow back and 
forth like a current, heightening 
the video’s already strong sexuali¬ 
ty. And the guys don’t have to hy¬ 
perventilate to impress us; no 
cigar-smoking here as a signal of 
butch. It’s their strong and mascu¬ 
line play, severe yet passionate, that 
impresses. Add the team’s spartan 
playroom setting, straight-on 
camerawork, and sensible editing, 
plus Slater’s emphatic music, and 
you have a quality product. 

Bound, Beaten and Banged, say 
its creators, “is edgy, but legal.” 
They carefully researched the con¬ 
stantly fluctuating legality of de¬ 
picting episodes of consensual 
bondage. The video’s hour, divid¬ 
ed in three segments, stars im¬ 
pressive newcomer Bryce Pierce. 
He met Ward online, through a 
common interest: he’s a grad stu¬ 
dent in archaeology. It’s fortunate 
that they got around to digging up 
their sexual history, for Pierce 
makes a strong impression. He has 
a beautiful body, which Ward and 
Slater take pains to display both 
front and back, stretched taut in 
various forms of suspension. 
Unique tattoos, classic muscula¬ 
ture, and a ferocious set of five 
ladder piercings along his frenum 
make the man a visual feast. 

He’s especially gorgeous in the 
opening mummification scene, 
wrapped in Saran and hanging (at 
his request) upside down from a 
joist. The underplayed lighting 
gives the living mummy a golden 
glow. As rare in video as this 
scene’s wrapped suspension is 
some rare knifeplay (scraped along 
Pierce’s penile piercings), and edgy 
verbal threats. The other men — 
tops Joe Stack and Boyd Thomas, 
and slaves Frank Parker and 
Michael Corey — are thoroughly 
aroused by Pierce’s helpless state, 
getting really hard and heated up. 
They worship his boots, fuck the 
crevice between them, sit on his 
face, and abuse his cock. 

In Beaten, Pierce and Parker 
are verbally abused and flogged 
while tied to the wall, arms 
stretched overhead; and in 
Banged, the tops dispel all their

little patience for the “Everything 
happens for a reason” believers, 
who theorize that the world has 
been dealt the fate of AIDS as 
some sort of opportunity for per¬ 
sonal growth and enlightenment. 

“People think that it’s some¬ 
how opening you up spiritually to 
go through a lot of suffering, and 
it’s supposed to be maturing, but I 
think all of that is bullshit,” he 
says. “I think the truth is that it’s a 
raw deal if you get AIDS, and es¬ 
pecially if you get it young. No¬ 
body wants to die young. But it’s 
also important to note when my 
book is taking place — in the early 
’90s, which was a period when 
people were still in a lot of despair 
about treatment. The triple thera¬ 
py hadn’t come on the scene yet.” 

Bi the way 

While The Married Man is less 
autobiographical than much of 
his previous fiction, the book’s 
central relationship is based on 
White’s affair with a young French 
architect named Hubert Sorin, 
who died of AIDS in 1994. The 
Sorin character, Julien, is bisexual 
and, as the title suggests, married. 

Co-author of The Joy of Gay 
Sex (with Dr. Charles Silverstein), 
White says he thinks it unfair the 
way bisexuality is often dismissed 
in America as a cop-out or as “just 
a phase.” 

“I was engaged twice, and I’ve 
had lots of affairs with women, 
but it was before gay liberation,” 
says White. “I’m like 99 percent 
gay and maybe one percent 
straight, but I think Kinsey was 
right — that people are on a slid¬ 
ing scale. I’ve met bisexuals who 
say they’re gay and then sneak 
around and have their affairs with 
members of the opposite sex on 
the sly because gays are so disap¬ 
proving of that.” 

The concept of bisexuality is 
much more embraced in France, 
where White lived for 16 years be¬ 
fore moving back to the States in 
1998. Having only visited there as 
a tourist and not speaking the na¬ 
tive tongue, White decided to 
move to Paris at the age of 42. 
After attending language school 
and becoming involved with a 
lover who didn’t speak English, 
White eventually became so fluent 
in French that he now writes arti¬ 
cles for French magazines and

“I was 
first made a Chevalier in ’93, 
which is like being knighted in 
England, then I got upgraded to 
Officier.” 

White returned to the US two 
years ago to teach creative writing 
at Princeton University, where he 
is in the exalted company of fellow 
professors Toni Morrison and 
Joyce Carol Oates. 

Raised in places like Cincin¬ 
nati, Dallas, and Evanston, Illinois, 
White was 14 and attending a 
boarding school in Michigan 
when he wrote his first novel. En¬ 
titled The Tower Window, it was 
never published. 

“It was a gay novel, and no¬ 
body was writing gay novels back 
then,” he says. “It’s a subject matter 
I was always interested in, even 
when I was a kid, because I think 
it’s been underexplored.” 

Although he continued writing 
and got a degree at the University 
of Michigan in Ann Arbor, White 
was 33 by the time he finally got 
published. 

Thirteen or so books later (he 
says he’s lost count), White now 
shares his literary wisdom in the 
classroom. Two days a week dur¬ 
ing the fall and spring semesters, 
he makes the commute to Prince¬ 
ton, NJ from his Manhattan apart¬ 
ment. White’s current lover of five 
years is Michael Carroll, a 35-year- 
old writer who has been published 
in gay anthologies like Men On 
Men and Boys Like Us. 

An avid traveler, White has 
written two unique travel books, 
States of Desire: Travels in Gay 
America and Our Paris. After his 
summer book tour of the US, 
White will eagerly return to Paris 
for the launch of the French pub¬ 
lication of The Married Man. 
Asked if he misses France, he re¬ 
sponds wryly, “Yeah, especially the 
guys. They’re hot!” ▼
